Being  introduced,  presented  the  following  message,  in 
writing : 

To  tho  Select  and  Common  Councils 
of  tho  City  of  Philadelphia  : 

Gentlemen  : 

By  the  seventh  section  of  an  Act  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  Pennsylvania,  entitled  "  A  further  supplement  to  an 
Act,  entitled,  '  An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  City  of  Philadel- 
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phia,'  "  passed  February  2(1.  1854,  it  is  declared  to  he  the 
duty  of  the  Mayor,  to  communicate  to  Councils  "  a  general 
statement  of  the  condition  of  the  City,  in  relation  to  its 
government,  finances,  and  improvements;  to  recommend 
the  adoption  of  all  such  measures  as  he  may  deem  expe- 
dient for  the  security,  health,  cleanliness,  improvement,  and 
welfare  of  the  City." 

In  obedience  to  the  provisions  of  this  law,  I  have  the 
honor  to  invite  your  serious  attention,  to  subjects  under  the 
above  enumerated  designations,  which,  in  my  judgment, 
require  your  action. 

Having  so  recently  undertaken  the  discharge  of  the  du- 
ties of  this  Department,  sufficient  opportunity  has  not  been 
afforded  me  to  give  a  general  statement  of  the  condition  of 
the  City,  as  contemplated  by  the  words  and  spirit  of  the 
Act  referred  to. 

At  a  proper  time  this  will  receive  the  consideration  its 
importance  demands.  Those  subjects  which  arc  presented 
now  to  the  attention  of  the  Legislative  Department  of  the 
City,  force  their  way  by  the  exigency  of  a  necessity,  which 
seems  to  admit  of  no  delay. 

I.  The  condition  of  the  finances  ;  the  exact  amount  of 
the  floating  debt ;  the  amount  of  outstanding  warrants  ;  the 
items  of  which  the  same  are  composed,  and  the  several 
Departments  from  which  they  originated;  the  various  Or- 
dinances which  govern  the  disbursement  of  public  money ; 
the  appropriations  now  made  for  the  public  service,  and  the 
manner  in  which  the  payments  are  made  ;  the  mode  here- 
tofore adopted  of  testing  the  accuracy  of  charges  against 
the  several  items  of  expenditure;  require  to  be  examined 
with  a  critical  exactness.  In  regard  to  them,  a  system 
should  be  adopted  as  early  as  practicable,  to  secure  honesty 
and  order  on  these  vitally  important  subjects.  System  is 
absolutely  necessary ;  it  is  the  best  security  against  waste, 
fraud,  and  negligence.  To  ascertain  the  present  actual 
condition  of  the  finances  of  the  City,  is  a  duty  which  ad- 
dresses itself  to  every  reflecting  mind.  Justice  to  the 
present  administration,  which  is  now  charged  with  the 
responsible  and  arduous  task  of  introducing  a  reform  in 
Municipal  affairs,  demands  the  fullest  and  most  searching 
investigation  into  the  fiscal  condition  of  the  City.  In  order 
to  be  relieved  from  censure,  which  ought  not  to  attach  to 
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the  present,  a  full,  impartial,  and  clear  examination  and 
exposition  of  tlie  past,  is  not  only  proper,  but  just. 

The  public  health  is  a  subject  of  such  paramount  impor- 
tance to  every  citizen,  that  I  feel  it  my  duty,  thus  early,  to 
invite  your  consideration  of  the  controlling  means  at  your 
command,  that  may  be  employed  to  protect  and  preserve  it. 
Whatever  instrumentalities  can  effect,  should  be  promptly 
organized  for  so  desirable  an  object.  Cleanliness  is  one  of 
the  most  prominent  and  effective.  I  AYOuld  respectfully 
urge  upon  you,  the  immediate  consideration  and  the  adop- 
tion of  such  measures  as  will  ensure  that  condition  of 
cleanliness  which  is  not  only  necessary,  but  which  is  within 
the  most  reasonable  expectations  of  our  fellow-citizens.  It 
appears  proper  to  remark,  that  the  means  now  adopted  for 
this  end  are  radically  defective.  Dividing  the  City  into 
districts,  and  contracting  for  their  cleaning  by  one  or  more 
persons,  at  a  specific  sum  for  a  definite  period,  is  not,  per- 
haps, the  most  suitable  plan  that  might  be  adopted.  The 
scope  of  such  a  contract,  is,  in  its  nature,  too  general.  It 
gives  to  a  contractor  facilities,  if  not  excuses,  to  neglect 
his  duties.  If  each  Ward  was  made  a  separate  district, 
and  a  suitable  person  selected  to  attend  to  it,  then,  a  direct 
supervision  could  be  maintained  over  the  work,  by  those 
who  have  no  other  interest  than  a  faithful  performance  of 
the  labor. 

Independently  of  this  suggestion,  there  is  another  which 
is  entitled  to  serious  consideration  in  this  connection : — the 
cost  of  the  contract  system  of  cleaning  is  liable  to  animad- 
version. A  contractor  is  sure  to  secure  payment,  when  it 
is  doubtful  if  all  the  labor  is  performed.  In  this,  as  in  all 
Departments  charged  with  Executive  duties,  the  safest  and 
best  system,  is  that  which  fixes  the  responsibility,  and  en- 
forces accountability,  by  direct  supervision.  A  divided  duty 
is  never  to  be  encouraged  or  required.  Lavish  expenditure 
and  unsatisfactory  returns,  are  the  certain  concomitants  of 
Executive  functions  by  Legislative  enactments,  without 
control,  direct  and  effectual. 

The  Highways  are  for  the  use  and  enjoyment  of  the 
public ;  they  should  at  all  times  be  kept  in  proper  repair, 
and  no  obstructions  should  be  permitted,  longer  than  is  ab- 
solutely necessary,  to  interfere  with  their  legitimate  purpose. 
It  is  not  to  be  denied,  that  this  Department  of  the  public 
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service  requires  a  full  investigation,  and  thorough  revision, 
in  its  details  and  management.  The  cost  of  this  branch  of 
the  City  Government,  is,  beyond  doubt,  enormous,  and  it 
may  be,  most  unnecessary.  Very  grave  doubt  exists  as  to 
the  policy  heretofore  pursued,  in  regard  to  the  disburse- 
ments for  opening  and  grading  streets,  and  indeed,  to  the 
entire  conduct  of  the  Highway  Department.  Without  now 
expressing  any  opinion,  I  feel  it  my  duty,  to  invoke  your 
early  and  careful  attention  to  this  subject. 

The  Ordinance  passed  by  Councils,  and  approved  on  the 
17th  inst.,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  forbid  that  any  work 
shall  be  done  without  authority  from  Councils,"  is  so  wise, 
and  was  so  necessary,  that  I  refer  to  it,  only  for  the  purpose 
of  expressing  my  conviction  of  the  benefits  which  will  fol- 
low its  enforcement. 

Permit  me  to  suggest  to  your  consideration,  the  propriety 
of  dispensing  with  some  of  the  Departments  of  the  public 
service  now  in  existence — they  are  entirely  useless.  The 
duties  attaching  to  them  can  be  readily  performed  by  a 
consolidation  of  the  labor  under  a  congenial  classification. 
This  Avill  require  attention  and  care,  but  it  will  result  ad- 
vantageously. The  expenses  will  be  diminished  by  reduc- 
ing tlie  number  of  officers,  and  more  efficiency  will  be  ob- 
tained. While  the  exercise  of  economy  is  a  duty  too  im- 
perative to  be  disregarded,  yet  let  it  be  understood  that  it 
is  a  wise,  intelligent  and  practical  economy,  which  will  best 
secure  substantial  reform.  Theoretic  propositions,  ill-di- 
gested plans,  immatured  measures  to  effect  a  saving  of  the 
people's  money  may,  when  tried,  and  found  to  be  unsatis- 
factory, or  illusory,  augment  rather  than  lessen  the  expen- 
diture. You  are  no  doubt  fully  impressed  with  these  views. 
Let  us  guard  against  one  evil  while  we  are  endeavoring  to 
correct  another. 

Security  and  public  order  are  essential  to  the  happiness, 
welfare  and  prosperity  of  every  people.  In  a  republican 
government,  all  true  men  are  bound  by  the  highest  dictates 
of  patriotism  to  maintain  their  own  laws,  and  insist  on  their 
being  obe^'ed.  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  do  all  in  the  power  of 
the  Executive  to  secure  these  results.  The  Police  Depart- 
ment requires  a  re-organization.  It  is  not  in  as  eff"ective  a 
condition  as  is  desirable.  I  will  give  to  this  subject  imme- 
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diate  and  earnest  attention,  with  the  hope  that  results  may 
be  obtained  such  as  a  practical  acquaintance  with  the  sub- 
ject will  not  only  justify  but  sanction. 

A  further  supplement  to  an  Act  Consolidating  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  was  approved  by  the  Executive  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  May  13,  1856.  I  take 
occasion  to  call  your  attention  to  its  provisions,  as  action  by 
the  municipal  legislature  will  no  doubt  be  required.  I  trans- 
mit herewith  a  certified  copy  of  the  law,  for  your  informa- 
tion. 

Permit  me  to  express  to  you  the  assurance  of  my  earnest 
desire  to  unite  with  you  in  all  reasonable  measures  to  se- 
cure as  far  as  practicable  such  reforms  and  improvements 
as  your  judgment  may  suggest  and  the  public  interest 
demand.

Genteemen  : — I  am  reluctantly  compelled  to  call  your 
attention  to  the  condition  of  the  Hunting  Park. 

It  was  received  as  a  gift  by  the  City,  under  the  express 
agreement,  that,   within  one  year,  it  should  be  enclosed, 
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laid  out  with  avenues,  and  planted.  Nearly  two  years  have 
elapsed,  and  no  improvement  to  the  grounds  has  been  at- 
tempted. 

The  last  Councils  made  an  appropriation  for  this  purpose, 
but  upon  the  Superintendent  being  urged  to  plant  it,  last 
spring,  he  stated  he  could  not  do  so,  until  a  resolution  was 
passed,  authorizing  him  to  appropriate  the  money. 

At  the  last  meeting  ,of  those  Councils,  the  resolution 
passed  one  body  but  did  not  reach  the  other. 

The  parties  who  presented  this  property  to  the  City, 
having  purchased  it  for  forty -five  thousand  dollars,  believed 
that  the  Councils  would  appreciate  the  value  of  the  gift, 
and  promptly  comply  with  the  conditions  upon  which  they 
accepted  it. 

They  have  been  sadly  disappointed.  Two  years  of  valu- 
able time  have  been  lost,  and  without  some  speedy  action, 
another  will  be.  I  respectfully  submit,  that  it  is  due  to 
those  who  made  the  gift,  to  promptly  improve  the  property 
or  return  it  to  them.

Gentlemen  : — I  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  a  matter 
of  public  interest  connected  with  the  prosecution  of  crimi- 
nals in  this  City.  After  returns  are  made  to  my  offices  of 
cases  heard  before  Committing  Magistrates,  it  very  often 
happens,  especially  in  Cases  of  Homicide,  that  certain  po- 
lice and  other  expenses  become  absolutely  necessary.  If 
they  are  not  incurred  without  delay,  the  ends  of  justice  are 
entirely  frustrated.  They  do  not  amount  to  a  large  sum  in 
the  aggregate,  and  there  is  now  no  appropriation  out  of 
which  they  can  be  paid. 

On  the  20th  March,  1855,  Councils  passed  an  Ordinance, 
to  which  I  desire  to  refer  you,  appropriating  five  hundred 
dollars  to  this  object,  to  be  paid  on  Warrants  drawn  by  the 
Mayor,  and  to  be  approved  by  a  Judge  of  the  Court  of 
Oyer  and  Terminer.  Of  this  sum,  during  the  year,  but 
three  hundred  and  forty-six  dollars  and  ninety  cents  was 
expended,  leaving  a  balance  uncalled  for  at  the  time  the 
appropriation  expired,  of  one  hundred  and  forty-three  dol- 
lars and  ten  cents.

cause  the  water  to  flow  from  hydrants  in  some  of  the  upper 
stories  of  our  houses,  while  in  the  upper  portions  of  other 
of  our  buildings  it  will  not,  for  the  same  reason,  flow  at 
any  time  ; 
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And  whereas,  for  the  same  reason,  the  head  or  force 
of  water  issuing  from  the  fire  plugs  is  insufficient  to  throw 
it  to  a  requisite  height  to  extinguish  fires  without  the  inter- 
vention of  steam  and  other  fire  engines  ; 

And  whereas,  it  is  an  established  fact  in  Hydraulics 
that  if  the  altitude  of  the  resorvoirs  was  sufficient  the  before 
mentioned  defects  would  be  removed ; 

And  whereas,  it  appears  from  the  report  of  the  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  Water  Works,  for  1853,  that  the  entire 
cost  of  all  the  reservoirs  at  Fairmount  has  been  $  133,822, 
and  inasmuch  as  it  is  believed  that  the  before  contemplated 
enlargement  of  the  reservoirs  can  cost  but  a  small  additional 
amount,  in  no  case  exceeding  the  above  named  sum,  and  as 
it  appears  that  it  would  be  subserving  true  economy  to 
raise  or  enlarge  the  reservoirs  to  such  an  extent  as  to  dis- 
pense entirely  with  Fire  Engines  in  the  extinguishment  of 
Fires,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Water 
Department  be  requested  to  examine  into  the  feasibility 
and  probable  expense  of  elevating  the  reservoirs  at  Fair- 
mount,  to  a  sufficient  height  to  enable  water  to  be  thrown 
upon  the  highest  buildings  in  the  City,  in  case  of  fire,  by 
the  force  alone  which  it  has  acquired  by  reason  of  the  hy- 
drostatic pressure,  resulting  from  the  altitude  of  the  reser- 
voirs. Also,  into  the  practicability  and  cost  of  elevating 
only  one  of  the  four  reservoirs  to  the  before  mentioned 
altitude,  so  that  the  same  may  be  used  in  case  of  fire  alone.

Gentlemen  : — It  appears  proper  to  invite  your  atten- 
tion to  the  present  mode  by 'which  the  Lighting  of  the  City 
is  managed;  under  existing  Ordinances,  the  duty  of  lighting 
and  cleaning  the  public  Lamps  is  vested  in  the  Trustees  of 
the  Gas  Works  ;  this  is  not  I  conceive  the  proper  authority 
to  charge  with  this  supervision :  Light  is  an  element  in  the 
preservation  of  public  peace  and  security ;  it  therefore 
most  appropriately  belongs  to  the  Department  of  Police  ; 
inspections  of  the  lights  can  be  accurately  made  by  the 
officers  of  the  Police  District ;  and  it  should  be  directly  con- 
nected with  their  official  duty;  if  reports  are  made  to  the 
Executive  Department  of  neglect  by  those  over  which  it  has 
no  control,  the  remedy  may  exist,  but  the  power  to  enforce 
it  is  not  found  where  the  responsibility  is  thus  sought  to  be 
fixed ;  a  divided  authority  is  most  detrimental  to  the  public 
interest.  So  long  as  it  is  a  question  where  the  rightful 
and  full  exercise  of  the  authoritative  control  is  placed  by 
legislation,  confusion  and  neglect,  are  created  which  are 
with  difficulty  remedied. 

I  desire  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  subject  of  Public 
Lights,  at  this  time,  in  order  to  avoid,  if  possible,  special 
legislation,  in  regard  to  it ;  the  mode  to  regulate  it  is  by  a 
carefully  digested  system,  to  meet  all  its  requirements  and 
promptly  afford  remedies  for  defects  and  neglects  in  its 
operations;  you  will  permit  me  therefore  most  respectfully 
to  suggest  the  propriety  of  referreing  this  subject  to  the 
proper  Committee,  for  the  purpose  of  a  full  investigation, 
and  the  report  of  such  an  Ordinance  for  your  official  action, 
as  will  place  this  branch  of  municipal  affairs  on  a  basis  of 
systematic  organization ;  it  is  of  no  importance  to  me  under 
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what  Department  the  public  lighting  is  placed ;  I  beg  to  say 
most  respectfully  however,  that  it  is  not  to  be  expected 
that  I  should  be  held  responsible  before  the  public  for  the 
proper  management  of  those  municipal  regulations,  over 
which  I  have  no  effective  control,  to  apply  remedies  daily 
invoked  by  our  Citizens. 

This  occasion  is  taken  to  transmit  extracts  from  the 
daily  reports  to  this  Department,  of  the  condition  of  the 
public  lights  in  some  portions  of  the  City.

To  the  President  ami  Memliers  of  the  Coinmon 
Council  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  : 

Gentlemen  : — The  20th  and  21st  Sections  of  the 
Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Pennsylvania,  Approved 
21st  of  April  1855,  entitled  "  A  supplement  to  the  Act 
Consolidating  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  "  (See  Digest  of 
Laws  Page  55,)  declare  as  follows 

"Section  20.  That  no  contract  for  the  construction 
of  any  new  Buildings,  School  House,  Bridge,  Culvert,  new 
Paving  of  streets,  Redemption  of  the  Tolls  of  any  Turn- 
pike, or  Plank  Road,  to  be  paid  for  by  the  City,  shall 
become  binding  thereon  without  an  ordinance  therefor  duly 
enacted.  No  contract  shall  be  made  by  the  head  of  any 
Department  for  work  or  Materials  for  the  City,  unless  for 
objects  authorized  by  Councils,  and  if  for  new  work,  the 
contract  and  sureties  be  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor  and 
Councils,  and  the  supervision  of  Councils  shall  extend  to 
adjudge  the  character  of  all  work  and  materials  done  and 
furnished  for  the  City,  and  to  the  scrutiny  of  the  accounts 
and  vouchers  therefor ;  but  such  supervision  and  scrutiny 
shall  in  no  wise  relieve  the  Controller  from  the  performance 
of  the  like  duty  in  respect  to  such  accounts  and  vouchers. 

"  Section  21.  That  no  appropriation  shall  be  made 
of  the  moneys  of  the  said  City  without  an  ordinance 
therefor,  expressing  the  objects  thereof,  and  the  amount 
appropriated  for  each  object.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Mayor  to  keep  a  register  of  the  amount  and  objects  of  all 
appropriations,   and  to  withhold   his  signature  for  all  new

Constructions  and  Redemption  of  Tolls  as  aforesaid,  until 
all  the  interest  accruing  on  the  loans  of  the  City,  and  the 
principal  of  those  becoming  due,  and  the  ordinary  and 
necessary  expenses  of  the  City  and  the  administration  of 
justice  in  the  County  shall  be  adequately  provided  for;  and 
without  his  signature  any  ordinance  therefor  shall  not  go 
into  effect.  It  shall  be  a  misdemeanor  in  office  for  the  Con- 
troller of  the  City  to  pass,  or  the  Treasurer  ot  the  City  to 
pay  any  bill  or  order  for  any  object  not  authorized  by  Law." 
The  language  and  intent  of  these  sections  are  plain 
enough  to  forbid  a  "new  construction"  &c.,  at  the  public 
expense  until  certain  prerequisites  therein  described  are 
complied  with.  It  does  not  appear,  that  these  antecedent 
provisions  have  been  so  satisfactorily  arranged  as  to  permit 
such  ordinances  as  are  thus  prohibited  to  the  City  Legisla- 
ture to  enact,  to  have  the  validity  of  Laws.  The  ordinance 
now  under  consideration  directs  that  the  cost  of  Construc- 
ting this  Culvert  is  to  be  charged  against  the  Property  on 
either  side,  at  a  certain  sum  per  foot.  If  prompt  pay- 
ment is  made  by  the  property  holders  so  charged ;  by  the 
ordinance  of  May  3d,  1855,  to  regulate  the  manner  of 
Paving  Streets,  (See  Digest  of  Laws,  Pages  443-44.)  a 
deduction  of  five  per  centum  is  to  be  given  therefor  by  the 
City.  If  prompt  payment  is  not  made,  liens  are  to  be  en- 
tered against  the  Property  in  accordance  with  the  Laws 
regulating  the  collection  of  claims.  The  mode  of  pay- 
ment thus  prescribed  resolves  itself  into  one  of  two  kinds ; 
either  the  City  pays  cash  for  the  work  and  materials,  which 
sum  is  raised  by  general  taxation,  and  if  the  holders  of  the 
local  property  pay  cash,  or  within  a  specified  time,  to  the 
City  for  the  outlay  of  the  public  money,  the  City  Treasury 
loses,  and  some  private  individuals  gain  five  per  centum  on 
the  original  cost ;  or  if  the  owners  of  property  do  not  pay, 
the  cost  and  expense  as  well  as  the  loss  of  the  money  from 
meritorious  public  creditors,  falls  on  the  Public  Treasury. 
In  either  view  a  disbursement  of  public  money  is  contem- 
plated by  this  ordinance.  This  disbursement  is  for  a  new 
construction.  However  anxious  I  may  be  to  see  public 
improvements  encouraged,  and  carried  on,  to  successful 
completion,  I  cannot  believe  that  the  plain  intention  of  the 
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Legislature  of  the  State  is  to  be  disregarded.  The  21st 
Section  above  referred  to,  enjoins  on  the  Mayor  as  a  duty 
"  to  Avithhold  his  signature  from  all  new  Constructions,  " 
and  although  the  object  of  the  present  ordinance  is  small 
in  itself,  yet  the  principle  on  which  it  rests  is  large  enough, 
if  sanctioned  in  one  case,  to  deplete  the  Public  Treasury. 
The  people  of  Philadelphia  expect,  that  a  jealous  eye  will 
be  kept  on  the  public  funds,  and  that  no  expenditure  will 
be  made,  which  is  not  justified  by  the  most  powerful  neces- 
sity, and  the  clearest  and  the  most  unquestionable  legal 
rights. — Much  as  I  regret  to  differ  in  opinion  with  the  Coun- 
cils of  the  City,  I  cannot  reconcile  it  to  my  sense  of  duty, 
to  give  approval  to  the  ordinance,  entitled  "an  ordinance 
for  the  construction  of  a  certain  Culvert.  " — It  is  therefore 
returned  without  my  signature.

Gentlemen  : — 

Joint  Resolutions,  without  being  entitled,  but  which 
authorize  the  Commissioner  of  Market  Houses  to  raise  and 
put  in  tenantable  condition  Dock  street  Wharf;  also,  to 
have  a  fence  placed  on  lot  fronting  on  Coates  street  and 
Delaware  Avenue ;  also,  to  ^have  Dock,  foot  of  Catharine 
street,  cleansed ;  also,  to  have  Pine  street  Dock,  on  the 
Delaware,  cleansed,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Market  Houses  ;  have  been  presented  for  execu- 
tive approval. 

No  appropriation  is  made  for  the  payment  of  the  cost 
of  this  work,  nor  any  estimate  therefor  authorized  or  re- 
quired. 

In  a  communication,  to  which  I  respectfully  call  your 
attention,  transmitted  to  the  Select  Council  under  date  of 
August  28th,  1856,  I  suggested  that  public  work,  autho- 
rized to  be  done  by  Councils,  either  by  Joint  Resolution  or 
Ordinance,  without  an  appropriation  made  for  the  payment 
thereof,  was  not  in  conformity  with  the  law  governing  and 
regulating  the  powers  of  those  bodies.  The  21st  Section 
of  the  Act  of  April  21,  1855,  expressly  forbids  such  legis- 
lation. These  Joint  Resolutions  are  manifestly  within  this 
prohibition.  The  communication  referred  to,  (see  Journal 
Select  Council,  August  28th,  1856,)  is  applicable,  in  some 
of  its  reasoning,  to  the  action  of  Councils  now  receiving 
attention.     It  was  concurred  in  by  the  Select  Council. 

Consistency  compels  the  opinion  thus  expressed,  to  con- 
trol my  action  in  the  Joint  Resolutions  now  under  conside- 
ration. These  Joint  Resolutions  authorize  woil^o  be  done, 
involving  great  expense,  which  should  be  carefully  examined, 
that  no  waste  of  public  money  be  permitted.  To  authorize 
it  to  be  done  without  a  limit  to  the  cost,  or  an  appropriation 
for  its  payment,  is  giving  a  license  to  expenditure  of  money 
which  I  cannot  sanction. 

From  a  careful  reading  of  these  Resolutions  they  ap- 
pear defective  in  language,  if  not  in  their  provisions.    They 
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provide  that  the  Commissioner  of  Market  Houses  shall  cause 
certain  Avork  to  be  performed  under  his  own  supervision. 

I  do  not  see  that  the  officer  havino;  charge  of  that 
Department,  should  escape  from  a  control  which  Councils 
exercise  over  the  Commissioner  of  City  Property  and  the 
Commissioners  of  Highways,  and  the  City  Commissioners. 
The  cleansing  of  Docks,  though  in  itself  a  labor  easily  un- 
derstood, involves  more  than  the  ordinary  knowledge  neces- 
sary to  its  performance. 

It  appears  to  me  that  the  Port  Wardens,  whose  famili- 
arity with  the  subject  would  enable  them  to  render  valuable 
suggestions,  should  be  required  either  to  overlook  the  work, 
or  at  least  approve  of  any  plan,  by  which  it  is  to  be  accom- 
plished. 

This  view  is  the  more  reasonable,  as  the  proviso  to  the 
12th  Section  of  the  Act  of  May  13,  1856,  provides,  "that 
no  Dock  shall  be  cleansed  to  a  greater  depth  than  the  natu- 
ral bed  of  the  river."  As  this  restriction  is  imperative, 
and  applies  to  all  Docks,  the  official  information  of  the 
Port  Wardens  or  Master  Warden  on  the  subject,  should  be 
sought  at  least  at  the  inception  of  the  work,  if  their  super- 
vision is  not  required  during  its  progress. 

The  Joint  Resolutions  are  returned  without  my  ap- 
proval.

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Common 
Council  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia : 

Gentlemen  : — 

Permit  me  to  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  of 
some  legislation  regulating  the  conduct  of  drivers  of  vehi- 
cles used  for  hire  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  I  ask, 
respectfully,  that  this  subject  may  claim  your  early  atten- 
tion. The  constant  complaints  made  by  citizens,  of  the 
danger  which  occurs  to  life  and  limb,  from  careless  driving 
through  the  public  streets ;  the  utter  disregard  which  those 
persons,  so  employed,  often  manifest  for  foot  passengers 
across  the  intersections,  aged  persons  and  young  children, 
and  the  want  of  some  more  prompt  legal  redress  for  these 
grievances,  require  action  by  the  City  Councils  in  the  pre- 
mises. The  unlawful  and  exorbitant  charges  made  by  dri- 
vers of  "  Hackney  Coaches,"  is  a  complaint  frequently 
made,  but  as  strangers  are  most  generally  imposed  upon, 
their  sojourn  in  the  City  is  often  too  short  for  the  tedious 
forms  now  required  to  enforce  or  inflict  the  penalty. 

The  Omnibusses  which  crowd  the  principal  highways, 
the  want  of  care  which  characterizes  their  management 
thereon,  the  disregard  evinced  for  less  substantial  vehicles, 
and  indeed  for  persons  crossing  the  streets,  which  intersect 
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their  routes,   are  among  the  complaints  that  almost  daily 
are  made  by  sufferers  from,  or  witnesses  of  these  evils. 

The  number  of  Vehicles  let  for  hire — Hacks,  Drays, 
Carts,  Omnibusses,  Wagons,  and  the  like,  are  rapidly  in- 
creasing. The  owners  of  a  large  number  of  them  are  most 
anxious  to  aid  the  public  authorities  in  a  control  of  the 
thoughtless,  and  sometimes  wicked  disregard  by  drivers,  of 
the  rights  of  the  Citizens ;  but  no  system  has  yet  been  es- 
tablished by  law,  which  will  command  a  success,  in  this 
particular  and  constantly  increasing  grievance.  There  is 
in  this  connection  another  subject  of  a  kindred  "character 
which  requires  legislation  by  Councils.  I  refer  to  the  out- 
rageous abuses  incident  to  the  manner  of  hauling  Cars  on 
the  Rail  Roads  on  our  public  streets.  This  is  a  nuisance 
now  almost  unbearable.  Long  trains  of  cars,  with  a  lon- 
ger train  of  mules  or  horses,  are  driven  along  the  Rail- 
roads, without  the  least  regard  for  the  rights  of  others 
which  are  daily  and  hourly  invaded  or  disregarded  by  these 
drivers,  or  conductor  or  managers.  This  comparatively 
new  mode  of  burthen  transportation  through  the  most  pop- 
ulous and  business  sections  of  a  large  City,  requires  to  be 
regulated  on  a  most  efficient  plan. 

The  inhuman  treatment  of  the  beasts  of  burden,  the 
stopping  off  of  intersecting  streets,  the  great  inconvenience 
which  the  unreasonable  length  of  the  trains  of  cars  occa- 
sions, and  the  entire  monopoly  they  exercise  on  the  streets 
through  which  they  pass,  demands  some  speedy  and  prompt 
correction. 

I  earnestly  hope  Councils  will  consider  these  subjects 
as  eminently  within  the  scope  of  the  power  of  City  legisla- 
tion, and  which  public  convenience  and  protection  to  the 
rights  of  Citizens,  especially  require. 

There  is  another  subject  connected  with  the  use  of  the 
public  through  fares  to  which  it  is  proper  I  should  direct  your 
attention.  Permits  to  use  the  streets  for  building  purposes 
are  granted  under  the  regulations  of  existing  Ordinances. 

How  far  these  permits  should  be  given  for  streets 
densely  crowded  with  vehicles,  is  a  question  of  serious  im- 
portance. Though  the  space  granted  is  limited,  yet  no  care 
is  taken  to  confine  the  use  of  the  street  to  the  Ordinance 
regulation.     If   as  in  many  cases  one  half  the  street  is 
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taken  up,  the  whole  travel  is  impeded,  and  too  often  entirely 
prevented.  Scenes  of  confusion  and  disturbance  of  the 
public  order  necessarily  follow  a  stoppage  of  large  num- 
bers of  carts,  drays  and  omnibusses,  each  anxious  to  proceed, 
and  passing  in  different  directions.  To  require  the  building 
materials  to  be  removed  is  impossible  in  a  short  time. 
They  have  been  collecting  for  days.  To  ascertain  if  the 
permit  is  in  force,  the  limits  granted  by  it,  or  the  period 
for  which  it  was  given,  requires  a  copy  from  the  permit  or 
license  book.  Time  is  necessary  to  obtain  this  information, 
and  when  obtained,  longer  time  is  essential  to  effect  by  their 
removal,  the  remedy.  Those  who  transgress  the  provisions 
of  the  permit,  use  this  period  to  carry  on  their  work,  and 
hence  the  steps  directed  to  be  taken  to  cure  the  evil,  afford 
opportunity  to  continue  it.  The  legislation  of  a  former 
period,  in  the  history  of  our  City,  on  these  various  matters 
of  public  concernment,  is  almost  useless  to  control  the 
present  condition  of  our  advancement  and  rapid  increase  in 
population  and  business.  The  exigencies  growing  out  of 
existing  present  wants,  the  complications  incident  to  causes 
which  spring  up  with  our  growth,  the  difficulties  which  are 
augmented  by  our  municipal  progress  thus  submitted  to 
your  notice,  require,  in  my  opinion,  early  and  careful  at- 
tention. 

Laws,  which  are  obsolete  from  a  change  in  the  con- 
dition of  affairs  which  demanded  their  enactment,  should 
have  instituted  for  them,  such  as  the  requirements  of  the 
present  public  welfare  indicates  as  needful  to  its  existence. 

No  one  who  is  conversant  or  familiar  with  the  present 
state  of  the  business  and  population  of  our  City  can  deny, 
that  a  manifest  necessity  is  apparent  for  a  revision  of  the 
City  Ordinances,  on  the  subject  referred  to,  as  Avell  as  to 
others,  now,  for  the  first  time  in  our  history,  claiming  no- 
tice. 

I  would  most  respectfully  suggest  that  such  a  revision 
be  considered  by  Councils,  in  order  that  State  Legislation 
if  deemed  necessary,  may  be  asked  from  the  Legislature  of 
the  Commonwealth,  at  its  next  Session. 

But  few   Ordinances  of  the  City,  as  at  present  consti- 
tuted,   have  been  passed  which  relate   to  that  Municipal 
economy  to  which  I  have  alluded. 
60 
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Those  of  the  former  districts  are  in  force,  and  we  have 
a  system  of  police  regulations  under  one  head,  but  different 
in  those  sections  formerly  separate  incorporations.  The 
power  to  regulate  the  new  City  is  in  Councils,  by  the  "  Con- 
solidation Act,"  and  its  Supplements,  and  no  obstacle  exists 
to  pass  such  laws  as  Councils  shall  deem  necessary.

COMMUNICATION  FROM  SOLICITOR  IN  REFERENCE  TO  OIRARD 
BEQUESTS.

To  the  Hon.  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 

of  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen  : — Certain  documents  have  recently 
been  received  at  this  Department,  which  show  that 
variovis  persons  claiming  to  be  the  heirs  of  Stephen 
Girard,  have  presented  their  Petition  in  the  Second 
District  Court  of  i^ew  Orleans,  alleging  that  the 
Trusts  in  Mr.  Girard's  will  are  invalid,  that  the 
cities  of  IS^ew  Orleans  and  Philadelphia  have  no  legal 
capacity  to  hold  property  under  that  will,  and  pray- 
ing the  Court  to  clecree  the  petitioners  to  be  the  own- 
ers of  certain  lands  lying  m  the  Parish  of  Ouachita, 
in  the  State  of  Louisiana.  On  the  presentation  of 
the  petition,  the  Court  appointed  II.  T.  Hays,  Esq., 
curator  ad  hoc,  to  represent  the  City  of  Philadeljthia, 
and  to  protect  her  interests  until  she  could  be  heard 
from.  The  first  letter  to  this  de})artment  on  the  sub- 
ject is  from  Mr.  Hays  to  Mr.  Olmstead,  under 
date  of  April  17,  1856,  stating  his  appointment,  and 
expressing  his  views  in  regard  to  the  nature  and  ob- 
ject of  the  suit.  From  this  letter  it  appears  that  these 
are  the  same  lands  for  which  the  Cities  of  Philadel- 
phia and  New  Orleans  brought  suit  against  the  Uni- 
ted States,  and  the  title  to  which  was  discussed  by  the 
Supreme  Court,  in  11  Howard's  Reports,  609.  Mr. 
Hays  mentions  that  the  Court  at  New  Orleans  liad 
granted  to  him  a  reasonable  time  to  write  and  to  obtain 
a  reply,  and  intimates  that  his  appointment  by  the 
Court  does  not  jn^eclude  the  City  of  Philadelphia  from 
selecting  other  counsel. 
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The  next  letter  is  from  J.  Livingston,  Esq.,  the  At- 
torney of  the  Cit}^  of  New  Orleans,  and  Ijears  date  24th 
April,  1856.  Mr.  L.  discusses  the  mode  of  conduct- 
ing the  case,  and  states  that  if  no  other  counsel  has 
been  selected,  he  will  be  happy  to  act  for  the  City  of 
Philadelphia. 

On  the  best  judgment  which  I  am  able  to  form  from 
the  papers  before  me,  I  think  it  highly  desirable,  and 
perhaps  indispensable,  that  counsel  in  ISTew  Orleans 
should  be  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the  interests  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  which  are  involved  in  this 
suit;  and  as  I  know  of  no  power  in  this  department 
to  designate  such  counsel,  and  no  appropriation  what- 
ever from  which  to  compensate  him  for  liis  services, 
I  have  deemed  it  proper  to  bring  the  subject  to  the 
notice  of  Councils,  and  to  solicit  their  action  upon  it.

Gentlemen  : — By  an  Ordinance  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, provision  has  been  made  for  the  payment  of 
the  remaining  instalments,  on  the  stock  of  this  Com- 
pany held  hy  the  City,  bnt  the  delivery  of  the  Certifi- 
cates of  the  City  Loan  has  been  fixed  at  such  remote 
periods  as  seriously  to  embarrass  the  finances  of  the 
Company,  and  require  heavy  payments  of  extra  inter- 
est on  temporary  loans.  As  a  large  proportion  of  this 
heavy  interest  is  paid  either  directly  or  indirectly  by 
the  City,  it  seems  to  me  that  both  sound  policy  and 
economy  would  be  subserved  by  an  immediate  pay- 
ment of  these  instalments,  rather  than  they  should  be 
withheld  at  such  a  sacrifice. 

The  late  Finance  Committee  of  Councils  agreed 
unanimously  to  introduce  a  resolution  authorizing  an 
early  delivery  of  the  certificates,  and  I  respectfully  ask 
that  the  subject  may  now  have  the  early  attention  of 
Councils. 

I  also  deem  it  desirable  that  the  City  authorities 
should  be  made  perfectly  familiar  with  the  present 
position  and  future  prospects  of  the  Company,  and  the 
great  work  which  it  was  established  to  construct ;  and, 
to  that  end,  I  would  further  request,  that  a  Committee 
be  appointed  to  confer  with  our  Board,  the  members 
of  which  will  be  pleased  to  communicate  to  such  Com- 
mittee all  the  facts  which  an  intelligent  and  proper 
action  and  the  protection  of  the  City  interests  may 
require.

This  District  is  under  contract  with  Betchel  &  Sow- 
ers, for  one  year  from  October  1,  1855,  at  eleven  thou- 
sand dollars. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  cost  of  cleansing  the 
streets  by  the  Supervisors,  employing  men  and  carts, 
is  about  fifty  per  cent  greater  than  the  sum  paid  for 
cleaning  them  by  contract,  although  it  appears  to  be 

fenerally  conceded  that  the  streets  were  kept  cleaner 
y  the  former  mode  than  by  the  latter. 
Your  Committee  would  observe  that  there  is  a  good 
deal  of  complaint  about  the  streets  not  being  properly 
cleaned,  some   of  which   is  no   doubt  well   founded. 
Piles  of  kitchen  ofial  and  of  vegetable  and  other  mat- 
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ter,  are  allowed  to  accumulate  at  the  ends  of  courts  and 
alleys,  and  filth  is  permitted  to  clioke  up  the  gutters,  es- 
pecially at  the  street  crossings,  which,  laying  day  after 
day  in  the  sun,  become  extremely  otFensive  to  the  eye 
as  well  as  to  the  olfactories.  And  if  the  contractors 
would  give  especial  attention  to  those  places  where  the 
filth  most  rapidly  accumulates,  they  might  omit  the 
very  frequent  sweepings  of  the  more  cleanly  localities, 
without  complaint  on  the  part  of  citizens. 

The  Committe  would  also  observe  that  it  is  impossible 
to  keep  the  streets  entirely  clean  of  dust.  It  is  as- 
serted that  there  is  an  Ordinance  of  the  old  City,  that 
forbids  the  sweeping  of  the  earth  from  the  instertices 
between  the  pebble  stones.  During  the  summer  sea- 
son, a  thunder  shower  will  create  mud,  and  the  tran- 
sition from  mud  to  dust  is  effected  in  about  twelve 
hours  of  sunshine.  Mud  and  dust  would  therefore 
seem  to  be  incidents  to  the  climate  of  Philadelphia, 
and  the  people  must  make  up  their  minds  to  bear  to 
some  extent  the  evil  arising  from  them.  It  should 
also  be  remembered  that  the  travel  over  our  streets  by 
horses  and  vehicles,  is  about  ten-fold  greater  than  it 
was  twenty  or  thirty  years  ago,  which  necessarily 
causes  more  dust  than  formerly. 

Your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  by  proper 
attention  and  energy  on  the  part  of  the  oflicers  of  the 
City,  the  contractors  can  be  required  to  perform  their 
duties,  at  least  up  to  the  spirit,  if  not  to  the  letter  of 
their  contracts. 

By  the  provisions  of  the  Consolidation  Law,  it  is 
made  the  duty  of  the  Mayor,  "to  be  vigilant  and  active 
in  causing  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  City  to  be 
duly  executed."  And  he  may,  by  means  of  the  police, 
have  all  delinquencies  on  the  part  of  the  contractor 
immediately  reported  to  the  proper  department,  and 
the  contractor  summarily  dealt  with  according  to  the 
terms  of  his  contract. 

By  one  of  the  sections  to  the  Supplement  to  the  Con- 
solidation Law,  passed  at  the  late  Session  of  the  Le- 
gislature, it  is  provided  that  all  work  to  be  done  by 
the  City,  shall  be  done  by  contract,  and  although  it 
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might  be  doubted  whether  this  would  be  considered  to 
apply  to  the  subject  of  cleaning  the  streets,  yet  your 
Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  most  expedient 
for  Councils  to  yield  a  compliance  to  the  spirit  of  the 
law,  and  to  continue  to  cleanse  the  streets  by  the  mode 
that  has  been  hitherto  generally  adopted. 

The  Committee  Avould  suggest  that  the  contracts 
should  be  made  so  that  they  will  expire  on  the  first 
day  of  October.  Mr.  Birkley's  contract  for  the  Se- 
cond District,  composed  of  the  old  City,  expired  on 
the  20th  of  March  of  the  present  year.  At  that  time 
a  large  quantity  of  filth  and  coal  ashes,  that  could  not 
be  removed  during  the  winter,  had  accumulated ;  and 
if  a  new  contractor  had  then  commenced,  he  would 
have  been  obliged  to  remove  a  large  quantity  of  dirt 
that  ought  to  have  been  taken  away  by  his  predeces- 
sor. On  the  first  of  October  the  streets  are  generally 
more  clean  than  at  any  other  period,  and  it  is  in  all  re- 
spects the  most  favorable  season  for  a  change  of  eon- 
tractors. 

The  Committee  would  also  suggest  that  the  Second 
District,  comprising  the  whole  of  the  old  City,  be  di- 
vided into  two  parts,  to  be  separated  by  the  north  line 
of  Chesnut  street.  This  will  make  two  sections  of 
convenient  size,  and  will  enable  contractors  of  more 
moderate  means  to  undertake  the  work  of  cleaning 
them,  and  will  probably  secure  a  more  complete  pro- 
secution of  the  work.  The  Committee  therefore  re- 
commend the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution; 

Resolved.  That  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  High- 
ways be  directed  to  advertise  for  proposals  for  cleaning 
the  Second  District,  comprising  the  5th,  6th,  7th,  8th, 
9th  and  10th  Wards  of  the  City ;  said  District  to  be 
parted  into  two  divisions — the  lower  division  to  con- 
sist of  all  of  the  said  "Wards  south  of  the  north  line  of 
Chesnut  street ;  and  the  upper  division  to  consist  of 
all  of  the  said  Wards  north  of  the  north  line  of  Ches- 
nut street.  Said  proposals  or  bids  to  be  made  upon 
the  basis  of  specifications  issued  from  the  Department 
of  Highways,  bearing  date  the  3d  of  March,  1856, 
with  such  modifications  therein,  if  any,  that  the  Com- 
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mittee  on  Highways  or  the  Chief  Commissioner  may 
suggest. 

Each  bidder  to  bid  for  but  one  of  the  divisions,  and 
for  the  period  of  time  commencing  with  the  day  of 
the  execution  of  the  contract,  and  ending  with  the  Ist 
of  October,  1857,  and  said  bidders  may  also  propose 
for  the  said,  work  for  the  period  ending  with  the  1st 
of  October,  1859. 

Said  advertisements  to  state  the  day  and  time  up  to 
which  the  proposals  Avill  be  received.  The  proposals 
to  be  opened  by  the  Chief  Commissioner,  in  the  pre- 
sence of  the  Committee  of  Highways,  at  a  meeting  to 
be  called  for  that  purpose,  and  the  said  Committee 
shall  report  to  Councils  at  the  next  stated  meeting,  the 
names  of  the  said  bidders,  and  the  amount  bid  by  each 
respectively.

To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia : 

Gentlemen  : — I  deem  it  my  duty  to  call  your  atten" 
tion  to  an  Act  of  Assembly  which  has  been  recently 
passed  in  regard  to  the  City  Railroad,  and  which  in 
my  judgment  materially  affects  the  value  of  that  im- 
provement. It  is  entitled  "  An  Act  to  provide  for  the 
ordinary  expenses  of  government,"  &c.  and  it  received 
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the  executive  sanction  on  tlie  13th  inst.  The  41st 
section  contains  in  suhstance,  a  proviso  that  from  and 
after  the  1st  day  of  May,  it  sliall  not  be  hiwful  for  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  to  charge  and  collect  tolls  on  the 
City  Railroad  for  any  greater  distance  than  that  actu- 
ally used,  including  the  Bridge  over  the  Schuylkill 
river  at  Market  street.  You  are  doubtless  aware  that 
by  the  Acts  of  Assembly  of  2d  of  August,  1842,  and 
10th  of  April,  1849,  and  the  Ordinance  of  24th  of  No- 
vember, 1842,  in  charging  the  tolls  on  this  road,  all 
distances  under  half  a  mile  are  directed  to  be  com- 
puted as  half  a  mile,  and  all  distances  over  half  a  mile 
and  under  one  mile  to  be  computed  as  one  mile,  and 
the  Bridge  over  the  Schujdkill,  owing  to  its  greater 
cost,  is  by  the  same  Acts  considered  as  one  mile  of 
road.  The  eifect  of  this  new  provision,  if  it  can  be 
enforced,  will  certainly  be  to  diminish  vastly  the  re- 
venue of  the  road.  Thus,  for  example,  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad  Company,  from  their  depot  at  Market 
and  Juniper  streets,  have  heretofore  paid  toll  on  their 
freight  for  two  miles,  and  their  bill  for  the  month  of 
April  last,  was  |1,024  G5.  Under  the  new  law  they 
would  pay  on  but  one  mile,  which  would  diminish 
their  bill  for  that  period  to  |512,32|.  The  same  Com- 
pany, in  conjunction  with  Messrs.  Bingham  &  Dock, 
have  heretofore  paid  toll  for  their  passengers  on  2J 
miles,  and  their  bill  for  the  month  of  April  last,  was, 
$267  37.  Under  the  operation  of  the  new  law  it  would 
be  $138  69.  So  of  other  companies  and  firms.  About 
half  the  revenue  which  the  City  has  heretofore  derived 
from  the  road  will  thus  be  destroyed  at  a  blow.  The 
amount  of  tolls  received  in  1855,  was  $15,889  74,  and 
the  expenditures  for  iron,  tools,  spikes,  wages^'Of  la- 
borers, and  superintendents'  and  watchmen's  salaries, 
was  $7,310  41.  If  the  half  of  the  gross  receipts  should 
thus  be  cut  oif,  the  remaining  half  would  scarcely  pay 
the  expenses  of  maintaining  the  road,  not  to  mention 
the  interest  on  the  cost. 

Under  these  circumstances  it  seems  not  a  little  sur- 
prising that  so  important  a  provision  should  have  been 
thrust  into   the   corner  of  an    appropriation  bill,  and 
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that  no  notice  of  its  intended  passage  should  have 
been  given  to  my  predecessor  in  office,  or  so  far  as  I 
know,  to  any  other  otHcer  of  the  City  government. 
Owing  to  the  peculiar  phraseology  of  this  portion  of 
the  Act,  there  is  a  doubt  when  it  should  go  into  effect, 
and  there  is  a  question  how  far  the  Commonwealth 
can  thus  regulate  the  highways  of  a  municipal  cor- 
poration, and  a  still  further  question,  how  far  the  for- 
mer can  diminish  or  destroy  the  resources  of  a  road 
previously  constructed  by  her  own  authority.  On 
these  questions,  I  shall  be  pleased  to  express  to  Coun- 
cils such  views  as  I  entertain,  whenever  they  are 
ready  to  hear  them.  For  the  present,  I  have  deemed 
it  the  duty  of  the  Law  Department  simply  to  give 
this  notice  of  a  change  in  the  law,  to  suggest  its  pro- 
bable effects,  and  the  propriety  of  such  action  on  the 
subject  as  shall  cause  the  Act  of  Assembly  and  the 
Ordinances  to  harmonize,  or  as  shall  bring  the  valid- 
ity of  the  law  to  a  proper  test.

REPORT  OF  CHIEF  ENGINEER  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


Office  of  the  Chief  Engineer 

OF  THE  Fire  Department. 
To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia : 

Gentlemen  : — In  presentins:  my  third  and  fourth 
quarterly  reports  of  the  number  of  tires  occurring,  with 
the  loss  sustained,  for  the  quarters  ending  on  the 
thirty-first  days  of  December  and  March,  and  the  con- 
dition of  the  department,  it  will  be  seen  that  it  ex- 
hibits a  decrease  in  the  number  of  fires  and  false 
alarms,  and  an  increase  in  the  losses  sustained.  The 
number  of  fires  that  have  occurred  in  the  two  quar- 
ters is  115,  the  estimate  loss  on  which  is  $186,775,  and 
the  insurance  $76,768,  leaving  an  uninsured  loss  of 
$110,807.  The  decrease  of  fires  as  compared  with 
the  preceding  quarters,  is  3.  The  increase  in  total 
loss,  $135,859,  and  the  increase  in  uninsured  loss, 
$88,979.  Since  my  former  report  there  have  been 
added  to  the  Department,  the  Good  Intent,  Mechanic, 
Southwark,  Good  Will,  Weccacoe,  Hibernia,  and  As- 
sistance Engine  Companies;  and  the  South  Penn, 
William  Penn,  United  States,  Magara,  Western, 
Good  Will,  Ringgold,  Washington,  and  Union  Hose 
Companies ;  an  addition  of  a  very  efficient  character. 
The  department  now  consists  of  38  Engine,  30  Hose, 
and  5  Hook  and  Ladder  Companies,  possessing  39 
Engines,  60  Hose  carriages,  6  'J'rucks,  53,880  feet  of 
hose,  and  828  feet  of  ladders.  A  house  is  now  being 
erected  for  the  Steam  Fire  Engine,  Young  America, 
at  the  North-east  corner  of  Front  and  Noble  streets, 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Committee  on  Trusts 
and  Fire  Department ;  and  when  finished,  the  engine 
and  tender  will  be  removed  from  the  tobacco  ware- 
house and  placed  therein. 

I  again  recommend  that  it  be  made  the  duty  of  the 
night  police  to  give  the  alarm,  and  arouse  all  firemen 
who  shall  so  request  them,  whenever  an  alarm  of  fire

shall  occur  during  the  night.  I  desire  to  again  call 
attention  to  the  13th  section  of  the  Ordinance  re-or- 
ganizing the  Fire  Department,  which  provides  that  a 
large  bell  shall  be  erected  in  each  Fire  District;  this 
has  not  been  done  in  many  of  the  Districts,  and  the 
iiremen  located  in  those  vicinities  are  therefore  with- 
out any  proper  means  of  alarm.  I  recommend  Coun- 
cils to  have  the  bell  which  is  in  the  steeple  of  the 
Spring  Garden  Hall  rung  for  all  fires,  as  a  large  num- 
ber of  firemen  depend  entirely  on  that  bell  to  give 
them  the  alarm  in  time  of  fire. 

The  24th  section  of  the  ordinance  entitled  An  Ordi- 
nance Re-organizing  the  Fire  Department,  approved 
January  25th,  1855,  made  it  the  duty  of  the  Secretary 
of  each  Fire  Company  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  to 
furnish  under  oath  to  my  Secretary,  annually,  in  the 
month  of  January,  a  list  of  all  tlie  members,  stating 
active,  honorary,  and  contributing,  with  their  age, 
residence  and  occupation,  and  in  accordance  with  this 
section,  I  had  a  printed  form  sent  to  each  company, 
with  the  request  to  furnish  the  list.  This  section 
appeared  to  be  very  objectionable  to  the  Companies, 
and  but  few  returns  were  made. 

I  recommended  to  Councils  the  repeal  of  this  section, 
and  petitions  were  sent  from  the  firemen,  asking  for 
the  same.  With  the  expectation  that  the  section  would 
be  repealed,  and  that  the  companies  would  send  in  their 
lists,  so  as  to  enable  me  to  make  a  full  report,  I 
delayed  my  report  from  time  to  time.  On  March 
5th,  1856,  a  Supplement  to  the  Fire  Ordinance  was 
adopted,  the  8tli  section  of  which  repealed  the  objec- 
tionable part.  I  then  again  notified  the  Companies  to 
report  the  list,  as  required  by  my  Secretary,  a  large 
number  of  whom  promptly  replied,  but  a  large  num- 
ber did  not  send  in  their  report  as  required,  although 
they  were  aware  that  I  was  delaying  my  report  for  that 
purpose;  and  now,  after  waiting  for  more  than  three 
months,  I  am  compelled  to  report  as  follows.  I  have 
received  a  correct  list  from  the  following  Companies 
as  required  by  the  Fire  Ordinance :

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  TRUSTS  AND  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


To  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 

Gentlemen  : — The  Committee  on  Trusts  and  Fire 
Department  report,  That  they  have  had  under  consid- 
eration an  Ordinance  supplementar}^  to  an  Ordinance 
entitled  "  An  Ordinance  providing  for  the  care  and 
management  of  the  Steam  Fire  Engine,  Young 
America,"  approved  May  8th,  1856,  passed  by  Select 
Council  on  the  5th  of  June,  and  ask  its  adoption  by 
this  Chamber. 

They  have  also  had  under  consideration  an  applica- 
tion from  the  Ilibernia  Hose  Company,  asking  to  be 
admitted  into  the  Fire  Department,  and  report  adverse 
to  the  application. 

Also  petitions  from  several  Fire  Companies,  asking 
that  Fire  Alarm  Signal  Boxes  be  placed  in  their 
houses,  which  the  Committee,  in  view  of  the  iinancial 
condition  of  the  City,  do  not  feel  justiiied  in  recom- 
mending, although  they  are  of  the  opinion  that  they 
would  add  greatly  to  the  usefulness  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment ;  they  would  oiFer  the  following  Resolution, 
and  ask  its  adoption. 

Besolved,  That  the  Chief  Engineer  of  tlie  Fire  De- 
partment be  directed  to  have  the  State  House  and 
District  bells  rang  in  case  of  fire,  so  as  to  designate 
the  signal  box  from  which  the  alarm  is  received. 

The  Committee  have  also  considered  the  Communi- 
cation of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department, 
reporting  several  Fire  Companies  for  a  violation  of 
the  Ordinance  regulating  the  Department,  by  allowing 
their  apparatus  to  be  taken  out  ot  the  Districts  pre- 
scribed in  said  Ordinance,  and  as  this  is  the  first  case 
of  a  violation  that  has  been  i-eported,  and  your  Com- 
mittee are  led  to  believe  that  in  several  instances  the 
apparatus  have  been  taken  out  in  opposition  to  the 
rules  of  the  Companies ;  they  would  therefore  ofler 
the  following  Resolution,  and  ask  its  adoption,  with 
the  understanding  that  any  Company  who   may  here- 
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after  be  fouud  guilty  of  a  similar  violation,  will  be 
either  suspended  or  disbanded. 

Resolved^  That  the  America,  Western,  Good  Will, 
and  Reliance  Engine  Companies,  and  the  Fairmount, 
Ringgold,  Philadelphia,  and  Humane  Hose  Compa- 
nies, receive  the  censure  of  Councils  for  going  out  of 
their  respective  Districts,  in  violation  of  the  Orclinance 
for  the  regulation  of  the  Fire  Department. 

The  Committc  have  had  referred  to  them  a  Commu- 
nication from  the  Southwark  Hose  Company,  located 
in  the  market  at  Second  and  South  streets,  asking 
that  their  house  be  repaired,  which  should  have  been 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Markets,  and  which  is 
returned  for  that  purpose.

COMMUNICATION  FROM  CITY  SOLICITOR.

Gentlemen  : — A  decision  has  recently  been  made  by 
the  Supreme  Court  at  Harrisburg,  in  the  case  of  the 
Commonwealth  against  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
which  requires  the  attention  of  Councils.  The  case 
arose  thus :  By  the  Act  of  29th  of  April,  1844,  all  the 
public  loans  and  stocks,  except  those  created  by  the  Com- 
monwealth, were  made  liable  to  the  payment  of  a  State 
tax  of  three  mills  on  every  dollar  of  the  value  there- 
of, and  it  was  rendered  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of 
each  county,  city,  district,  and  borough,  on  the  pay- 
ment of  any  dividend  or  interest  on  the  said  loans,  to 
deduct  the  tax  and  pay  it  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. From  1845  to  1854,  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Guardians  of  the  Poor  of  Philadelphia  deducted  the 
tax  from  the  interest  paid  on  the  loans  created  by  that 
corporation,  and  the  corporation  declined  to  pay  it 
over  to  the  State  Treasurer,  under  a  doubt  which  ex- 
isted in  regard  to  the  construction  of  the  Act  of 
1844. 

The  whole  amount  retained  by  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Guardians,  Avas  |18,286  38,  and  by  the  Act  of  Con-

soliclation,  all  the  estate  and  property  of  the  Guardians 
(including  this  sum  or  the  balances  thereof,)  was 
vested  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  On  the  26th  of 
February,  1856,  the  Court  of  Nisi  Prius  gave  judg- 
ment against  the  City,  for  the  sum  in  question,  and 
this  judgment  has  been  affirmed  by  the  Court  in 
Kane.  The  case  was  conducted  by  my  predecessor, 
and  I  gather  these  facts  from  the  records.  I  bring  the 
subject  to  the  notice  of  Councils,  because  the  At- 
torney General  of  the  CommonAvealth  has  notified  me 
in  writing,  that  payment  of  the  amount  is  required  to 
be  made,  and  that  some  action  on  the  part  of  Coun- 
cils is  therefore  necessary.

They  find  that  tlic  Ordinance  approved  March 
11,  185(5,  making  an  appropriation  to  the  Inspectors  of 
the  l*ri8on  for  the  cnrreut  year,  makes  no  provision 
whatever  for  the  expenses  of  the  Debtors'  apartment; 
the  item  for  this  department  in  tlie  appropriation  bill, 
as  reported  by  the  Finance  Committee,  having  been 
stricken  out  by  the  Select  Council.  ( See  pp.  298,  313 
and  Appendix  No.  95,  vol.  iv.  Journal  of  Common 
Council,  and  p.  178,  Journal  of  Select  Council.)  The 
expenses  in  the  meantime  continuing,  it  is  not  to  be 
wondered  at  that  bills  to  the  amount  of  $784  33  should 
be  due  at  this  time. 

Second.  They  find,  from  personal  obsei-vation,  that

Resolved^  That  the  Police  officers  be  directed  to  open, 
or  cause  to  be  opened  the  fire  plugs,  in  the  paved  por- 
tion of  the  City  every  day,  (Sundays  excepted,)  be- 
tween the  hours  of  6|  and  7J  o'clock,  during  the 
months  of  June,  July,  August  and  Sepjtember,  for  the 
purpose  of  cleansing  tlie  streets  and  gutters,  respect- 
fully beg  leave  to  report  adverse  to  the  passage  of  the 
same,  for  the  following  reasons : — 

Firstly.  They  do  not  consider  the  police  officers  the 
proper  persons  to  be  entrusted  with  the  duty  of  clean- 
sing the  streets,  which  duty  they  cannot  believe  it 
policy  to  put  in  the  charge  of  any  other  than  indi- 
viduals specially  appointed  as  street  cleaners,  who 
should  be  provided  with   brooms,  scrapers,  and  hose, 
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the  latter  being  the  only  means  by  which  streets  and 
alleys,  (not  accessible  by  other  means  to  the  water 
from  the  plag-s,)  can  be  properly  cleaned. 

Secondly,  The  resolution  contemplates  the  opening 
of  all  the  plugs  throughout  the  City,  at  one  iiour  of 
the  day,  which  would,  if  carried  out,  result  in  depri- 
ving our  citizens,  almost  entirely  of  water  in  their 
dwellings  at  that  time,  producing  serious  inconveni- 
ence and  danger. 

Thirdlij.  Because  it  would  be  impossible  to  supply 
water  for  such  indiscriminate  use  of  the  plugs,  b}^  any 
of  the  water  works  now  used  for  supplying  the  City. 
Therefore  the  convenience  of  our  citizens  and  the 
safety  of  their  propertj^  would  be  put  in  jeopardy  by 
a  practice  which  your  Committee  believe  would  eticct 
nothing  useful,  unless  manual  labor  be  used  with  the 
flow  of  water,  and  the  plugs  opened  only  by  persons 
specially  appointed  as  street  cleaners,  who  should  be 
required  to  adhere  to  a  fixed  S3^stem,  in  order  that 
only  a  limited  number  of  plugs  should  be  opened  at 
the  same  time.  Your  Committee  strongly  urge  the 
necessity  of  economy  in  the  use  of  the  water.

That  if  any  person  or  persons,  after  the 
publication  of  this  Ordinance  shall  erect  or  extend 
any  wharf  or  building  in  the  nature  of  a  wharf,  into 
the  tideway  of  the  river  Delaware,  contrary  to  the 
provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  he,  she  or  they,  so  offend- 
ing, shall  upon  conviction  thereof,  before  the  Court 
of  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  for- 
feit and  pay  the  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars,  to  the 
use  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  to  be  recovered  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  fines  and  forfeitures  are  re- 
coverable by  law,  and  the  Board  of  Wardens  may, 
upon  the  conviction  of  the  offender  as  aforesaid,  cause 
the  said  wharf  or  other  building  in  the  nature  of  a 
wharf,  to  be  removed  or  abated,  and  if  the  expense 
of  said  removal  or  abatement  exceed  the  fine  and  for- 
feiture aflixed  by  the  Court,  the  excess  shall  be  re- 
covered in  a  civil  suit  against  the  oflender  before  the 
District  Court  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 
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Sec.  3.  It  sliall  not  be  lawful  to  extend  any  wharf 
now  built,  or  construct  any  new  wliarf,  except  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  following  provisions,  viz  : 

Each  and  every  wharf  shall,  when  extended  to  or 
near  to  the  wharf  line  hereby  established,  consist  of  a 
solid  pier  not  less  than  forty  feet  in  length  towards 
shore,  the  residue  to  head  of  dock,  or  to  within  such 
distance  of  low  water  mark,  as  shall  command  ten 
feet  of  water  at  low  tide,  to  be  supported  on  piles  ex- 
tending to  the  elevation  of  low  water,  upon  which 
shall  rest  the  crib  of  the  wharf;  said  piles  to  be  driven 
not  less  than  four  feet  from  centre  to  centre,  and  in 
line  at  right  angles  with  the  line  of  side  of  wharf, 
said  piles  to  be  not  less  tliaii  twelve  inches  diameter 
at  head,  and  to  be  made  of  white  oak.  Provided,  The 
character  of  the  bottom  shall  not  preclude  the  safe 
use  of  piles,  to  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Port 
Wardens,  in  which  case,  a  sluice  or  sluice-ways  shall 
be  left  in  such  position  or  positions  and  bridged  over 
at  the  elevation  of  two  feet  above  low  water,  as  the 
Board  of  Port  AYardens  shall  direct;  and  further  Pro- 
vided, That  all  wharves  constructed  be.waen  Vine  and 
South  street  shall  conform  to  the  provisions  as  set 
forth  in  the  Will  of  Stephen  Girard. 

Sec.  4.  Prior  to  the  commencement  of  any  wharf, 
the  correct  lines  shall  be  furnished  by  the  District 
Surveyor,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  a  fee,  in  advance, 
of  two  dollars  for  each  and  every  ten  feet  width  of 
wharf,  and  who  shall  prepare  a  minute  and  detailed 
plan  of  the  location  of  said  wiiarf,  for  the  owner  there- 
of, and  shall  deposit  a  duplicate  thereof  in  the  De- 
partment of  Surveys,  and  on  application  to  the  Board 
of  Port  Wardens  for  a  permit  for  the  construction  or 
extension  of  a  wharf,  a  minute  and  detailed  plan  of 
survey  of  said  wharf  shall  be  furnished  the  said  Board, 
to  be  tiled  in  their  Othce,  and  no  new  wharf  shall  be 
erected  on  the  Delaware  front  that  shall  not  have 
clear  dock  room  on  each  side  appertaining  to  such 
particular  wharf,  of  forty  feet  in  width.

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  whenever 
any  dock  on  the  Delaware  or  Schuylkill  front  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  requires  cleaning,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Superintendent  of  Wharves  and  Landings, 
to  require  the  owners  of  wharves  and  piers,  which 
may  surround  such  dock,  to  cleanse  the  same  to  a 
depth  of  not  less  than  four  feet  of  the  water  in  the 
head  of  dock,  and  after  thirty  days  default  from  the 
service  of  notice  on  them  to  perform  said  duty,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Superintendent  of  Wharves 
and  Landings,  or  the  proper  officer  having  supervision 
of  the  same,  to  do  said  work,  and  the  expenses  there- 
of shall  be  apportioned  among  the  said  owners  of  said

The  grass  shall  be  protected  from  injury  by 
railings  and  board  foot- ways,  and  no  injury  shall  be 
done  in  the  slightest  degree  to  any  of  the  trees  or 
improvements,  and  the  more  fully  to  prevent  and 
guard  against  accident,  all  such  trees,  &c.  as  the  Com- 
mittee of  Councils  may  recommend,  shall  be  en- 
closed with  strong  board  cases.  All  goods  and  heavy 
articles  shall  be  taken  into  and  brought  from  the 
Square  under  such  restrictions  and  in  such  manner 
as  the  Committee  may  from  time  to  time  direct ; 
therefore. 

Resolved,  That  the  use  of  the  centre  portion  of 
Franklin  Square,  included  within  the  gravel  walk  and 
space  occupied  by  the  fountain,  be  granted  to  the 
Franklin  Institute,  of  Pennsylvania,  for  the  purpose 
of  holding  their  Annual  Exhibition,  from  the  fifteenth 
of  October  to  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  N^ovember,  1856, 
inclusive.

Gentlemen  : — The   Franklin  Institute,  of  the  State

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Arts,  were  obliged  last  year  to  forego  their  usual  ex- 
hibition of  Americau  manufactures,  for  the  reason  that 
no  suitable  building  could  be  obtained  for  the  purpose  ;

Gentlemen  : — In  the  Spring  of  1853, 1  entered  into 
a  contract  with  the  District  of  Penn,  for  the  construc- 
tion of  Culverts.  By  the  terms  of  that  contract,  I 
was  to  receive  the  bonds  of  the  District  in  payment 
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from  time  to  time,  as  the  work  progressed,  according- 
to  the  certificate  of  the  Surve_yor.  Failing  to  receive 
the  Bonds  as  agreed  upon,  I  was  compelled  to  aban- 
don the  work,  at  a  sacrifice  of  time  and  money.  When 
the  Councils  uuderthe  Consolidation  Act  were  organ- 
ized, I  presented  a  communication  in  relation  to  a  set- 
tlement of  my  claim,  which  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Highways,  who,  after  a  careful  considera- 
tion of  all  the  facts  in  the  case,  unanimousl}^  reported 
in  my  favor,  awarding  mo  $3,009  17.  The  matter  was 
not  settled  in  that  Council  owing  to  the  sickness  and 
absence  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  from  the 
City.  Upon  the  organization  of  the  last  Council,  I 
called  their  attention  to  its  settlement,  who  referred  it 
to  the  same  Committee.  The  award  was  made  in  my 
favor.  When  the  report  was  made,  at  the  request  of 
one  of  the  Committee,  it  was  referred  to  a  Special 
Committee,  who,  after  repeated  examinations  report- 
ed in  my  favor.  At  a  special  meeting  of  your  body, 
it  was  passed  by  a  decided  majority,  and  on  being  pre- 
sented in  the  Select  Chamber  it  received  nearly  every 
vote.  The  Mayor  vetoed  the  ordinance  making  the 
appropriation,  and  on  being  brought  before  your 
Chamber  for  final  action,  it  failed  to  pass  by  a  two- 
third  vote,  though  a  majority  voted  to  sustain  their 
previous  course.  Trusting  that  3^ou  will  render  me

Gentlemen  : — In  presenting  my  fifth  Qnarterlv  He-

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port  of  the  number  of  fires  occurring,  witli  the  loss 
sustained  for  the  quarter  endiug  the  thirtieth  day  of 
June,  and  condition  of  the  apparatus,  it  will  be  seen 
that  it  exhibits  an  increase  in  the  number  of  fires  and 
in  the  losses  sustained. 

The  number  of  fires  that  have  occurred  in  the  quar- 
ter is  70  ;  the  estimate  loss  on  which  is  $985,110,  and 
the  insurance  $696,925,  leaving  an  uninsured  loss  of 
$288,185.  The  increase  of  fires  as  compared  with  the 
preceding  quarter  is  twelve,  the  increase  in  total  loss, 
$864,843,  and  the  increase  in  uninsured  loss,  $223,185. 

The  Department  consists  of  39 Engine,  29  Hose  and 
5  Hook  and  Ladder  Companies  ;  possessing  43  En- 
gines, 61  Hose  Carriages,  6  Trucks,  54,523  feet  of  hose 
and  835  feet  of  ladders. 

Honorary  members,  2265 ;  active  members,  2075 ; 
contributing  members,  2211.  Total  number  of  mem- 
bers, 6551. 

Since  my  last  report  the  house  of  the  Steam  Fire 
Engine  Young  America,  located  at  the  north-east 
corner  of  Front  and  IsToble  Streets,  has,  under  the  su- 
pervision of  the  Committee  on  Trusts  and  Fire  De- 
partment, been  completed,  and  the  Engine  removed 
from  the  tobacco  warehouse,  and  placed  therein.  The 
Engine,  from  that  time,  has  been  in  working  order 
and  ready  to  be  taken  to  any  fire  of  sufiicient  size  to 
need  its  services,  but  the  present  mode  of  conveyance 
cause  much  delay,  and  I  would  respectfully  recom- 
mend that  horses  be  bought  and  kept  in  readiness  to 
convey  it  to  the  fire  on  an  alarm  being  given,  which 
could  be  given  from  any  part  of  the  City  by  having  a 
Telegraph  signal-box  placed  in  the  Engine  House. 

The  Department  is  now  in  most  excellent  working 
order,  and  I  can  with  safety  assert  that  no  department 
is  better  able  to  accomplish  its  important  work. 

I  would  recommend  the  formation  of  a  Hook  and 
Ladder  Company  in  the  neighborhood  of  Broad  and 
Spruce  Streets.  I  am  under  the  impression  that  a 
Compan}^  of  this  kind  would  prove  very  useful  in  the 
south-western  part  of  the  City. 

I  would  respectfully  call  attention  to  thatpart  of  my 
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last  report  which  recommends  that  it  be  the  duty  of 
the  night  Police  to  call  the  firemen  on  their  respective 
beats  when  there  is  an  alarm  of  fire  during  the  night, 
and  also  that  portion  referring  to  the  erection  of  large 
bells  in  each  Fire  District.  Also  to  have  the  bell  in 
the  steeple  of  the  Spring  Garden  Hall  rung  for  all  fires, 
as  a  large  number  of  firemen  have  to  depend  entirely 
on  that  bell  to  give  them  the  alarm. 

To  the  members  of  the  Select  and  Common  Coun- 
cils, I  return  thanks  for  the  aid  extended  me  in  my 
eflx>rts  to  discharge  the  duties  assigned  me,  and  parti- 
cularly to  the  Committee  on  Trusts  and  Fire  Depart- 
ment, who  have  manifested  so  much  interest  in  the 
wellfare  of  the  department.

REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON  RULES. 


To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council  of 
the   City  of  Philadelphia : 

Gentlemen  : — Your  Special  Committee  appointed  to 
draft  rules  for  the  government  of  your  Chamber,  re- 
spectfully submit  the  following: 

Rule  I.  The  President,  or,  in  his  absence,  a  mem- 
ber chosen  to  preside  during  the  meeting,  shall  call 
the  members  to  order  at  3  o'clock  P.  M.,  and  upon  its 
being  apparent  that  a  quorum  is  present,  shall  cause 
the  Journal  of  the  last  meeting  to  be  read,  and  cor- 
rected as  the  Council  shall  determine. 

He  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order,  and  his  de- 
cisions shall  be  submitted  to  without  debate,  unless 
two  members  require  an  appeal  to  Council,  which  ap- 
peal shall  be  debatable. 

He  shall  appoint  all  Committees,  unless  otherwise 
determined  by  Council. 

He  shall  call  special  meetings  of  Council  upon  re- 
quest of  fifteen  members ;  but  when  such  meeting 
shall  be  called,  the  Clerk  shall  be  directed  to  insert  in 
the  notices  to  members  the  import  of  the  business  on 
which  they  are  to  convene ;  and  no  other  business 
shall  be  transacted  at  such  meeting. 

Rule  H.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  Journal  of  all  the 
transactions  of  Council  with  an  index  to  the  same, 
and  present  all  messages  to  Select  Council. 

He  shall  cause  the  messengers  to  serve  notices  of 
special  meetings  upon  all  the  members,  at  least  one 
day  previous  thereto. 

He  shall,  in  the  absence  of  the  President,  call  spe- 
cial meetings  when  requested  to  do  so  by  fifteen  mem- 
bers. 

He  shall  keep  a  book  to  be  called  the  Committee 
Book,  in  which  he  shall  enter  in  columns,  under  appro- 
priate heads,  the  time  of  the  appointment  of  all  Com- 
mittees, and  the  names  of  the  members  thereof; 
a   brief  title   of    the    subject    committed,     and    the

time  at  wliicli  the  Committee  reported  and  were  dis- 
charged. 

He  shall  also  keep  a  book,  in  which  he  shall  enter 
in  proper  columns,  a  brief  title  of  such  bills,  resolu- 
tions or  other  papers  as  may  have  been  read  a  first 
time  and  laid  on  the  table  at  any  former  meeting,  but 
not  yet  referred  to  Committees,  or  otherwise  disposed 
of;  the  time  of  their  being  first  read,  and  of  their  dis- 
posal ;  and  shall  lay  these  books  before  the  President 
at  each  meeting,  for  information  of  Council. 

He  shall  furnish  the  Chairman  of  every  Committee 
with  a  copy  of  the  resolution  under  which  they  are 
appointed,  together  with  all  papers  and  documents 
connected  with  the  subject  referred. 

Rule  HI.  If  a  quorum  of  the  members  do  not  at- 
tend within  half  an  hour  after  the  time  appointed  for 
the  meeting,  the  members  present  may  then  adjourn, 
the  Clerk  inserting  their  names  on  the  Journal;  but 
if  a  quorum  attend,  the  order  ot  business  shall  be  as 
follows : 

1.  Petitions,  Remonstrances  and  Communications 
may  be  presented  and  referred,  for  which  purpose  the 
Wards  shall  be  called  in  their  numerical  order. 

2.  Reports  of  Committees  may  be  made. 
First.  From  Standing  Committees. 
Second.  From  Select  Committees. 

3.  Original  Resolutions  may  be  offered,  and  items 
of  unfinished  business  may  be  referred. 

4.  Bills  may  be  read  in  place. 

5.  Bills  on  third  reading. 

6.  Reports  and  Resolutions  may,  on  motion,  be  con- 
sidered. 

7.  Of  Bills. 

First.  Those  on  which  the  Chamber  had  made  pro- 
gress on  second  reading. 

Second.  Bills  on  which  no  order  had  been  taken. 

Rule  IV.  Reports,  Resolutions  and  Bills  shall  not 
be  considered  on  the  same  day  or  sitting  on  which 
they  are  made,  oftered  or  reported,  without  the  con- 
sent of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

Rule  V.  Every  member  presenting  a  paper  to  the 
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Chair  shall  first  endorse  thereon  its  general  import ; 
and  every  member  who  shall  make  a  motion  shall  rise 
and  address  the  Chair. 

Rule  VI.  l!To  debate  shall  be  entered  into  on  any 
motion,  unless  that  motion  be  seconded,  and  stated 
from  the  Chair ;  and  all  motions  shall,  if  requested  by 
two  members,  or  by  the  President,  be  reduced  to  wri- 
ting. No  member  shall  speak  longer  than  five  min- 
utes, nor  oftener  than  twice,  upon  any  one  question, 
without  leave  of  Council. 

Rule  VII.  While  a  subject  is  under  consideration, 
no  motion  shall  be  made  except  to  amend,  divide, 
commit  or  postpone  it,  and  no  amendment  which  tends 
to  destroy  the  general  sense  of  the  clause,  or  motion 
shall  be  entertained. 

Rule  VIII.  Every  bill  shall  receive  three  several 
readings  in  the  Chamber,  one  of  which  shall  be  at 
length,  previously  to  its  passage. 

Rule  IX.  A  motion  to  reconsider  any  former  reso- 
lution or  vote,  can  only  be  made  or  seconded  by  a 
member  who  voted  with  the  majority  and  at  the  same 
meeting,  or  at  the  stated  meeting  next  ensuing. 

Rule  X.  ISTo  rule  of  Council  shall  be  suspended 
without  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present. 

Rule  XI.  Council  may  resolve  itself  into  a  cora.- 
mittee  of  the  Whole,  and  while  so  sitting,  shall  be 
governed  by  the  rules  applicable  to  the  Committee  of 
the  Whole  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  Penn- 
sylvania. 

Rule  XII.  All  reports  of  Committees  shall  be  in 
writing,  and  signed  by  all  the  members  agreeing 
thereto. 

Rule  XTTT.  None  but  members  of  Select  Council, 
their  oflicers,  the  Mayor  of  the  City  and  Heads  of  De- 
partments, ex-members  of  Council,  Judges  of  the 
Courts,  members  of  Congress  and  of  the  State  Legis- 
lature, shall  be  permitted  to  come  on  the  floor  of  the 
Chamber  during  the  session. 

Your  Committee  have  also  had  under  consideration 
two  messages  from  Select  Council,  one  of  which  con- 
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tains  a  proposition  for  this  Cliambor  to  appoint  a 
Committee  of  conference  upon  tlie  question  of  the 
Standing  Committees  ;  and  the  other,  containing  an 
Ordinance  constituting  the  Committee  on  Finance  a 
joint  Committee. 

With  resj)ect  to  tlie  first  message,  your  Committee 
beg  leave  to  submit  a  detailed  statement  of  the  action 
of  this  Chamber  in  the  premises.  At  the  second  meet- 
ing of  tlie  present  Council,  a  resolution  was  passed 
directing  the  President  to  appoint  the  Standing  Com- 
mittees of  this  Chamber  in  accordance  with  the  views 
of  a  majority  of  the  members.  The  objection  made 
to  the  passage  of  this  Resolution  was,  that  the  mode 
of  appointing  these  committees  had  been  already  de- 
termined by  au  Ordinance  passed  in  1854.  After  full 
debate,  however,  the  Resolution  was  passed  by  a  large 
majority,  on  the  ground  that  previous  Councils  could 
not  prescribe  a  mode  of  organization  for  subsequent 
Councils.  At  the  same  meeting,  from  a  sense  of  cour- 
tesy to  the  Other  Chamber,  an  Ordinance  was  passed 
repealing  that  of  1854,  whereby  the  Committees  were 
appointed  jointl3^  The  Select  Chamber  refused  to 
concur.  Notwithstanding  this  refusal,  confident  of 
your  right,  the  Committees  were  appointed  as  provided 
for  by  the  Resohition  ah^eady  referred  too,  since  which 
time  your  Committees  have  hekl  regular  meetings  and 
acted  promptly  upon  all  matters  referred  to  them. 
Some  of  the  Committees  of  Select  Council  have  de- 
manded the  right  to  meet  jointly  with  yours  ;  this  de- 
mand has  been  refused,  not  from  any  disrespect  to  the 
gentlemen  constituting  them,  nor  to  the  Select  Coun- 
cil, but  from  a  deliberate  conviction  of  the  advantages 
of  separate  Committees.     Thus  the  matter  stands. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  appointment  of  a  Com- 
mittee of  Conference  would  be  a  virtual  yielding  of 
the  right  for  which  this  Chamber  has  hitherto  con- 
tended.    It  is,  therefore,  deemed  inexpedient. 

Nevertheless,  it  being  apparent  that  for  certain  pur- 
poses, it  is  proper  that  the  Committees  should  meet 
joint!}',  your   Committee   recommend   the   following 
compromise,  to  wit :   That  after  the  other  Chamber

shall  repeal  the  Ordinance  of  1854,  a  "  Committee  of 
Conference"  shall  bo  appointed  with  the  power  to  act 
on  the  following  basis.  To  propose  a  joint  rule  mak- 
ing it  obligatory  upon  the  Committees'to  meet  jointly 
whenever  called  together  in  such  capacity  by  the 
Chairmen  of  both  Committees. 

"With  respect  to  the  other  message,  your  Committee 
suggests  that  it  is  inexpedient  to  concur  in  the  Ordi- 
nance, inasmuch  as  provision  has  already  been  made 
to  attend  to  the  business  which  the  jointure  of  Com- 
mittees on  Finance  contemplates  in  this  Ordinance,  a 
joint  Standing  Committee  having  been  appointed  to 
examine  the  Treasurer's  account,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses.

The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  upon  the  passage 
of  this  Ordinance,  and  in  the  month  of  June  annually 
hereafter,  the  Clerks  of  each  Council  and  the  Heads  of 
the  various  Departments,  shall  advertise  for  three 
weeks  in  three  daily  newspapers  published  in  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  for  sealed  proposals  for  supplying  re- 
spectively, the  Select  and  Common  Councils,  and  the 
various  Departments  of  the  City  with  the  necessary 
Printing,  Binding,  Blank  Forms,  Books  and  Station- 
ery, for  each  Council  and  Department,  which  advertise- 
ment shall  describe  the  kind  of  Printing,  Binding, 
Blank  Forms,  Books  and  Stationery ;  the  quality  of 
the  paper  required,  as  near  as  may  be,  in  the  execu- 
tion of  the  work  ;  and  the  proposals  received  shall  di- 
vide and  classify  the  Printing,  Binding,  &c.,  as  fol- 
lows : — 
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1st.  Printing,  fiirnishins;  the  paper,  and  binding  the 

Journal,  and  Bills  of  Select  Council. 
2d.    Printing,  furnishing  the  paper,  and  binding  the 

Journal  and  Bills  of  Common  Council. 
3d.  Printing,  furnishing  the  paper,  and  binding  the 
Appendix,   and    Ordinances,    Documents,    Re- 
ports, Blank  Books,  Notices,  and  Stationery, 
for  the  Select  and  Common  Councils. 
4th.  Printing,  Binding,  Blank  Books,  Blanks,  and 
Stationery,  for  the  use  of  the  Departments  of 
Highways,  Water,  Police,  and  City  Property. 
5th.  Printing,  Binding,  Blanks,  Blank  Books,  Sta- 
tionery, Assessors'  Lists,  and  Sheriff's  Procla- 
mations, for    the    use    of    the    City  Commis- 
sioners. 
6th.  Printing,  Binding,  Blanks,  Blank  Books,  and 
Stationery,   for  the  use   of  the   City  Treasury, 
Beceiver  of  Taxes,  Law  and  Controllers  De- 
partments. 
Each  class  to  be  provided  for  by  separate  contract. 
And  the  Clerks  of  Councils,  and  the  Heads  of  the  De- 
partments aforesaid,  shall  provide  suitable  samples  of 
the  Printing,  Binding,  Blank  Forms,  Books  and  Sta- 
tionery re(j[uired,  and  of  the  paper  and  books  of  which 
the  same  are  to  be  executed,  to  be  kept  in  their  respec- 
tive offices,  at  least  twenty  days  before  the  time  of 
receiving  proposals  shall  expire,  open  to  the  inspection 
of  all  persons  desiring   to   make   proposals   for   the 
Printing,   Binding,  Blank  Forms,    Books,    and  Sta- 
tionery aforesaid,  notice  whereof  shall  be  contained 
in  said  advertisement. 

Sec.  2.  That  at  a  stated  meeting  in  August  next, 
and  at  the  third  stated  meeting  in  July,  annually 
thereafter,  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  shall 
meet  in  Convention,  and  the  President  thereof,  shall 
open  the  said  proposals  for  executing  the  Printing, 
Binding  and  Stationery  for  Councils  and  the  Depart- 
ments aforesaid,  for  one  year.  The  proposals  shall 
specify  the  rate  per  thousand  ems  for  composition,  the 
rate  per  token  for  presswork,  and  the  rate  per  copy 
for  the  Journals,  Appendix,  Ordinances,  &c.,  and  the 
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rate  per  page  for  Bills  and  Resolutions,  (including 
paper,  prcsswork,  and  foUliiig,  each  full  page  to  con- 
tain not  less  than  thirty  lines  of  pica,  exclusive  of 
blank  lines,  and  for  blanks  the  rate  per  ream  or  quire, 
the  rate  for  blank  books  per  quire,  the  rate  per  ream 
for  Note  and  Writing  paper,  the  rate  as  per  samples 
for  Stationer}',  &c).  Which  proposals  shall  be  sealed 
and  endorsed  "  Proposals  for  Printing,  Binding  and 
Stationery,"  to  be  accompanied  with  tlie  names  of 
their  securities,  and  shall  be  directed  to  said  Presi- 
dents, and  delivered  to  one  or  both  of  them,  to  be 
opened  and  announced  in  presence  of  said  Conven- 
tion as  aforesaid,  and  not  otherwise. 

And  the  President  shall  immediately  award  each 
class  of  Printing,  Binding,  and  Stationery  to  the 
lowest  bidder,  who  shall  furnish  satisfactory  evidence 
of  his  practical  skill  and  his  ability  to  do  the  work, 
and  who  shall  oifer  good  and  sufficient  security  for  the 
faithful  execution  of  the  contracts  undertaken  by  him. 

And  thereupon  the  Presidents  shall  proceed  to  take 
bonds,  with  good  and  sufficient  security  for  the  faith- 
ful performance  of  the  contracts. 

Sec.  3.  That  a  Committee  consisting  of  five  meni- 
l)ers  of  Select  Council,  and  five  members  of  Common 
Council,  shall  be  appointed  by  their  respective  Cham- 
bers, which  shall  constitute  a  Committee  on  Printing 
and  Stationery,  which  shall  have  power  to  adopt  such 
measures  as  may  be  deemed  necessar}^  to  remedy  any 
neglect  or  delay  on  the  part  of  the  contractor  to  exe- 
cute the  work  ordered  by  Councils  or  the  Depart- 
ments, and  to  make  a  pro  rata  reduction  in  the  com- 
pensation allowed,  or  to  refuse  the  work  altogether, 
should  it  be  inferior  to  the  standard  ;  and  in  all  cases 
the  contractor  and  his  securities  shall  be  responsible 
for  any  increased  expenditure  consequent  upon  the 
non-performance  of  the  contract. 

The  Committee  shall  examine  all  accounts  for  Print- 
ing, Binding,  and  Stationery,  and  report  to  Councils,  if 
necessary ;  but  no  bill  shall  be  acted  upon  for  work

To  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

The  Committee  on  Finance,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  application  from  the  Board  of  Controllers  of  the 
Public  Schools,  for  an  appropriation  to  pay  for 
certain  heating  apparatus,  respectfully  report.  That 
they  have  had  the  subject  under  consideration,  and 
find  the  facts  to  be  as  follows  : — On  the  29th  of  May, 
1855,  a  contract  was  entered  into  between  the  Board 
of  Controllers  of  the  Public  Schools,  and  Morris,  Tas- 
ker  &  Morris,  for  certain  hot  water  heating  apparatus, 
for  the  Hancock  and  James  Pollock  School  Ilouses, 
which  apparatus  was  erected  during  the  summer  va- 
cation of  the  Schools,  in  1855.  The  conditions  of  the 
contract  were,  that  Morris,  Tasker  &  Morris  should 
receive  $4,035  for  the  work,  "  allowing  until  the  15th 
of  January,  1856,  for  the  testing  of  the  apparatus,  at 
which  time,  if  found  satisfactory,  the  same  to  be  paid 
for." 

Your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  this  whole 
transaction  has  been  irregular,  and  calls  for,  in  some 
way,  the  censure  of  Councils.  They  have  arrived  at 
this  conclusion  for  the  following  reasons : — By  the 
39th  section  of  the  Act  of  Consolidation,  it  is  made 
the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Controllers,  "  To  furnish  the 
City  Councils,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  March  in 
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every  year,  an  estimate  of  the  amount  that  in  their 
judgment  will  be  necessary  for  the  support  of  Public 
Schools,  for  the  current  year."  According  to  the  con- 
tract with  Morris,  Tasker  &  Morris,  the  work  in  ques- 
tion was  agreed  to  be  paid  for  on  the  15th  of  Janu- 
ary, 1856.  The  Board  of  Controllers  being  aware  of 
this  fact,  it  became  their  duty  to  include  the  amount 
in  their  annual  estimates  tor  the  "current  year," 
having  between  the  15th  of  January  and  1st  of 
March,  abundant  time  to  do  so. 

By  the  20th  Section  of  the  Supplement  to  the  Act 
Consolidating  the  City,  passed  April  21st,  1855,  it  is 
provided,  "  That  no  contract  shall  be  made  by  the 
Head  of  any  Department,  for  work  or  materials,  for 
the  City,  unless  for  objects  authorized  by  Councils, 
and  if  for  new  work,  the  contract  and  sureties  be  ap- 
proved by  the  City  Solicitor  and  Councils,  and  the 
supervision  of  Councils  shall  extend  to  adjudge  the 
character  of  all  work  and  materials  done  and  furnish- 
ed for  the  City,  and  to  the  scrutiny  of  the  accounts 
and  vouchers  therefor." 

It  appears  to  your  Committee  that  the  requirements 
of  the  Acts  of  Assembly  quoted  above,  have  been 
entirely  neglected  and  disregarded  by  the  Board  of 
Controllers.  It  is  of  vital  importance  to  the  interests 
and  good  government  of  the  City,  that  every  Depart- 
ment should  be  confined  within  the  limits  of  the  an- 
nual appropriation  allotted  to  it,  and  that  strict  obe- 
dience should  be  paid  to  the  Act  of  Assembly,  which 
forbids  contracts  to  be  made  by  any  Department,  un- 
less for  objects  authorized  by  Councils. 

The  citizens  of  Philadelphia  are  anxiously  looking 
to  Councils  for  certain  salutary  reforms.  There  can 
be  no  measure  of  reform  of  greater  importance  than 
that  of  enforcing  on  all  the  Departments  a  strict  com- 
pliance with  the  above  Acts  of  Assembly.  AVithout 
this,  there  can  be  no  certain  or  successful  arrangement 
of  the  financial  affairs  of  the  City.  If  the  different 
Departments  are  allowed  to  make  contracts,  or  to  dis- 
burse large  sums  of  money,  without  the  knowledge  or 
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consent  of  Councils — or  if,  after  the  annual  estimates 
are  sent  in,  the  taxes  so  laid,  and  the  income  so  ar- 
ranged, as  to  meet  the  amounts  asked  for,  continual 
applications  are  made  and  granted,  for  additional  ap- 
propriations, it  must  necessarily  tend  to  the  confusion 
and  derangement  of  the  finances,  and  place  the  City 
in  that  disreputable,  if  not  dishonest,  position  of  her 
expenses  exceeding  her  income,  forcing  her  to  borrow 
money  to  pay  current  expenses,  or  else  compelling  her 
to  put  off  the  payment  of  her  just  debts,  continuing 
that  disgraceful  state  of  aftairs,  now  and  for  some  time 
back  in  existence,  in  which  the  City  is  daily  sued  before 
the  Magistrates  in  petty  sums  justly  due,  the  Solicitor 
and  Treasuiy  daily  called  on  to  defend  these  suits  and 
enter  security  for  stay  of  execution  ;  a  state  of  things 
that  your  Committee  believe,  in  a  very  great  measure, 
flows,  and  will  continue  to  flow,  from  a  neglect  of  the 
sound  and  wise  laws  before  referred  to. 

Your  Comnnttee  are  of  opinion  that  the  success  of 
the  flnancial  arrangements  for  the  present  year,  and  the 
accomplishment  of  that  great  desideratum  of  keeping 
the  expenses  of  the  City  within  its  income,  requires 
great  caution  in  granting  new  appropriations,  and  that 
they  should,  exce[)t  in  urgent  cases,  be  withheld  until 
the  amount  asked  for  be  placed  in  the  annifal  Estimates 
and  General  Appropriation  Bill  for  1857. 

Your  Committee  regret  that  the  respectable  firm  of 
Morris,  Tasker  &  Morris  should  be  deprived  for  a 
moment  of  their  claim  ;  they  are  also  willing  to  con- 
cede to  the  apparatus  erected  by  them,  all  the  useful- 
ness and  utility  claimed  for  it,  but  a  stern  sense  of 
duty  to  the  City  constrains  your  Committee  to  recom- 
mend that  the  application  of  the  Board  of  Controllers 
of  the  Public  Schools  for  an  appropriation  of  $4035 
he  not  granted  ;  the  whole  amount  of  the  School  Tax 
for  1856  having  been  already  appropriated,  and  there 
being  no  fund  against  which  this  sum  is  properly 
chargeable. 

Your  Committee  respectfully  report  the  following 
Resolution,  and  ask  its  adoption : 
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Resolved,  That  tlae  Committee  on  Finance  be  dis- 
cliarged  from  the  fuitlicr  consideration  of  the  subject.

REPORT  OP  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE. 


To  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia.. 

The  Committee  on  Finance,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  application  of  the  Board  of  Guardians  of  the  Poor, 
for  an  appropriation  of  f  19,860,  respectfully  report, 
That  in  the  general  Appropriation  Bill  for  the  year 
1856,  there  was  appropriated  to  the  Board  of  Guardians 
of  the  Poor,  in  the  item  "For  out-door  relief,  in- 
cluding Salaries  of  Officers  connected  therewith," 
$53,950,  which  sum  was  considered  by  the  late  Coun- 
cils, after  mature  deliberation,  to  be  amply  sufficient 
for  the  purposes  of  that  item  for  the  entire  year  of 
1856 ;  and  which,  together  with  the  amounts  appro- 
priated to  that  Department  in  the  other  items,  com- 
posed the  whole  amount  of  the  poor  tax  levied  for  the 
year. 

The  Board  of  Guardians  of  the  Poor  now  apply  to 
Councils  for  an  additional  appropriation  of  ^19,860, 
and  in  the  application  state,  "That  this  Board  have 
learned  that  to  July  the  7th,  1856,  bills  have  been 
passed  on  account  of  the  item  for  out-door  relief, 
including  salaries  of  officers  connected  therewith, 
amounting  to  $54,754  57,"  showing  that  the  amount 
appropriated  by  Councils  to  this  item  for  the  entire 
year,  was  not  only  exhausted  in  six  months  and  seven 
days,  but  that  the  Board  had  actually  "passed  bills  " 
for  $804  57,  in  excess  of  the  appropriation. 

Your  Committee  cannot  refrain  from  expressing  their 
astonishment  at  this  state  of  things,  and  also  the 
opinion,  that  to  precisely  such  modes  of  conducting 
the  public  aifairs  by  diiferent  departments,  are  the  citi- 
zens of  Philadelphia,  in  a  very  great  measure,  indebted 
for  the  present  high  rate  of  taxation  aud  the  disorgan- 
ized and  disgraceful  state  of  the  City  finances. 

It  seems  to  your  Committee,  that  if  such  a  course  of 
action  can  be  allowed  or  sustained,  there  is  little  use 
for  all  the  checks  and  guards  provided  in  the  diiferent 
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Acts  of  Assembly  and  Ordinances  applicable  to  the 
subject,  and  for  all  practical  purposes  these  might  as 
well  be  erased  from  the  Statute  Book. 

In  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  the  late  Board  of 
Guardians  of  the  Poor,  under  whose  administration 
these  things  occurred,  and  whose  term  of  otfice  ex- 
pired on  the  7th  of  July,  were  neglectful  of  the  in- 
terests of  the  City,  and  the  common  and  ordinaiy  rules 
of  business  transactions  that  in  private  life  wouk^  ren- 
der any  one  so  acting  liable  to  the  severest  animadver- 
sion, an  observance  of  the  simplest  of  these  rules, 
would  have  caused  the  Board — knowing  that  there  was 
a  certain  sum  to  ex];)end  in  a  given  time,  to  have  par- 
celed it  out  to  the  ditferent  months  or  seasons  of  the 
year,  placing  to  the  credit  of  each  month  its  proper 
proportion — having  of  course  a  due  regard  to  the 
greater  demand  of  one  season  over  the  other ;  but  to  ex- 
pend the  appropriation  for  the  whole  year  in  six  months, 
leaving  the  item  utterly  destitute  for  the  remainder  of 
the  year,  was  a  careless  mode  of  doing  business  that 
connot  be  justified. 

K  such  a  system  as  this  is  to  prevail  in  the  different 
Departments,  or  if  such  uncalculated  and  unexpected 
drafts  on  the  Treasury  are  to  be  continuaUy  made  for 
expenditures  not  anticipated  at  the  time  of  the  annual 
arrangement  of  revenue  and  expenses  of  the  City,  it 
will  be  in  vain  to  attempt  to  bring  the  finances  into 
any  decent  order. 

The  Board  of  Guardians  of  the  Poor  ask  for  an  ap- 
propriation for  the  item  referred  to  of  Ji^l9,860.  One 
of  two  things  is  evident,  either  this  is  to  be  followed 
up  b}^  further  applications — or  if  it  is  intended  to  be 
sufiicient  for  the  present  half  year,  it  places  in  bold 
relief  the  fact  of  a  most  extraordinary  expenditure  in 
the  first  half  of  the  year. 

If  the  appropriation  asked  for  be  made,  there  are  no 
funds  in  the  Treasury  to  meet  it;  the  effect  must  neces- 
sarily be  to  swell  the  already  large  amount  of  war- 
rants and  evidences  of  Cit}-  debt  floating  about  unpaid 
in  every  direction,  to  the  disgrace  of  the  City. 
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Your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  tliat  these  facts, 
and  all  others  of  a  similar  nature,  should  be  laid 
plainly  and  distinctly  before  the  people,  that  they  may 
see  where  the  faults  lay  and  apply  the  corrective. 
Such  a  course  will  doubtless  bring  to  the  aid  of  Coun- 
cils a  sound  and  wholesome  public  opinion  in  all 
eiibrts  made  to  check  these  monstrous  irregularities 
and  abuses  in  future.  As  an  effectual  mode  of  accom- 
plishiug  this  desirable  end,  as  well  as  for  the  reasons 
before  stated,  your  Committee  recommend  that  the 
application  of  the  Board  of  Guardians  of  the  Poor  for 
an  appropriation  of  $19,860  be  not  granted,  respect- 
fully report  the  following  Resolution,  and  ask  its 
adoption :

In  October,  1855,  the  Departuient  of  City  Commis- 
sioners, without  any  authority  of  law,  acting  entirely 
on  their  own  motion,  procured  to  be  published  in  three 
dail}'^  newspapers,  viz. :  the  Pennsylvanian,  Eveuing 
Bulletin,  aud  Daily  Sun,  the  extra  assessment  list  for 
1855.  The  bills  rendered  for  these  advertisements  are 
$639  each,   making  a  total  of  $1917.     One  of  these 
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bills,  that  of  William  Rice,  has  beeu  referred  to  your 
Committee,  in  the  shape  of  an  Ordinance,  read  in 
place,  to  make  an  appropriation  for  its  payment. 

In  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  there  is  a  highly 
important  principle  involved  in  this  matter,  the  neglect 
of  which  has  heretofore  led  to  much  abuse — to  heavy 
and  unjust  drafts  on  the  City  Treasury, — a  principle 
that  your  Committee  recommend  Councils  to  establish 
and  adhere  to  in  future,  that  hereafter  they  will  recog- 
nize or  pay  no  debt  contracted  without  the  sanction  or 
authorit}^  of  law,  by  any  of  the  Departments  or  em- 
ployees of  the  city.  If  a  different  course  were  suffered 
to  prevail,  if  the  Departments,  without  any  authority 
of  law,  are  allowed  to  incur  debts,  and  send  the  claim- 
ants into  Councils  to  operate  on  the  sympathies  of  mem- 
bers for  the  purpose  of  procuring  payment  of  them,  it 
mil  be,  as  it  has  heretofore  been,  attended  wdth  incal- 
culable mischief  and  large  drains  on  tlie  Treasury. 

It  is  evident  that  there  is  no  legal  or  moral  obliga- 
tion to  pay  any  such  chiims ;  on  the  contrary,  it  is  a 
question  whether  Councils  acting  for  their  constituents, 
the  citizens  of  Philadelphia,  have  the  legal  or  moral 
right  to  appropriate  their  money  for  the  payment  of 
debts  contracted,  not  only  without  authority,  but  in 
clear  violation  of  the  spirit  and  meaning  of  the  law. 

It  is  argued  that  it  is  a  hard  case  when  persons  have 
rendered  service  to  the  City  that  they  should  not  be 
paid.  Your  Committee  concede  this,  and  regret  that 
it  should  be  so ;  but  it  is  in  a  great  measure  their  own 
fault ;  before  contracting  with  any  one  on  account  of 
the  City,  they  should,  in  their  own  defence,  first  ascer- 
tain if  those  they  contract  with  have  the  power  to  make 
the  contract  ancl  bind  the  City  for  payment.  This  is 
nothing  more  than  an  every  day  affair  among  business 
men ;  no  prudent  merchant  sells  his  merchandise  to 
another  througli  a  third  party,  without  first  satisfying 
himself  that  the  third  party  has  the  authority  to  make 
the  purchase,  and  binds  his  principal  for  the  payment 
of  the  bill. 

If  the  parties  having  claims  of  the  character  referred 
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to,  should  consider  themselves  aggrieved  by  any  action 
of  Councils,  the  courts  of  justice  are  open  to  them, 
where,  if  their  claims  are  just,  they  can  be  recovered. 
These  are  some  of  the  reasons  that  influence  your 
Conmiittee  in  the  course  they  are  about  to  recommend, 
which  they  believe  covers  the  whole  ground,  and  are 
suflicient  for  all  claims  of  this  character.  The  particu- 
lar case  before  them,  however,  is  peculiar,  and  the 
views  taken  liy  your  Committee,  greatly  strengthened 
by  the  fact  of  the  following  notice,  (a  copy  of  which 
is  on  record  at  the  Controller's  Office,)  having  been 
officially  served  on  the  City  Commissioners  when  it 
was  known  that  they  were  about  to  pubMsli  the  list 
referred  to,  viz. : 

Philadelphia,  September  29,  1855. 
To  Messrs.  Allen,  Smith,  and  Much : 

Gentlemen: — I  am  instructed  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee to  inform  you  that  on  account  of  the  present 
state  of  finances,  and  in  the  absence  of  authority,  you 
are  requested  not  to  publish  the  Extra  Assessment,  and 
if  such  publication  is  made,  the  expense  of  the  same 
will  not  be  paid  for  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia.

Under  all  these  circumstances,  your  Committee 
have  no  hesitation  in  recommending  that  the  Ordi- 
nance to  make  an  appropriation  of  $639  for  the  pay- 
ment of  William  Rice,  be  not  passed.  They  there- 
fore report  the  following  Resolution,  and  ask  its 
adoption :

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE. 


To  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

The  Committee  on  Fiuaiice  of  Common  Council 
liave  had  under  consideration  the  adoption  of  some 
better  mode  of  making  out  the  Tax  Duplicates,  and 
of  proper  preservation  of  the  same,  and  after  a  care- 
ful investigation  of  matters  connected  therewith,  beg 
leave  to  make  the  following  report: 

That  they  believe  gross  injustice  has  been  perpe- 
trated by  many  officers  under  the  City  government, 
which  needs  correction,  and  without  intending  to  con- 
vey the  idea  that  the  Department  of  City  Commis- 
sioners would  knowingly  commit  any  act  with  a  view 
to  defraud  the  City,  still  they  do  insist  that  proper 
economy  has  not  been  used,  and  they,  the  Commis- 
sioners, fall  back  upon  precedent  to  justify  their  pro- 
ceedings. Your  Committee,  therefore,  deem  it  proper 
to  point  out  avenues  through  which  abuses  can  be  re- 
sorted to,  wath  a  view  to  correct  them.  The  Act  of 
Consolidation  gives  the  power  to  the  City  Councils  to 
control  each  Department ;  it  therefore  becomes  their 
duty  to  enact  salutary  laws  for  their  government,  and 
insist  upon  their  enforcement.  The  City  Commission- 
ers are  gentlemen  elected  by  the  people  to  conduct  the 
business  of  one  of  the  Departments,  with  definite 
duties,  but  at  the  same  time  they  are  under  the  control 
or  should  be  amenable  to  Councils ;  taking  this  for 
granted,  jouv  Committee  would  call  attention  to  the 
fact,  that  the  Commissioners  have  been  in  the  habit 
(without  any  question  as  to  their  right  to  do  so)  of 
giving  out  the  tax  books  to  parties  hanging  about  offi- 
ces of  this  description,  without  any  reference  to  their 
qualification  to  perform  the  duties  devolving  upon 
them,  consequently  the  work,  in  many  cases,  is  done 
in  a  blundering  manner,  and  your  Committee  are 
sorry  to  reiterate,  without  any  reference  to  economy. 
The  Finance  Committee  of  the  late  Councils  reported 
a  bill  appropriating  six  thousand  dollars  to  defray  the 
20 
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expenses  of  duplicating  and  indexing  tliese  books, 
which  was  ample,  indeed  liberal,  and  no  excuse  can  be 
tolerated  for  exceeding  that  amount;  but  what  is  the 
state  of  the  case  ?  The  whole  amount  has  been  expended, 
and  they  are  now  asking  you  to  make  an  additional 
appropriation  of  five  thousand  five  or  six  hundred  dol- 
lars more. 

Your  Committee  would  also  call  the  attention  of 
Common  Council  to  another  matter  connected  with 
this  Department  that  needs  correction  immediately. 
Tax  payers  are  in  the  liabit  of  congregating  in  tlie 
Commissioners'  Oflice  about  the  time  the  Assessors 
return  the  books,  and  take  them  down  from  the  shelves 
from  time  to  time,  without  being  under  the  eye  of  any 
oflicer  of  the  Department,  subject,  as  a  matter  of 
course,  to  be  altered  and  obliterated  as  they  in  their 
cupidity  may  resort  to ;  and  wdth  a  view  to  correct 
these  abuses,  your  Committee  have  witli  care  prepared 
an  Ordinance  hereunto  annexed,  which  they  submit  to 
your  scrutiny,  and  ask  its  adoption.

AN  ORDINANCE 
For  the  better  preservation  of  the  Records   in   the  Office  of  the  City 
Commispion'jrs,  and  to  limit  the  expenses  of  making  out  Tax  Dupli- 
cates, and  to  make  an  appropriation  for  the  same. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  no  books  of  as- 
sessment, or  other  records,  shall  be  removed  from  the 
Office  of  the  City  Commissioners,  for  the  purpose  of 
making  out  tax  duplicates ;  and  no  such  books  or  re- 
cords shall  be  used  or  inspected  in  said  office  by  others 
than  those  therein  employed,  except  in  the  presence 
of  one  of  the  City  Commissioners,  or  a  clerk  in  said 
office. 

Section  2.  All  clerks  to  make  out  tax  duplicates  in 
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the  City  of  Phila(lel[)liia,  sliall  be  uominuted  by  tlie 
City  GoinmiBsioiiers  and  a[)[)i'oved  by  (Select  Council. 
Said  clerks  shall  make  out  said  tax  dupHcates,  includ- 
iug-  indexes,  calculations,  and  all  other  matters  neces- 
sary  to  complete  the  same  within  forty-tive  days  from 
the  time  of  said  a[)proval. 

Sec.  3.  The  compensation  to  be  allowed,  or  paid, 
for  making  out  said  tax  duplicates,  including  indexes, 
calculations,  and  all  other  matters  necessary  to  com- 
plete the  same,  shall  not  exceed  for  the  respective 
"Wards,  the  sums  hereinafter  mentioned,  to  wit : 

For  the  First  AV^ard,  two  hundred  dollars. 

For  the  Second  Ward,  one  hundred  aiul  ninety  dol- 
lars. 

For  the  Third  Ward,  one  hundred  and  twenty-eight 
dollars.

For  the  Fifth  Ward,  one  hundred  and  ten  dollars. 

For  the  Sixth  Ward,  one  hundred  and  sixty-three 
dollars.

For  the  Eighth  Ward,  one  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars. 

For  the  Ninth  Ward,  one  hundred  and  twenty-eight 
dollars.

Sec.  4.  That  the  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  following 
purposes,  to  wit : 

To  pay  the  respective  compensations  mentioned  in 
the  third  section  of  this  Ordinance,  for  making  out 
said  tax  duplicates,  indexes,  calculations,  and  other 
matters  necessary  to  complete  the  same  for  the  year 
1856,  three  thousand,  six  hundred  and  sixty-three  dol- 
lars. 

To  pay  the  expenses  of  books  and  stationery  inci- 
dent to  the  making  out  said  tax  duplicates,  indexes, 
calculations,  and  other  matters  necessary  to  complete 
the  same  for  the  year  1856,  three  hundred  and  thirty- 
seven  dollars. 

Sec.  5.  Warrants  for  the  payment  of  the  said  ap- 
propriations shall  be  drawn  by  the  City  Commis- 
sioners.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  WATER  WORKS. 


To  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 

The  Committee  on  Water  Works  beg  leave  to  re- 
port, That  in  company  mth  the    Chief  Engineer  they 
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visited  the  Dam,  at  Fairmount,  and  received  from  him 
a  full  description  of  the  repairs  needed,  as  stated  in 
his  communication  to  Councils,  of  August  7,  1856, 
which  was  referred  to  the  Committee.  The  eastern 
portion  of  the  Dam  has  settled,  and  the  stones  origi- 
nally emplo^^ed  in  what  is  termed  "  rip  rapping,"  at 
that  point  being  too  small,  are  washed  out  from  time 
to  time,  until  a  large  mass  of  them  have  already  accu- 
mulated in  the  river. 

Repairs  are  also  needed  to  the  ice  breaker,  and  the 
Dam  requires  sheathing.  The  Committee  are  of 
opinion,  that  the  repairs  recommended  by  the  Chief 
Engineer  should  at  once  be  commenced,  as  further 
dela}^  might  result  in  more  serious  injury,  and  the  low 
stage  of  the  water  is  favorable  to  the  prosecution  of 
the  work,  which  should  be  completed  before  winter. 
The  estimate  made  by  the  Chief  Engineer  for  that 
purpose,  is  $5,000,  and  the  Committee  report  an  Ordi- 
nance appropriating  that  amount  for  the  repairs  thus 
indicated.

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Department  for  Supplying  the  City  with  Water. 

August  7th,  185G. 

To  the  Select  ami  Common    Councils  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia : 

Gentlemen: — -It  is  my  duty  to  coinmuuicate  to 
Councils  a  statement  in  regard  to  the  recent  and  the 
present  condition  of  the  Delaware  Works. 

On  the  21st  of  July,  coin})laints  of  the  impure  char- 
acter of  the  water  supplied  from  that  source,  induced 
a  close  examination  of  the  basins  ;  the  dock  on  the 
north  line  of  the  works  owned  by  the  Lehigh  Coal 
and  ISTavigation  Company,  and  the  trunk  through 
which  tlie  water  is  con^'cyed  from  the  river  to  the 
pumps.  They  were  all  found  to  be  in  bad  condition. 
The  dock  is  resorted  to  by  the  fishermen  of  the  vicinity 
as  a  depot  for  cleaning  and  preparing  their  fish  for  mar- 
ket, and  the  offal  thrown  overboard  by  them  had,  with 
other  filthy  sediment,  accumulated  to  the  depth  of 
several  feet,  which  lias  been  cleaned  by  order  of  the 
Board  of  Health.  Tlie  wooden  trunk  along  which 
the  water  is  drawn,  passes  across  a  sluice  leading  from 
this  dock,  and  at  the  point  of  junction  the  trunk  was 
found  to  be  so  defective  and  leaky  as  to  give  free  ac- 
cess to  the  water  from  the  sluice.  The  water  in  the 
basins  was  found  to  be  so  foul  that  any  further  use  of 
it  would  have  seriously  threatened  the  public  health. 
On  this  point,  I  submit  a  note  from  Professor  Booth, 
of  which  the  following  is  a  copy  : 

Philadelphia,  July  29,  1856. 

Dear  Sir, — The  water  from  the  Kensington  Water 
Works,  abounding  with  scum  and  sediment,  is  so  foul 
from  putrifying  organic  matter,  apparently  of  animal  ori- 
gin, that  a  chemical  examination  of  it  would  be  useless. 

I  would  not  be  willing  personally  to  use  the  water 
from  which  the  sample  was  drawn,  nor  even  water 
which  had  a  remote  connection  with  it,  l^elieving  it  to 
be  injurious  to  health.

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The  fucts  thus  developed  made  it  necessary  to  sus- 
pend temporarily  the  use  of  the  Delaware  "Works,  for 
the  purpose  of  thoroughly  cleansing  the  hasins.  It  was 
clear  that  this  was  the  only  efficient  remed3^  Accord- 
ingly on  the  22d  day  of  July  the  water  was  drawn 
otf ;  a  competent  body  of  men  was  set  to  work,  and  by 
their  labors  continued  night  and  day,  the  south  Ijasin 
was  thoroughly  cleansed.  Two  large  leaks  in  its 
southern  Ixmk  were  substantially  repaired,  and  the 
works  made  ready  for  the  use  of  the  City  by  the  28th 
of  July.  During  the  operation  of  cleaning  out  this 
basin,  about  two  thousand  yards  of  sedimentary  de- 
posit, composed  largely  of  putrid  organic  matter,  were 
removed.  The  leaks  in  the  trunk  at  the  river  have 
been  stopped,  and  it  has  been  made  as  effective  as  its 
faulty  character  will  admit.  Heretofore  the  mouth  of 
the  distributing  main  has  been  on  a  level  with  the  bot- 
tom of  the  resei-voir.  This  error  of  construction  has 
been  corrected,  by  raising  walls  which  lift  the  mouth 
of  the  main  several  feet,  so  as  to  leave  it  as  free  as  pos- 
sible from  the  impurities  which  always  settle  towards 
the  bottom  of  a  body  of  water. 

The  total  expense  attending  the  cleansing  of  the 
south  basin,  with  the  repairs,  will  not  exceed  five  hun- 
dred dollars.  The  work  on  the  north  basin  will  cost 
still  less,  as  it  is  effected  without  resorting  to  night 
work,  which  is  expensive.  Since  this  general  over- 
hauling of  the  Delaware  AYorks,  they  are  in  very  fair 
order,  and  the  water  now  supplied  from  them  is  be- 
lieved to  be  as  pure  as  can  be  had  from  that  source. 

The  condition  of  that  "part  of  the  Fairmount  Dam, 
near  the  eastern  stone  pier  where  the  water  is  deepest," 
has  been  several  times  brought  to  the  attention  of 
Councils,  by  my  predecessor,  and  more  recently  in  a 
communication  dated  10th  of  July  last.  Since  that 
time  I  have  made  examination  of  the  dam,  and  par- 
ticularly at  the  point  indicated,  and  although  there  is 
but  little  reason  to  apprehend  immediate  danger,  I  con- 
cur in  opinion  with  Mr.  Craff,  that  some  precautionaiy 
measures  should  be  adopted,  to  guard  against  the  pos- 
sibility of  accident  to  that  vital  feature    of  the  Fair- 
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mount  Works.  The  Avork  wliicli  at  this  time  appears 
to  be  advisable,  will  include  the  sheathing  of  the  dam 
up  to  its  proper  level,  repairs  to  the  ice-breaker,  and 
"  rip-rapping"  with  heavy  stone  in  the  deep  water  at 
the  eastern  end  of  the  dam.  This  may  all  be  done  at 
an  expense  not  exceeding  live  thousand  dollars.  I  may 
suggest  that  the  low  stage  of  water  at  this  period  of 
the  year,  presents  a  favorable  opportunity  for  the  pro- 
secution of  the  work.

They,  therefore,  respectfully  report 
back  the  bill  as  committed,  and  ask  its  adoption.

AN    ORDINANCE 
To  effect  Uniformity  iu  Numbering  Houses.  , 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City   of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  it  shall  be  the 
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duty  of  tlio  Chief  Commissioiicr  of  Highways,  within 
six  mouths  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  througli  the 
Supervisors,  to  furnish  each  owner  or  occui)aut  of  any 
house  or  property,  situated  upon  any  Street,  Lane,  or 
Alley,  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  a  written  copy  of 
the  correct  number  to  which  such  house  is  entitled  ; 
and  that  each  owner  shall,  within  sixty  days  after  such 
notice,  cAUse  a  painted,  carved  or  cast  copy  of  such 
number  to  be  placed  in  a  conspicuous  place  upon  such 
house  or  property,  in  a  permanent  and  durable  man- 
ner. And  that  such  owner  or  occupant  shall,  for  every 
neglect  in  having  said  house  or  property  numbered,  in 
the  manner  and  within  the  time  herein  specified,  forfeit 
and  pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars,  to  be  recoverable  as 
debts  of  like  amount  are  now  recoverable  by  law,  to 
be  appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  City. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Lieutenants  of 
the  Police  to  report  to  the  Police  Magistrate  of  his  Po- 
lice District,  all  owners  or  occupants  of  property  who 
shall  have  failed  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
Section  first  of  this  Ordinance,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  said  Police  Magistrate  to  collect  the  said  sum  of 
five  dollars  for  each  and  every  ofience,  and  pay  the 
same  over  to  the  City  Treasurer,  and  make  report  to 
the  City  Controller,  under  oath  or  aflirmation,  weekly. 
He  shall  also  be  required,  in  case  no  collections  are 
made  in  any  one  week,  to  file  in  the  office  of  the  City 
Controller,  his  oath  or  affirmation  to  the  fact. 

Section  3.  The  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways, 
in  making  out  the  proper  numbers  of  said  houses,  shall 
be  governed  by  the  subjoined  plan  or  diagram,  that  is, 
the  initial  or  starting  point  shall  be  at  Market  Street 
and  the  river  Delaware,  respectively,  allowing  one  hun- 
dred numbers  to  each  square  of  350  or  more  feet  in 
length,  and  commencing  with  an  even  hundred  at  the 
commencement  of  each  square  as  aforesaid,  and  in  all 
respects  adhering  to  the  decimal  system  of  enumera- 
tion.

Dear  Sir : — The  petition  of  property  holders  on 
Second  street,  between  Newlin's  Brewery  and  Arch 
street,  which  was  referred  to  the  Chief  Engineer  and 
Surveyor,  has  received  attention,  and  beg  leave  to 
state,  that  the  summit  of  the  street  is  so  situated  that 
by  a  very  slight  change  in  the  position  of  the  gutter 
stone,  the  drainage  from  the  Brewery  can  be  made  to 
pass  either  to  Arch  or  liace  street.  The  old  arrange- 
ment was  such  as  to  divide  it,  throwing  a  portion  each 
way — this  (by  what  authority  I  cannot  ascertain)  has 
been  changed,  so  that  the  entire  flow  from  the  Brewery 
passes  to  Race  street. 

The  water  that  passes  from  the  Brewery  is  clean,  and 
therefore  is  of  value  in  preventing  the  gutters  in  that 
neighborhood — or  on  its  line  of  flow  rather,  becoming 
foul.  I  would  therefore  deem  it  advisable  that  the 
gutter  be  reinstated,  so  that  the  flow  shall  pass  each 
way — its  cost  will  be  a  mere  trifle,  as  a  half  hour's  work 
of  a  couple  of  men  would  complete  it. 

I  have  called  the  attention  of  the  Chief  Commis- 
sioner of  Highways  to  the  matter,  who  will  doubtless 
have  it  attended  to,  yet  a  liesolution  of  Councils  would 
ensure  it.

office  expenses. 

In  addition  to  the  amount  expended,  as  shown  by 
warrants  drawn,  bills  to  a  very  large  amount  have  been 
presented  to  this  office,  for  labor  done  and  materials 
furnished  up  to  that  time,  and  chargeable  to  the  above 
items.

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OPINION 

Of  tlie  City  Solicitor  on  the  proposition  made  to  the 

Select  and  Common  Councils,  by  the  Snnbury  and 

Erie  Railroad  Company. 

City  Solicitor's  Office,         \ 
Philadelphia,  Aug.  2,  1856.  / 

I  have  been  requested  to  give  my  opinion  on  the 
question  contained  in  the  following  Resolution,  pre- 
pared by  the  Committee  on  Finance  :  "  Besolvcd,  That 
the  Chairman  request  the  City  Solicitor  to  ascertain 
whether  the  Sunbury  and  Erie  Railroad  Company 
have  authority  to  create  such  a  mortgage  as  is  pro- 
posed in  their  memorial,  and  whether  the  sale  under 
such  a  mortgage  would  vest  a  perfect  title  in  the  pur- 
chaser." 

The  proposition  referred  to  is  set  forth  in  the  me- 
morial in  these  terms  :  "  As  a  means  of  raising  the 
money,  your  memorialists  submit  that  they  can  upon 
their  own  bonds,  to  mature  in  two  years,  obtain  the 
use  of  the  funds  at  ftiir  rates,  provided  these  bonds 
are  secured  in  an  adequate  manner,  and  they  therefore 
propose  to  your  Honorable  Bodies  to  place  [that  is, 
that  Councils  shall  place]  in  the  hands  of  Trustees  of 
your  own  selection,  thirti/  thousand  shares  of  the  Stock 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  to  be  held  for 
the  security  of  the  bonds  so  to  be  issued  by  the  Sun- 
bury  and  Erie  Railroad  Company  ;  and  that  this  Com- 
pany execute  a  mortgage  for  tlie  par  value  of  said 
stock,  either  to  the  same  Trustees  or  to  the  City  direct, 
to  secure  a  return  of  the  same  to  the  City  at  the  ma- 
turity of  said  bonds." 

On  the  second  question  contained  in  the  Resolution, 
I  observe  that  if  the  power  to  mortgage  existed,  a  ju- 
dicial sale  under  the  mortgage  would  vest  a  perfect 
title  in  the  purchaser.  Such  instruments  have,  within 
a  few  years,  become  common.  In  the  cases  which 
have  heretofore  occurred,  they  have  been  made  under 
the  authority  of  special  Acts  of  Legislation,  for  the 
reason  that  the  morgagors  generally  own  not  the  fee 
simple,  but  the  right  of  way,  and  desire  to  mortgage 
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some  species  of  personal  property  not  allowed  by  tlie 
general  law.  The  act  of  18tli  April,  1853,  imparts 
to  this  Company  the  only  right  it  possesses  to 
create  a  mortgage.  It  anthorizes  the  Company  "  to 
borrow  money  and  to  issue  their  bonds  (in  sums  of 
not  less  than  one  thousand  dollars  each)  at  such  rates 
of  interest  and  on  such  terms  as  may  be  determined 
l)y  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  to  secure  the  payment 
of  said  bonds  by  executing  and  delivering  to  such 
trustee  or  trustees  as  they  may  select,  a  mortgage  or 
mortgages  of  all  or  any  part  of  their  estate,  real  and 
personal  rights,  liberties  and  franchises."  The  sub- 
stance is,  that  they  may  borrow  money,  issue  bonds 
therefor,  and  create  a  mortgage  to  secure  the  payment 
of  said  bonds.  This  is  plain  language.  By  all  the  de- 
cisions, it  must  be  literally  construed,  and  the  power 
it  conveys  strictly  pursued.  It  contains  no  authority 
to  create  a  mortgage  to  secure  the  loan  of  any  thing 
but  money.  The  mortgage  now  proposed  should  recite 
not  a  loan  of  money  but  of  Railroad  Stocks.  This  would 
be  notice  to  every  ]:iurchaser  of  the  mortgaged  pre- 
mises that  the  Company  had  done  what  the  Legislature 
never  authorized ;  and  although  the  distinction  may 
appear  slight  in  the  eye  of  au}^  but  a  la"v\^^er,  I  am 
firmly  of  opinion  that  it  would  invalidate  the  whole 
proceeding,  and  that  a  sale  under  such  a  mortgage 
would  convey  no  title. — It  may  be  observed  further, 
that  the  acceptance  of  such  a  mortgage  would  lead  to 
novel  consequences.  If  accepted,  the  City  must  ne- 
cessarily be  a  purchaser  at  a  sale  made  under  it,  or 
lose  the  whole  of  it.  If  the  Road  were  purchased, 
the  City  ought  to  be  able  to  run  it,  or  be  at  the  mercy 
of  contractors  and  jobbers.  We  should  thus  have  a  cor- 
poration chartered  for  the  purpose  of  opening  and  sweep- 
ing streets,  lighting  lamps,  regulating  matters  of  police, 
and  performing  other  acts  of  a  municipal  character, — 
engaged  in  managing  a  railroad  in  a  distant  part  of 
the  State,  or  on  the  same  principle,  in  a  distant  foreign 
state.  Why  may  she  not  also  start  a  line  of  steamers 
or  speculate  in  Western  lands  ? 

The  other  question  is  one  of  even  more  importance. 
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In  Sliarpless  vs.  The  Mayor  of  Philadelphia,  21Peiiiia. 
State  Keports,  147,  which  involved  the  constitntional- 
ity  of  an  Act  of  Assembly,  authorizing  municipal 
subscriptions  to  stock  in  a  railroad,  the  Supreme 
Court  pronounce  it  "beyond  all  comparison,  the  most 
important  cause  that  has  ever  been  in  this  Court  since 
the  formation  of  the  government."  The  present 
question  is  not  less  so,  for  there  an  Act  of  Assembly 
authorized  the  subscription,  and  here  it  is  proposed  to 
attain  the  very  same  end  without  an  Act.  Stript  of 
the  words  in  which  it  has  been  clothed,  the  proposi- 
tion now  made  is  to  pledge  the  personal  property  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  for  a  debt  wdiich  a  third  party  is 
about  to  create.  Can  she  do  so  ?  I  have  considered 
this  question  with  a  care  proportioned  to  the  magni- 
tude of  the  amount  it  involves. 

The  very  best  aspect  in  which  the  advocates  of  this 
measure  can  place  it,  is  that  of  a  new  subscription  of 
a  million  and  a  half  of  dollars  to  the  Sunbury  and  Erie 
liailroad  Company.  It  has  all  the  consequences  of 
such  a  subscription.  If  money  is  not  actually  ad- 
vanced, its  equivalent  is.  If  not  paid  absolutely,  it  is 
placed  where  it  may  all  be  lost,  for  it  is  proposed  to 
pledge  the  borrowed  stock,  where  the  creditors  of  the 
Company  may  sweep  it  off,  and  without  this,  tlie  ad- 
vance would  be  of  no  use.  If  this  were  the  true  view 
of  the  subject,  the  measure  would  be  a  legal  one,  for 
the  first  section  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  reviving  the 
Company,  authorizes  municipal  bodies  to  subscribe  to 
its  stock,  and  in  the  case  of  Sharpless  vs.  The  3Iai/or, 
the  Supreme  Court  pronounced  such  an  Act  constitu- 
tional. If  therefore,  the  proposition  came  in  this  shape, 
it  would  simply  present  to  Councils  the  question, 
whether  in  the  present  or  any  other  financial  condi- 
tion of  the  City,  an  outlay  of  such  an  amount  of  pro- 
perty W'Ould  be  reasonable  and  right,  and  whether  the 
present  Councils  would  be  justified  in  making  it.  But 
this  is  not  the  question.  In  the  co^imunication  of 
the  President  of  the  Company,  he  says  with  entire 
candor,  "I  am  not  about  to  suggest  a  further  sub- 
scription on  the  part  of  the  City,  for  I  do  not  believe 
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such  a  course  politic  in  lier  present  financial  condition, 
but  I  propose  a  temporary  loan  of  assets  in  the  con- 
trol of  the  City,  upon  security  which  will  ensure  it* 
prompt  return  and  save  harmless  under  any  circum- 
stances the  present  investment."  Stripping  the  pro- 
position again  of  its  mere  phraseology,  and  of  the 
favorable  effects  it  is  expected  to  produce  and  with 
which  my  department  has  nothing  to  do,  it  simply 
presents  the  question  already  indicated,  whether  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  can  pledge  its  personal  property, 
with  or  without  security,  for  a  debt  which  another 
and  entirely  ditierent  corporation  is  about  to  create. 
It  is  not  even  the  question  whether  she  can  pledge  this 
property  as  it  now  stands  for  her  own  debt,  but  whether 
she  can  do  it  for  a  debt  w^hich  she  has  not  created, 
which  she  is  to  have  no  hand  in  creating,  and  which 
is  properly  the  obligation  of  an  entirely  distinct  and 
independent  corporate  body.  It  is  not  the  question 
whether  she  can  sell  the  property  and  then  lend  aw^ay 
the  proceeds  of  it,  or  whether  she  can  sell  it  and  take 
as  security  a  mortgage  on  which  others  are  unwilliug  to 
lend  mone3%  These  would  make  interesting  subjects 
of  discussion.  But  can  she  pledge  it  for  a  third  party 
to  secure  a  debt  contracted  or  to  be  contracted  in  the 
manner  I  have  stated  ? 

Where  is  the  authority  ?  We  have  the  right  in  a 
matter  of  such  importance  to  ask  for  clear  and  un- 
questionable authority.  If  there  is  any  one  thing  to 
be  deduced  from  the  scope  of  the  transcendently  able 
discussion  to  which  Sharpless  vs.  The  Mayor  was  sub- 
jected, it  is  that  powers  of  this  nature  are  to  be  strictly 
construed.  In  that  case,  the  sole  inquiry  w^as,  the 
constitutionality  of  the  Act  authorizing  the  subscrip- 
tion. It  was  never  once  hinted  that  without  such  an 
Act,  such  a  subscription  could  be  made  by  a  muni- 
cipal body  ;  and  since  the  decision  of  that  case,  you 
are  perhaps  aware  that  an  Amendment  to  the  State 
Constitution  has  been  proposed,  and  passed  by  one 
Legislature,  which  takes  away  from  the  Legislature 
itself  the  right  to  pass  such  an  Act, — a  fair  index  of 
the  professional  and  popular  sentiment  of  the  commu- 
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nity  on  tlic  general  saljject.  In  Brown  vs.  The  Comi- 
ty Comnn.s«ioners  of  I'liihidelphia,  21  I'enna.  iState 
Reports,  40,  we  have  direct  authority  on  the  point 
under  discussion.  "  It  is  not  pretended,"  say  the 
Court,  "•  and  if  it  were,  it  could  not  be  believed  for  a 
single  moment,  that  the  Commissioners  of  a  County 
call  pledge  the  property  of  tlieir  constituents  for  mo- 
ney to  be  invested  in  the  stock  of  a  Railroad  Corpora- 
tion, unless  it  be  done  in  pursuance  of  some  special 
Statute.  The  general  law  of  the  land  forbids  that 
money  shall  be  borrowed  on  the  faith  of  the  County 
for  such  a  purpose,  or  that  public  funds  already  in  the 
treasury,  shall  be  so  appropriated."  Where  then  is 
the  special  Statute  thus  setting  aside  the  law  of  the 
landV  I  know  of  no  Act,  except  that  of  February 
10th,  1852,  which  provides  "that  it  shall  be  compe- 
tent for  the  corporate  or  constituted  authorities  of  any 
municipal  or  other  corporation,  in  the  Commonwealth, 
to  subscribe  for  shares  in  the  capital  stock  in  the 
Sunbury  and  Erie  Railroad  Company,  and  to  borrow 
money  therefor."  For  the  purpose  which  it  was  in- 
tended to  etfect,  this  Act  is  plain  and  strong  enough. 
Will  it  be  pretended  that  on  any  principle  of  construc- 
tion, strict  or  loose,  this  language  authorizes  a  pledge  ? 
Does  not  the  very  memorial  of  the  Company  by  repu- 
diating all  idea  of  a  new  subscription  and  asking  for 
a  pledge,  recognize  in  unmistakable  terms  the  dif- 
ference between  the  two  things  ?  That  ditlereuce  is 
well  founded.  A  subscription  to  the  stock  of  such  a 
Company  creates  only  a  conditional  obligation.  The 
act  of  the  Company  may  relieve  a  subscrijjer.  A  ma- 
terial alteration  in  its  charter  or  a  wilful  breach  of  its 
privileges  on  the  part  of  the  corporation  may  dis- 
charge him.  On  the  other  hand,  the  hypothecation  of 
property  which  is  liere  asked  is  an  absolute  contract. 
The  City  places  it  at  once  beyond  its  own  control. 
The  lenders  of  money  to  the  Company  obtain  a  tirni 
legal  hold  of  it.  If  it  were  not  so,  the  whole  arrange- 
ment would  end  in  nothing,  for  no  money  would  be 
lent. 

It  is  urged  that  such  an  arrangement  would  ])cnelit 
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the  City  by  affording  in  the  end  security  for  the  large 
amount  heretofore  invested  in  thisi  Company  and  noAv 
believed  to  be  wortliless.  Wliether  this  result  Avould 
follow,  I  am  unable  and  unauthorized  to  predict ;  but  if 
mere  pecuniary  benefit  were  the  test  of  her  corporate 
power,  she  might  have  ample  scope  for  investment. 
Why  not  advance  on  merchandize,  on  receiving  the 
security  into  her  own  hands,  and  thus  turn  commis- 
sion merchant?  Why  not  purchase  stocks  and  turn 
broker  ?  Why  not  in  times  of  pressure  assist  lier 
banks  and  thus  preserve  commercial  credit?  Why  not 
turn  benefactor  in  general  and  lend  her  property  to 
the  merchant  who  may  fall  into  embarrassment  ?  In 
a  word,  once  open  the  door  to  this  principle,  and  who 
shall  set  bounds  to  its  operation  ?  The  answer  to  the 
whole  doctrine  is — what  everybody  has  seen  and  what 
nobody  ought  to  be  required  to  prove, — that  however 
much  such  expedients  may  benetit  herself  or  may 
benefit  others,  she  never  was  incorporated  for  any  such 
purposes,  and  that  without  express  authority,  she  is 
powerless  to  do  anything  of  the  kind. 

But  there  is  a  more  conclusive  view  of  the  subject. 
On  the  29th  of  January,  1855,  an  Ordinance  was  passed 
which  provided  "  That  the  real  estate  belonging 
to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  which  the  said  corporation 
are  authorized  or  may  be  authorized  to  sell,  without 
being  required  to  appropriate  the  proceeds  specifically 
by  the  power  allowing  such  sale  :  all  stock  in  rail- 
road, canal,  plank,  or  other  corporations,  and  all 
mortgages  owned  by  the  same;  and  all  monies  which 
belonged  or  were  owing  to  the  sinking  funds  of  any 
of  the  corporations,  which  by  the  Act  of  Assembly, 
approved  February  2,  1854,  were  consolidated  into  the 
corporation  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  be  and  they 
are  hereby  pledged  for  the  payment  of  the  funded  debt  of 
the  said  Corporation."  When  the  Act  of  Consoli- 
dation went  into  effect,  the  debt  of  the  City  as 
nearly  as  it  can  be  computed,  was  $18,741,841  38. 
This  debt  was  and  is  held  almost  over  the  world 
and  by  every  species  of  persons  natural  and  artificial. 
Since   the    passage  of  the  Ordinance  I  have  quoted, 
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it  has  continued  to  be  transferred  from  hand  to  hand. 
Every  day  has  produced  a  new  owner  of  it.  But  this 
is  not  all.  Soon  after  the  passage  of  the  Ordinance, 
a  new  loan  of  a  million  of  dollars  was  projected,  and 
authorized  by  Councils  on  the  11th  of  December, 
1855.  The  whole  of  this  loan,  or  the  whole  of  it  ex- 
cept a  few  dollars,  lias  been  taken,  and  portions  of  it 
are  now  sold  from  day  to  day  in  the  market.  The 
case  therefore  stands  thus :  The  City  of  Philadelphia 
says  to  her  citizens  and  the  community,  if  you  will 
lend  your  money  to  me,  or  buy  my  obligations  now 
outstanding,  I  will  hold  the  property  which  I  possess 
as  a  solemn  pledge  for  the  payment  of  the  money; 
and  in  that  pledge  she  includes  in  express  terms  the 
very  Railroad  Stocks  which  the  Sunburyand  Erie  Rail- 
road Company  desire  to  borrow.  Can  she  lend  them  ? 
Let  the  principle  be  tested  by  its  application  to  the 
affairs  of  private  life.  One  merchant  says  to  another, 
if  you  will  lend  me  a  thousand  dollars,  I  will  hold 
these  promissorj^  notes,  or  these  stocks,  or  this  mer- 
chandize as  a  pledge  for  its  repayment.  He  obtains 
the  money,  and  on  the  next  day  he  hands  over  notes, 
stocks,  and  merchandize,  to  secure  another  loan  from 
another  lender,  or  to  procure  some  other  advantage  to 
himself.  Can  he  do  so  ?  Does  not  every  man  feel 
that  the  act  is  immoral,  and  that  if  the  law  failed  to 
lay  its  firmest  grasp  upon  the  transaction,  it  would  be 
as  a  science,  so  far  below  the  best  philosophy  of  mor- 
als as  to  be  worthy  of  contempt  ?  My  opinion  there- 
fore is,  that  the  City  of  Philadelphia  cannot  lay  a 
finger  on  that  stock,  with  the  view  of  lending  it  to 
any  other  party.  By  the  Ordinance  of  January,  she 
created  a  contract  with  those  who  afterwards  took  her 
loan,  if  not  with  those  who  held  it  before,  which 
neither  she  nor  any  other  power  on  earth  but  the  par- 
ties who  made  it,  can  dissolve.  There  never  has  been 
a  code  of  morals  which  would  have  sanctioned  such 
an  act;  there  never  has  been  a  civilized  state  whose 
jurisprudence  would  have  permitted  it;  and  there 
never  has  been  a  Court  since  the  days  of  James  the 
Second  which  would  have  justified  it. 
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There  is  a  point  wliicli  I  ought  to  toiicli  in  conchi- 
sion,  and  on  which  I  trust  I  shall  not  be  misunder- 
stood. It  is  barely  possible  tliat  Councils  may  dili'er 
with  me  on  this  subject.  In  that  event,  a  grave  ques- 
tion would  arise.  I  am  not  the  Solicitor  of  Councils, 
bnt  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  my  tirst  duty  is 
to  her  citizens, — my  constituents.  The  question  arises 
whether  as  at  present  advised,  I  should  not  be  bound 
to  employ  the  }»o^ver  of  this  Department  in  preventing 
any  transfer  or  other  similar  disposition  of  this  stock. 
One  mode  of  testing  the  proposed  Ordinance  would  be 
an  action  on  the  official  bond  of  the  Treasurer,  to  re- 
cover the  value  of  any  stock,  illegally  transferred  by 
him, — a  course  which  that  officer,  if  he  be  as  cautious 
as  I  suppose  him,  will  take  care  to  avoid.  A  more 
efficient  proceeding  would  be  an  application  for  an  in- 
junction to  prevent  any  disposition  of  the  stock  wdiat- 
ever.  I  merely  suggest  this  point  now,  because  it 
seems  one  of  candor,  and  because  it  may  prevent 
surprise  hereafter.

Gentlemen  : — Tlie  Special  Committee  appointed  to 
divide  the  Fourth  Division  of  the  Nineteenth  Ward, 
beg  leave  to  submit  the  accompanying  report: 

The  present  boundaries  of  the  Fourth  Division  of 
the  Nineteenth  Ward,  extend  from  Norris  street  on 
the  south,  to  Lehigh  Avenue  on  the  north,  and  from 
the  Frankford  Road  on  the  east,  to  the  Germantown 
Road  on  the  west,  and  in  extent  about  half  the  size  of 
the  old  city  proper,  and  contains  between  four  and 
live  thousand  inhabitants. 

At  the  October  election  in  1855,  there  were  five  hun- 
dred and  thirteen  votes  polled,  at  the  municipal  elec- 
tion in  May,  185G,  four  hundred  and  fifty-eight  votes 
were  polled  ;  at  the  last  election  the  voters  were  sub- 
jected to  much  inconvenience  and  loss  of  valuable  time, 
as  one  hour  from  the  opening  of  the  polls  until  the 
closing  of  the  same,  there  was  a  continuous  line  of  from 
fifty  to  seventy-five  voters,  occupying  two  hours  for  each 
voter  to  deposit  his  vote  ;  at  the  hour  prescribed  by  law 
for  the  polls  to  close,  upwards  of  sixty  voters  were  in 
the  line,  and  were  disfranchised  to  all  intents  for  that 
election.  To  guard  against  this  flagrant  wrong  and 
annoyance  to  the  citizens  of  all  })arties,  the  third  sec- 
tion of  the  Act  of  Consolidation  makes  the  following 
wise  provision  : 

"If  at  any  election  thereafter  there  shall  be  more 
than  four  hundred  votes  polled  in  any  one  of  the  said 
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divisions,  then  at  some  period  at  least  forty  days  pre- 
vious to  the  next  succeeding  election,  the  said  City 
Councils  shall  re-arrange  the  divisions  of  the  Wards 
wherein  such  votes  have  been  polled,  and  {ucrcase  the 
number^  if  necessary,"

REPORT  OF  COMMITTKE  ON  FINANCK. 


To  the  Co7nmon  Council  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

The  Committee  on  Finance,  to  wlioni  was  referred 
a  bill  amounting  to  nine  hundred  dollars,  for  two  tire- 
proof  safes,  purchased  by  the  late  Law  Depnrtmeut, 
April  7,  1856,  respectfully  report. 

That  they  have  ascertained  this  claii)i  to  be  of  the 
same  character  of  those  they  have  heretofore  recom- 
mended Councils  not  to  recognise  or  paj-,  the  safes  in 
question  having  been  purchased  by  the  Law  Depart- 
ment without  authority,  or  any  appropriation  having 
been  previously  made  by  Councils  to  pay  for  them. 

Your  Committee  again  respectfall}'  urge  on  Coun- 
cils the  necessity  of  resisting  the  payment  of  all  such 
claims,  and  adhering  firmly  to  the  principle  of  recoi>- 
nising  no  debt  contracted  without  authority,  by  any  of 
the  departments  or  employees  of  the  City,  sending  all 
the  parties  having  such  claims  into  the  Courts  of  Jus- 
tice for  their  adjudication.  This  mode  of  proceeding 
may  appear  harsh,  but  it  is  not  so ;  and  is  in  reality  a 
simple  affair  of  every  day  occurrence.  An  individual 
is  called  on  to  pay  a  debt  contracted  by  one  of  his  em- 
ployees, the  payment  of  which  he  resists,  on  the 
ground  that  he  never  authorized  his  employee  to  con- 
tract it.  The  claimant  has  his  remedy  ;  he  resorts  to 
a  Court  of  Justice,  where  the  matter  of  responsibility 
is  fully  tested  and  decided. 

In  private  life,  an  agent  of  another  who  would  dis- 
burse the  money  of  his  employer  in  the  payment  of 
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debts  of  a  doubtful  charactci-,  and  whicli  he  knew  Ills 
emploA^er  never  authorized  to  be  made,  wouhl  be  pro- 
nounced by  all  an  unfaithful  aii'ent.  (\)uneils  are  but 
the  agents  of  the  citizens  of  Philadelphia,  bound  b}'- 
the  same  moral  rules  that  control  all  other  agents  ;  and 
there  is  no  reason  why  the  City  should  be  placed  in  a 
different  position  from  the  individual  who  employs  an- 
other to  transact  his  business. 

The  necessity  of  adopting  the  course  of  action  re- 
commended by  your  Committee,  will  plainly  appear 
on  an  examination  of  the  Journals  and  other  records 
of  Councils  which  show  that  many  thousands  of  dol- 
lars have  been  unjustly  extracted  from  the  Treasury, 
in  payment  of  debts  contracted  for  purposes  of  doubt- 
ful utility  by  the  Departments,  without  any  authority 
of  law,  or  direction  of  Councils :  and  it  is  even  public- 
ly asserted  that  parties,  without  orders  from  any  one 
connected  with  the  City  government,  have  taken  upon 
themselves  to  do  jobs  for  the  city,  depending  entirely 
on  their  ability  and  power,  by  various  contrivances,  to 
pass  their  claim  through  Councils. 

It  is  urged  that  the  safes  in  question,  were  highly 
useful  and  necessary  for  the  safe-keeping  of  the  im- 
portant papers  and  documents  belonging  to  the  City, 
and  that  the  amount  charged  for  them  was  small,  in 
consideration  of  their  usefulness.  All  this  is  cheer- 
fully admitted,  and  had  the  Law  Department  repre- 
sented these  facts  to  the  Councils  before  assuming  to 
make  the  purchase,  doubtless  the  authority  would  have 
been  given,  and  an  appropriation  promptly  made. 
The  sum  charged  being  small  does  not  alter  the  prin- 
ciple. The  same  reasons  and  arguments  that  justify 
the  improper  expenditure  of  one  dollar  would  apply 
equally  if  it  were  for  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

It  is  evident  that  all  the  checks  and  guards  provided 
in  the  different  Acts  of  Assembly,  and  Ordinances  in 
reference  to  the  appropriation  and  expenditure  of 
money,  liave  not  been  sufhcient  to  check  these  irregu- 
larities. A  firm  adherence  to  the  course  recommend- 
ed will,  it  is  believed,  effectually  put  a  stop  to  them  in 
future,  l)y  placing  every  citizen  who  may  have  dealings 
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with  the  Department  on  liLs  guard,  lettiiio-  liim  know 
distinctly,  that  just  so  far  tliese  Departn'ients  can  go, 
and  no  farther.  Your  Committee  oiler  the  following 
resolution,  and  ask  its  adoption.

To  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

The  Committee  on  Highways,  &c.,  have  had  under 
consideration  the  petition  of  numerous  citizens,  ask- 
ing for  the  grading  of  Spruce  street  iVom  Till  westward 
to  Mill  Creek,  in  the  Twenty-fourtli  Ward,  and  there- 
upon they  respectfully  report,  That  Spruce  street  from 
Till  street  westward  to  IsiiW  Creek,  Avhich  was  opened 
two  or  three  years  since  by  the  owners  of  property 
fronting  upon  it  without  charge  to  the  County. 

It  is  on  a  line  with  and  a  continuation  of  Spruce 
street,  east  of  the  Schu3dkill. 

The  owners  of  property  in  the  vicinity  have  recently 
erected  at  their  own  expense,  a  wooden  bridge  over 
Mill  Creek,  so  as  to  have  access  to  the  lands  to  the 
westward,  and  there  is  a  petition  now  before  Councils, 
asking  that  Spruce  street  may  be  opened  westward 
from  Mill  Creek,  a  distance  of  over  a  mile. 

The  grading  on  the  space  between  Till  street  and 
Mill  Creek,  was  begun  in  the  Spring  of  the  present 
year,  by  the  Highway  Department,  and  was  broken  otf 
by  the  passage  of  the  Ordinance  in  ?day  last,  ordering 
all  such  w^ork  to  be  discontinued. 

The  distance  yet  to  be  graded  does  not  exceed  four 
Jmndrcd  feet,  and  acconling  to  an  estimate  made  and 
27 
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submitted  by  the  Surveyor  of  that  District,  the  whole 
expense  required  to  put  the  street  in  good  traveling 
order,  will  not  exceed  three  hundred  dollars.

The  remedy  is  to  grade  the  cartway  of  Union  street, 
80  that  the  water  will  pass  along  it  into  Cramond 
street,  and  thence  across  Market  street,  into  the  cul- 
vert or  drain  made  along  the  channel  of  Beaver  Run.

The  Committee  on  Highways,  &c.,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred the  petition  of  a  number  of  citizens  of  the  late 
borough  of  Manayunk,  asking  to  be  protected  from 
the  damage  caused  by  frequent  overflows  of  water 
along  Levering  street,  respectfully  report,  That  the 
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town  of  Manayuuk  being*  built  at  the  foot  and  upon 
the  side  of  a  steep  hill,  will  always  be  in  dano;er  of  an 
overflow  of  water  during  heavy  rains,  and  will  require 
great  care  in  lixiug  the  grades  of  its  streets,  so  that 
the  water  will  be  spread  and  scattered  as  much  as  pos- 
sible on  its  way  down  to  the  Schuylkill, 

The  overflow  complained  of  in  the  petition  in  this 
case,  appears  to  be  caused  by  closing  up  the  natural 
channel  of  a  lirook  or  stream  which  formei'ly  passed 
over  the  ground  now  forming  the  intersection  of  Lev- 
ering and  Tower  streets.  The  water  being  thus 
thrown  out  of  its  ancient  and  natural  channel  finds  its 
way  down  and  along  Levering  street,  tilling  and  over- 
flowing cellars;  and  causing  great  damage  at  and  dur- 
ing every  heavy  fall  of  rain. 

The  remedy  is  to  construct  a  culvert  or  drain,  diag- 
onally across  the  intersection  of  Levering  and  Tower 
streets,  of  suflicient  size  to  pass  the  volume  of  water 
which  accumulates  on  the  hills  above  Tower  street, 
along  its  former  course  into  its  natural  channel,  be- 
tween Levering  and  Grape  streets,  and  it  will  thus  find 
its  way  into  the  Schuylkill  without  doing  damage  to 
any  one. 

The  Committee  estimate  that  the  cost  of  this  cul- 
vert or  drain  will  not  exceed  two  hundred  dollars  and 
they  therefore  recomn.iend  that  Councils  adopt  the 
following  Resolution.

The  Committee  on  Highways  have  had  under  con- 
sideration the  subject  of  grading  Parke  street  in  the 
north-western  portion  of  the  T\\'enty-second  Ward, 
and  therefore  the^^  respectfully  report,  That  there  has 
been  promised  and  submitted  to  the  Committee,  a  cer- 
tificate from  Reuben  Lands,  Supervisor  of  the  Dis- 
trict in  which  the  said  Parke  street  is  located,  that  the 
same  can  be  graded  and  made  a  good  passable  road 
for  the  sum  specified  in  the  Resolution  which  has  hith- 
erto passed  Councils,  viz  : 

Six  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  and  this  is  supported 
by  a  certificate  from  Wm.  Lightfoot,  Surve3'or  of  that 
District,  wherein  he  says  : 

"I  fully  concur  with  you  that  the  street  can  be  open- 
ed and  put  in  good  passable  order  for  $650,  both  of 
which  papers  are  hereunto  annexed." 

This  is  a  road  that  has  been  opened  by  regular  pro- 
ceedings in  Court,  and  the  owners  of  the  ground  over 
which  it  passes,  surrendered  their  property  without 
cost  to  the  City  for  damages. 

Under  the  former  rural  township  government  which 
existed  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  Consolidation  law 
this  road  would  long  since  have  been  opened  by  means 
of  the  ordinary  township  taxes.  The  people  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  road  pay  the  full  City  tax — the  same  as 
paid  by  the  built-up  portions  of  the  City,  and  it  must 
become  a  serious  annoyance  to  them  if  they  cannot 
with  these  greatly  advanced  taxes  have  such  improve- 
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ments  made  and  such  roads  opened  as  they  could  have 
had  by  moans  of  the  mucli  smaller  tax  of  their  former 
rural  government. 

Your  Committee  therefore  recommend  the  adoption 
of  the  following  resohition.

To  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

The  Committee  on  Highwaj^s  to  whom  was  referred 
the  foregoing  petitions,  asking  for  the  opening  of  cer- 
tain streets  in  the  Twenty-fourth  Ward,  have  had  the 
same  under  consideration,  and  thereupon  respectfully 
report.  That  by  the  seventh  section  of  the  first  supple- 
ment to  the  Consolidation  Law,  it  is  enacted. 

That  whenever  Councils  shall  deem  the  public  exi- 
gency to  demand  it,  they  may  order  by  Ordinance  any 
street  laid  upon  any  of  the  public  plans  of  the  City  to 
be  opened,  giving  three  months  notice  thereof  to  the 
owner,  &c. 

It  is  evident  from  the  language  of  this  hiw,  that  it 
was  the  design  and  intention  of  those  who  made  it, 
that  its  aid  should  be  invoked  in  opening  streets  only 
in  cases  of  public  exigency  or  emergency. 

Tlie  danger  of  using  it  in  all  cases,  when  it  is  de- 
sired to  open  streets  is,  that  in  such  proceedings  Coun- 
cils are  left  entirely  in  the  dark,  as  to  the  value  of  the 
property  to  be  taken,  and  damages  may  be  done  to  an 
amount  beyond  the  ability  of  the  City  Treasury  to  pay. 

The  ordinary  mode  of  opening  streets,  is  first  to  p"e- 
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tition  the  Court  of  (Jnarter  Sessions  for  a  juiy  of  view, 
who  inquire  and  determine  that  tlie  convenienee  of 
the  neighborhood  and  the  advanced  state  of  tlie  im- 
provements require  that  the  street  should  be  opened, 
and  when  the  report  of  the  jury  is  confirmed  by  the 
Court,  there  follows  a  petition  for  injury  to  assess  the 
damage  caused  by  the  opening. 

And  when  the  report  of  the  jury  to  assess  the 
damage  is  confirmed  ])y  the  Court,  and  the  in()ne3'S  to 
pay  the  same  appropriated  by  Councils,  and  the  amount 
paid,  the  street  can  be  opened  and  put  in  traveling 
order  by  the  Department  of  Highways. 

The  advantages  of  this  mode  are,  that  if  there  be 
any  adverse  parties  whose  claim  for  damages  will  be 
heavy  and  they  see  but  little  prospect  of  obtaining 
them,  or  from  any  other  cause,  they  get  notice  of  all 
the  proceedings,  and  can  present  their  objections  as 
well  to  the  jury  of  view  as  to  the  Court,  and  prevent 
the  opening  if  they  make  it  appear  to  either  the  Court 
or  jury  that  the  proceedings  are  j^remature. 

I3ut  in  the  proceedings  under  the  law,  the  aid  of 
which  the  petitioners  in  this  case  seek  to  invoke,  ow- 
ing to  the  multifarious  duties  of  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment, it  is  very  uncertain  whether  any  of  the  parties 
interested  will  get  any  notice,  and  an  Ordinance  may 
be  passed  directing  a  street  to  be  opened,  taking  away 
the  houses  and  grounds  of  owners  who  have  no  know- 
ledge or  information  of  any  proceedings  until  they 
find  their  propert}"  taken  and  applied  to  public  use. 

And  it  is  evident  that  a  jury  coming  to  assess  dam- 
age for  property  taken  in  this  way,  would  be  disposed 
to  award  a  larger  amount  than  in  the  ordinary  cases, 
where  the  owner  had  full  notice  of  the  proceedings, 
for  the  argument  of  the  owner  would  be,  the  city  has 
taken  my  property,  and  applied  it  to  public  use  with- 
out my  consent,  and  without  giving  me  any  notice  of 
their  intention  to  do  so.  The  City  has  taken  it  for 
her  own  benefit  and  advantage,  and  not  for  mine ; 
therefore,  they  ought  to  pay  its  full  value. 

These  petitions  are  numerouslv  signed.  That  for 
Spruce  street  represents  that  they  are  the  owners  of 
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the  property  through  wliich  the  street  will  pass.  It" 
they  mean  by  this  that  they  are  all  the  owners,  they 
have  no  occasion  to  apply  any  where  to  have  the 
street  opened,  for  they  can  open  it  themselves,  when- 
ever they  please,  through  their  own  grounds. 

That  for  Fifty-second  street,  sets  forth  that  the  pe- 
titioners represent  three-fourths  of  the  property  through 
which  the  said  street  will  pass,  and  is  signed  by  forty- 
nine  citizens. 

But  there  is  nothing  in  the  petitions,  or  in  the  facts 
that  have  been  communicated  to  the  Committee,  or  in 
any  of  the  circumstances  connected  with  the  streets 
which  they  ask  shall  be  opened,  that  in  the  opinion  of 
your  Committee  would  warrant  them  in  assuring 
Councils,  that  such  opening  is  required  by  any  public 
exigency. 

And  inasmuch  as  it  is  the  express  provision  of  the 
law  in  question,  that  Councils  may  pass  Ordinances 
directing  streets  to  be  opened,  only  in  cases  wherein 
they  "shall  deem  the  public  exigency  to  demp.nd  it," 
your  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  fol- 
lowing resolution. 

Hesolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Highways  be  dis- 
charged from  the  further  consideration  of  the  petitions 
for  opening  Spruce  street  and  Fifty-second  street  in 
the  Twenty-fourth  Ward,  and  that  the  petitioners  be 
recommended  to  adopt  the  usual  and  ordinary  pro- 
ceedings in  Court  to  open  the  same.

Avhich  passed  Select  Council  on  the  17th  da^y  of  Jnly, 
and  was  referred  to  j-our  Committee  on  the  same  day, 
and  they  respectfully  suggest  the  following  amend- 
ments : 

1st.  Amend  the  title  so  that  it  shall  read  "An  Or- 
dinance to  provide  for  the  opening  of  McKean  street, 
and  other  streets  iti  the  First  "Ward." 

They  suggest  this  because  there  are  several  ordi- 
nances hearing  the  same  title,  and  it  will  he  difficult 
hereafter  to  lind  in  the  books  the  precise  one  sought 
for. 

2.  Strike  out  of  the  second  line  of  Section  1,  the 
words  "Fifth  street  from  McKean  to  Mittiin  street." 

It  is  notorious  that  Fifth  street  has  been  opened,  and 
in  use  for  many  years  at  this  point,  and  the  Commit- 
tee suppose  this  has  been  introduced  by  mistake. 

3.  Add  in  the  fourth  hne  of  the  iirst  Section  after 
the  word  "street,"  the  words  "in  the  first  ward." 

4.  Insert  in  the  beginning  of  the  second  Section  the 
words  "As  soon  as  the  owners  of  lands,  over  which 
the  said  streets  will  pass,  will  release  and  surrender 
all  claims  upon  the  City  for  damages." 

5.  Strike  out  all  after  the  word  "grade,"  in  the 
third  line  of  Section  2d,  and  add  the  words  "Fifth 
street  from  Moore  street  southward  to  the  Moyamen- 
sing  road,  preparatory  to  paving  the  same." 

The  Cit}^  ought  not  to  become  liable  to  pay  any 
damage  for  opening  these  streets,  because  it  is  done 
at  the  request  of  the  owners  of  the  land  there,  who 
must  be  benefitted  by  the  opening,  or  they  would  not 
request  it. 

And  a  resolution  has  passed  Councils  authorizing 
the  paving  of  Fifth  street  over  the  space  designated 
to  be  graded,  and  tliat  is  about  as  much  grading  as  the 
City  can  afl'ord  to  do  in  that  locality,  at  the  present 
time. 

With  these  amendments,  the  Committee  recommend 
the  passage  of  the  Ordinance. 
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AN  ORDINANCE 

To  provide  for  the  opening  of  McKean  street,  and  other  streets  in  the 
First  Ward. 

Whereas,  by  authority  of  a  Resolution  of  Councils 
approved  September  20,  1855,  entitled  "A  Resolution 
to  authorize  notice  to  be  given  of  the  intended  open- 
ing of  certain  streets,"  notice  was  given  on  the  12th 
of  November,  1855,  to  the  owners  of  the  ground 
through  and  over  which  Fifth  street  from  McKcan  to 
Mifiiin  street.  Sixth  street  from  JMoore  to  McKean 
street,  McKean  street  from  Fifth  to  Sixth  street,  Mif- 
flin street  from  Fifth  to  Sixth  street,  as  the  same  are 
laid  down  on  the  plan  of  the  Southern  part  of  Moya- 
mensiug,  dated  June  24,  1842,  that  at  the  expiration 
of  three  months  from  said  notice,  Council  would  order 
the  said  streets  within  the  said  limits  to  be  opened  for 
public  use:  and  the  said  time  having  elapsed,  There- 
fore, 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  Sixth  street 
from  Moore  to  McKean  street,  McKean  street  from 
Fifth  to  Sixth  street,  :Mifllin  street  from  Fifth  to  Sixth 
street,  in  the  First  Ward,  as  the  same  are  laid  down  on 
the  plan  of  the  Southern  part  of  Moyamensing,  dated 
June  24, 1842,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  declared  to 
be  opened  for  public  use,  as  streets  or  highways. 

Sec.  2.  As  soon  as  the  owners  of  lands  over  which 
the  said  streets  will  pass,  will  release  and  surrender  all 
claims  for  damages,  the  Department  of  Highways, 
Bridges,  Sewers  and  Cleansing  the  City,  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  cause  all  obstructions  within  the  limits  of 
the  said  streets  to  be  removed,  and  to  grade  Fifth 
street  from  Moore  street  southward  to  Moyamensing 
road,  preparatory  to  paving  the  same.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  HIGHWAYS. 


To  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

The  Committee  on  Highways,  to  wdiom  was  referred 
a  Supplimentary  Ordinance,  passed  by  Select  Council, 
modifying  an  Ordinance  approved  May  17th,  1856,  re- 
port, That  they  have  given  the  subject  a  careful  exa- 
mination, and  have  agreed  for  reasons  as  follows,  to 
report  a  supplement  in  place  of  the  supplement  of  Se- 
lect Council,  which  they  think  more  full  and  expres- 
sive. 

The  Ordinance  of  the  seventeenth  of  May,  1856, 
was  intended  to  prevent  labor  being  done,  or  materials 
being  purchased  for  any  of  the  Departments,  unless 
the  authority  to  contract  for  such  labor  and  materials 
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was  given  by  Ordinance  of  Council ;  except  tlie  labor 
and  materials  necessary  to  make  such  repairs  as  was 
rendered  necessary  by  accident  or  unforseen  emer- 
gency. 

There  is  also  a  joint  Resolution,  approved  May  31, 
1856,  intended  to  explain  and  enforce  the  Ordinance 
which  directs  the  City  Controller  to  withhold  his  ap- 
proval from  all  Warrants  drawn  by  the  City  Commis- 
sioners, and  the  Department  of  Highways,  for  supplies 
contracted  for  in  violation  of  the  Ordinance  of  May 
17th,  1856. 

In  obedience  to  this  Resolution,  the  Controller  has 
refused  to  approve  warrants  drawn  by  the  Chief  Com- 
missioner on  Highways,  unless  the  Chief  Commis- 
sioner would  vouch  that  the  bills  were  contracted  for 
under  an  Ordinance  of  Council,  or  in  consequence  of 
an  accident,  or  an  unforseen  emergency. 

It  was  impossible  that  this  could  be  done  in  some 
cases.  The  late  Controller  and  the  late  head  of  the 
Highway  Department  had  put  a  ditferent  construction 
on  the  law ;  the  Highway  Department  had  assumed 
to  do  repairs  made  necessary  by  ordinary  wear  and 
tear,  as  well  as  that  made  necessary  by  accident  and 
emergency  ;  and  the  hite  and  the  present  Controller 
up  to  a  certain  date  had  approved  warrants  drawn  for 
such  repairs. 

When  the  present  Chief  Commissioner  of  High- 
ways came  into  office,  he  found  this  construction  of 
the  law  in  practice.  He  made  no  change  in  the  prac- 
tice of  the  Department  in  this  regard,  but  continued 
to  make  the  repairs  rendered  necessary  by  ordinary 
wear  and  tear,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Committee 
on  Highways,  of  both  Chambers. 

The  present  Controller,  however,  on  a  close  exami- 
nation of  the  law,  felt  himself  called  upon  to  with- 
hold his  approval  from  all  warrants  drawn  by  the 
Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  for  repairs  made 
othenvise  than  where  an  accident  or  emergency  called 
for  them.  This  state  of  things  is  annoying  to  the  Con- 
troller and  the  Chief  Conmiissioner  of  Highways,  and 
is  making  much  dissatisfaction  on  the  part  of  those 
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who  have  furnished  supplies  to  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment ;  it  is  to  relieve  the  state  of  eniharrassinent  oc- 
casioned by  this  state  of  things  that  the  Supplement 
annexed  is  proposed.  Tlie  Committee  Ijclieve  it  will 
not  impair  the  force  of  the  wise  restrictions  of  the  Or- 
dinance in  question. 

The  Department  of  Highways  will  still  be  restricted 
from  doing  any  new  work.  It  cannot  build  a  bridge 
or  culvert,  pave  or  grade  a  street,  or  do  any  other  work 
but  that  which  is  rendered  necessary  by  ordinary  wear 
and  tear,  or  by  accident  or  emergency.  Prompt  repairs 
to  bridges,  culverts,  and  highways  of  the  City,  are  in- 
dispensable;  and  this  promptness  of  repairs  can  only 
be  secured  by  leaving  it  in  charge  ot  the  lliglnvay  De- 
partment. 

If  the  action  of  Councils  be  required  before  repairs 
can  be  made  to  bridges,  sewers  and  highways,  the  pub- 
lic interests  will  sufl'er,  for  much  time  must  necessarily 
elapse  before  the  concurrent  action  of  Councils  can  be 
had. 

The  proper  time  to  repair  a  highway  is  before  its 
broken  condition  renders  it  unfit  for  public  travel ;  the 
proper  time  to  make  a  repair  to  a  culvert  is  previous 
to  a  break  in  it,  occasioning  an  overflow,  doing  dam- 
age to  private  property  ;  and  the  proper  time  to  make 
a  repair  to  a  bridge  is  before  its  rotten  planks  have 
plunged  the  horse  and  rider  into  the  stream. 

The  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  should  be  a 
man  of  intelligence  and  strict  integrity  ;  undue  res- 
traint is  unnecessary.  When  such  men^are  at  the 
head  of  Departments  they  are  a  law  to  themselves. 
Undue  restraint  is  not  only  unnecessary  in  such  cases, 
it  is  annoying  and  embarrassing,  and  will  prove  det- 
rimental to  the  public  service. 

It  is  also  an  obstruction  in  the  way  of  procuring  the 
best  men  for  these  positions ;  a  man  with  a  nice  sense 
of  honor  will  not  put  himself  forward  for  a  situation 
where  he  is  trammeled  by  being  watched  and  goaded  ; 
the  unscrupulous  who  can  always  find  an  opportunity 
to  evade  the  law,  and  set  aside  its  most  stringent  re- 
(juirements,  will  fill  the  situations  of  trust  and  respon- 
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sibility  where  such  a  system  of  legislation  is  adopted. 
For  these  reasons,  and  others  that  might  l)e  urged, 
your   Committee   believe   the  pul)lic  interest   will  be 
promoted  Ijy  adopting  this  Supplement.

To  the  Common  Council  of  the  Cit)/  of  Philadelphia. 

GE^fTLEME^f : — The  Committee  on  Health,  to  whom 
was    referred   a  communication    from   the   Board    of 
Health,  under   (kite   of  August    28th,  in  reference  to 
the  location  of  the  proposed  City  Hospital,  make  the 
following  report  : 

The  location  of  a  Hospital  is  at  all  times  a  subject 
of  much  interest  and  consequence  to  all  classes  of  our 
citizens,  particularly  so  in  the  present  instance.  It  is 
well  known  that  there  are  and  will  be  objections  by 
the  residents  of  any  neighborhood  in  which  it  nuiy 
be  desirable  to  locate  it,  from  the  fact  that  it  is  re- 
garded by  many  to  be  of  a  pestilential  character,  the 
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obnoxious  effects  of  wliich  we  hope  and  think  is  more 
in  the  iniugination  tlian  real  It  should  be  in  a  sit- 
uation, however,  as  little  objectionable  on  that  ac- 
count as  possible.  At  the  same  time,  proper  regard 
and  consideration  should  also  be  had  for  those  unfor- 
tuinite  ones  for  vrliose  especial  benefit  it  is  to  be 
erected. 

First — As  to  convenience  for  the  removal  of  pa- 
tients thereto,  care  should  be  taken  to  have  it  as  near 
and  as  easy  of  access  as  prudence  will  allow. 

Secondly — It  should  he  in  a  healthy  and  salubrious 
locality,  looking  to  the  recovery  and  convalescence  of 
its  patients,  and  also  to  the  safety  and  comfort  of  all 
who  may  have  charge  of  it,  or  be  employed  therein  ; 
thus  making  it  reall}^  what  it  professedly  is  and  ought 
to  be — an  institution  of  benevolence  and  usefulness. 

In  view  of  the  importance  of  the  subject,  the  Com- 
mittee beg  to  offer  the  following  llesolntion,  and  ask 
its  adoption : — 

Mesolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Health  of  each 
Chamber  of  Councils,  be  directed  to  confer  v.'ith  the 
Sanitary  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Health,  in  refer- 
ence to  the  selection  of  a  suitable  site  for  the  erection 
of  the  City  Hospital,  and  report  to  Councils.

2h  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

The  Committee  on  Finance,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  application  of  the  President  of  the  "Board  of  In- 
spectors of  the  Philadelphia  County  Prison,"  for  an 
additional  appropriation  of  $20,500  for  the  current 
year,  respectfully  report,  That  in  the  application  re- 
ferred to,  it  is  stated  "  That  the  present  Board  of  In- 
spectors, on  coming  into  office,  (July,  1856,)  found  an 
exhausted  treasury,  and  feel  compelled  to  ask  for 
$20,500,  to  cany  them  through  the  year."  As  the 
late  Councils  had  made  an  appropriation  for  the  en- 
tire year  of  1856,  which  they  believed  to  be  sufficient, 
your  Committe  conceive  it  to  be  their  duty  to  enquire 
how  the  treasury  became  "  exhausted"  in  six  months. 
In  the  course  of  their  investigations,  they  discovered 
what  they  believe  to  be  one  of  the  causes  of  tlus  ex- 
liaustiou,  and  which  they  deem  it  to  be  their  duty  to  lay 
before  Councils  and  the  public;  for  this  purpose  they 
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have  procured  at  the  prison  an  account,  of  whicli  the 

following  is  a  copy,  viz  :

Of  this  amount  about  two  thousand  dollars  were 

drawn  from  the  City  Treasury,  and  the  balance,  four 

thousand,  five  hundred  and  thirty-eight  dollars   and 

ninety-three  cents,  from  the  treasury  of  the  Prison." 

The  items  composing  the  above  charge  of  two  thou- 
sand, four  hundred  and  thirteen  dollars  and  sixty-seven 
cents,  for  the  Inspectors'  table,  are  curious;  among  them 
figure  largely  soft-shell  almonds,  ice-cream  and  all  the 
delicacies  of  the  season.  Segars  are  charged  at  from 
thirty  dollars  to  forty  dollars  per  thousand,  and  the 
large  number  paid  for,  about  sixty-five  thousand  in  a 
year,  or  twelve  hundred  and  fifty  per  week,  precludes 
the  idea  that  they  were  consumed  at  the  prison.  The 
omnibus  tickets  charged  for  were  not  exclusively  of 
the  line  leading  to  the  prison.  In  the  course  of  their 
investigations,  your  Committee  discovered  the  follow- 
ing bill,  paid  from  the  Treasury  of  the  Prison,  viz  :

It  appears  that  this  feasting,  drinking,  and  smoking 
was  not  confined  within  the  walls  of  the  Prison,  for, 
in  addition  to  the  above,  there  is  a  considerable 
amount  charged  to  a  celebrated  e})icurean  Eating 
liousc  on  Chestnut  street,  Avhere  it  seems  these  per- 
sons were  in  the  habit  of  resorting  and  feasting  at  the 
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public  expense.  Your  Committee  endeavored  to  ob- 
tain the  bills  for  these  feasts  and  banquets,  but  they 
were  not  to  l^e  found  at  the  Prison ;  they,  however, 
succeeded  in  procuring  four  of  them  from  another 
source,  of  which  the  following  are  copies  : —

Some  of  these  expenditures  have  occurred  since  the 
passage  of  the  Act  of  Assembl}^,  approved  May  13, 
1856,  the  25th  section  of  which  is  as  follows,  viz : 

"That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  Department  or 
Committee  of  said  City,  or  the  officers  thereof,  or  for 
the  Prison  Inspectors,  to  draw  any  moneys  out  of  the 
City  Treasury,  or  to  use  any  savings,  or  the  proceeds 
of  the  sales  of  any  work  or  materials,  for  or  in  any 
office,  department  or  prison,  or  any  revenues  whatso- 
ever thereof,  for  any  entertainment,  eating,  drinking, 
or  smoking,  furnished  to  any  members  or  officers  of 
said  City,  corporation  departments  or  offices  thereof, 
or  of  said  Prison,  but  shall  pay  the  whole  of  the  said 
moneys  into  the  City  Treasury,"  &c. 

Under  this  Act  of  Assembly  it  is  a  question  whether 
the  persons  guilty  of  its  violation  cannot  be  reached, 
and  made  to  refund  to  the  City  a  portion  of  the  sum 
expended  in  this  profligate  and  shameful  manner. 

The  present  liighly  respectable  Board  of  Inspectors, 
eleven  in  number,  were  appointed  under  the  Act  of 
Assembly  j^bove  quoted,  by  the  Supreme  and  other 
Courts,  and  entered  on  their  duties  the  first  Monday 
of  July  last.  Under  their  administration,  an  entirely 
different  order  of  things  prevail.  Immediately  upon 
entering  on  their  duties,  they  commenced  the  work  of 
reformation,  stopped  off  all  feasting,  drinking  and 
smoking,  and  from  that  time  forth  there  has  been  no 
expenditure  of  the  public  money  for  any  thing  of  the 
kind,  and  perhaps  for  the  lirst  time  in  the  history  of 
the  County  Prison,  tlie  account  settled  for  the  month 
of  August,  contains  no  charge  against  that  mysterious 
item  of  appropriation — "Incidentals." 

Among  other  important  reforms,  the  present  Board 
discharged  a  number  of  useless  officers  and  employees, 
who  seem  to  have  filled  places  created  merely  for  their 
accommodation,  by  which  there  will   be  a  saving  to 
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the  City,  in  salaries  alone,  of  near  $4,000,  without  in 
the  least  interfering-  with  the  good  government  and 
elficiency  of  the  Prison.  The  President  of  the  Board 
has  expressed  the  opinion,  that  there  can  he  saved  to 
the  City,  annual]}^,  from  twenty  to  forty  thousand  dol- 
lars, hy  judicious  management  and  stopping  oif  the 
shameful  ahuses  that  have  heretofore  existed. 

Your  Committee  congratulate  Councils  and  the  tax- 
payers of  the  City,  that  a  new  system  in  the  govern- 
ment of  the  Prison  is  inaugurated,  and  that  it  is  now 
under  the  charge  of  gentlemen  who  would  scorn  the 
idea  of  sponging  on  that  portion  of  the  puhlic  purse 
committed  to  their  care,  in  a  round  of  frolicking, 
drinking  and  smoking.  To  satisfy  Councils  and  the 
public  on  this  subject,  it  is  only  necessary  to  state  that 
the  following  highly  respectable  citizens  compose  the 
present  Board  of  Inspectors,  viz  : — M.  ~W.  13aldwin, 
John  B.  Biddle,  M.  D.,  Stephen  Colwell,  Wm.  B.  Fos- 
ter, John  Foulkrod,  Isaac  B.  Garrignes,  Paul  B.  God- 
dard,  M.  D.,  Wm.  B.  Johnston,  J." Rodman  Paul,  M. 
D.,  Evans  Rogers,  and  Wm.  Shippen,  M.  I).  There 
can  be  no  apprehension  that  such  a  Board  as  this  will 
ever  betray  or  abuse  a  trust  confided  to  it. 

Your  Committee,  after  diligentl}^  investigating  the 
subject,  have  unanimousl}^  arrived  at  the  conclusion, 
that  an  additional  appropriation  of  S15,000  for  the  year 
1856,  is  absolutely  necessary.  The}^  therefore,  sub- 
mit an  Ordinance  for  that  purpose,  and  also  a  Resolu- 
tion, transferring  certain  items  of  appropriation.  All 
of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

This  sum  your  Committee  believe  will  cover  the  ex- 
isting indebtedness  or  floating  debt  of  the  City  unpro- 
vided for ;  but  your  Committee  are  aware  that  there

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are  applications  now  before  Councils  from  the  Guar- 
dians of  the  Poor,  Inspectors  of  the  County  Prison, 
and  others,  for  additional  appropriations,  and  without 
expressing  any  opinion  in  reference  to  these  extra  ap- 
propriations, deem  it  prudent  to  bring  them  to 
your  notice,  that  you  may  act  understandingly  in  the 
premises. 

With  this  brief,  but  we  trust  comprehensive  state- 
ment as  to  the  linancial  condition  of  the  City,  your 
Committee  will  now  proceed  to  notice  the  last  and 
most  important  part  of  the  Resolution ;  "  to  report 
some  measure  by  which  the  present  state  of  the  City 
finances  may  be  improved;"  this  is  a  question  of 
grave  import,  and  one  involving  careful  investigation; 
your  Committee  can  therefore  only  suggest  the  reme- 
dy presenting  itself  to  their  minds,  leaving  it  to  the 
calm  deliberation  of  Councils  to  accept  or  reject  their 
recommendations. 

First.  Your  Committee  urge  the  immediate  sale  of 
all  the  Real  Estate  belonging  to  the  City  that  is 
not  required  for  public  use,  which  by  the  Act  of  As- 
sembly of  the  21st  of  April,  A.  D.  1855,  entitled  "A 
Supplement  to  the  Act  Consolidating  the  City,"  is  au- 
thorized to  be  sold  to  pay  debts,  and  which  is  de- 
manded by  every  consideration  of  wise  economy, 
sound  policy  and  the  public  good. 

Second.  Your  Committee  deem  it  of  the  utmost 
importance,  that  Councils  should  scrutinize  closely 
every  bill  brought  before  them  for  additional  appro- 
priations, believing  as  they  do,  that  legislation  of  this 
nature  has  to  a  great  extent  caused  our  present 
linancial  condition. 

Third  and  last.  Your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion 
that  no  system  of  finance  should  be  permitted  that 
looks  to  loans  to  m^eet  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the 
Government ;  still,  as  the  deficit  is  a  legacy  bequeath- 
ed by  Consolidation,  and  matters  connected  there- 
with, together  with  an  insuflicient  rate  of  taxation  the 
first  year  after  Consolidation,  deem  it  proper  to  re- 
commend to  Councils  the  propriety  of  funding  the 
present  deficit.     They,  therefore,  submit  the  following 
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Ordinance,  with  a  Resolution  annexed.     All  of  which 
is  respectfully  submitted. 

Resolved,  That  the  Clerk  be  authorized  and  required 
to  publish  in  two  daily  ne^^^spapers  of  this  City,  daily 
for  four  weeks,  the  Ordinance  presented  to  the  Com- 
mon Council,  at  a  stated  meeting  thereof  held  on  the 
25th  day  of  September,  1856,  entitled,  "An  Ordi- 
nance to  authorize  a  Loan  to  pay  claims  against  the 
Corporation  ;"  and  the  said  Clerk,  at  the  stated  meet- 
ing of  Councils  next  after  the  expiration  of  four  weeks 
from  the  first  day  of  said  publication,  shall  present  to 
this  Council  one  of  each  of  the  said  newspapers  for 
every  day  in  which  the  same  shall  have  been  made.

To  authorize  a  Lonn  to  pay  CLaims  against  tlie  Corporation. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Mayor  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  be,  and  he  hereby  is  author- 
ized to  borrow,  at  not  less  than  par,  on  the  credit  of 
the  city  corporation,  from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  re- 
quired by  the  City  Treasurer,  such  sums  of  money  as 
may  be  necessary  to  pay  claims  now  existing  against 
the  said  corporation,  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  the 
sum  of  Eight  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars,  for  which 
interest,  not  to  exceed  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  an- 
num, shall  be  paid  half-yearly,  on  the  first  day  of  Jan- 
uary and  July,  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer. 
The  principal  of  said  loan  shall  be  payable  and  paid 
at  the  expiration  of  thirty  years  from  the  date  of  the 
same,  and  not  before,  without  the  consent  of  the  hold- 
ers thereof,  and  certificates  therefor,  in  the  usual  form 
of  certificates  of  city  loan,  shall   loe  issued  in  such 
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amounts  as  the  lenders  may  require,  but  not  for  any 
fractional  part  of  one  hundred  dollars,  or,  if  required, 
in  amounts  of  live  hundred  or  one  thousand  dollars ; 
and  it  shall  be  expressed  in  said  certiheates  that  the 
said  loan  therein  mentioned,  and  the  interest  thereof, 
are  payable  free  from  all  taxes. 

Section  2.  Whenever  any  loan  shall  be  made  by 
virtue  hereof,  there  shall  be,  by  force  of  this  Ordi- 
nance, annually  appropriated,  out  of  the  income  of  the 
corporate  estates,  and  from  the  sum  raised  by  taxa- 
tion, a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on  said  certi- 
ficates, and  the  further  sum  of  three-tenths  of  one  per 
centum  on  the  par  value  of  such  certificates  so  issued, 
shall  be  appropriated  quarterly,  out  of  said  income 
and  taxes,  to  a  sinking  fund,  which  fund  and  its  accu- 
mulations are  hereby  specifically  pledged  for  the  re- 
demption and  payment  of  said  certificates.

Gentlemen  : — Owing  to  the  misapprehension  that 
exists  in  the  community,  and  the  erroneous  reports 
in  circulation,  in  relation  to  the  financial  condition  of 
this  Department  of  the  City  Government,  I  deem  it 
my  duty  to  present  to  your  Houoralde  Body  the  fol- 
lowing statement,  showing  the  total  amount  of  Re- 
ceipts and  Payments  of  this  Department,  from  Janu- 
ary 1st,  1856,  to  September  22d,  1856,  from  which  you 
will  perceive  the  balance  in  ray  hands,  applicable  to 
the  payment  of  the  current  expenses  of  the  City,  to 
be  Twenty-nine  hundred  and  sixteen  dollars  and 
twenty  cents,  (2,916  20,)  which  sum  is  entirely  inade-

Sec.  2.  The  said  curbstone  shall  be  of  such  cha- 
racter and  dimensions  as  the  Board  of  Surveyors  may 
determine.  The  said  footways  shall  be  paved  witli 
brick  or  flat  stone,  as  each  owner  may  prefer,  and 
shall  be  of  the  breadth  of  at  least  four  feet ;  the  gut- 
ters shall  be  paved  with  the  pebble  or  cobble  stones 
ordinarily  used  for  paving  the  cartways  of  streets,  to 
the  breadtli  of  two  feet  six  inches  from  the  outside  of 
the  curbstone. 

Sec.  8.  The  Board  of  Surveyors  shall  determine  the 
width  of  the  footways  of  the  said  Bridge  street,  and  in 
what  part  thereof  the  pavement  of  four  feet  in  breadth 
shall  be  laid  ;  and  shall  also  (if  the  same  has  not  been 
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heretofore  done)  fix  and  determine  the  grade  of  the 
said  street,  and  the  height  of  the  curbstone. 

Sec.  4.  If  any  of  the  owners  of  property  fronting 
on  said  Bridge  street,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  set  the 
curb  and  pave  the  footways  and  gutters  in  front  of  his, 
her  or  their  property,  as  directed  by  this  Ordinance, 
for  the  space  of  two  months  after  notice  from  the 
Highway  Department  to  do  so,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  said  Department  to  direct  the  same  to  be  done  by

That  the 
culvert  complained  of  has  been  in  statu  quo  ever  since 
Councils  directed  the  cessation  of  all  public  work,  not 
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impcrath-e,  which  leaves  a  ditch  some  fifteen  feet  wide, 
ten  feet  deep,  and  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  feet 
long,  open,  npon  the  edge  of  which  stand  two  houses, 
both  of  winch  seem  to  be  tenanted — the  dirt  thrown 
up  from  the  culvert,  has  been  as  far  as  practicable  re- 
moved from  their  entrances — so  that  the  ingress  to 
the  houses  is  not  interfered  with.  There  is  some 
water  lying  in  the  ditch,  but  it  can  be  made  to  flow 
with  the  tide  with  but  little  attention. 

Tlie  street  there  is  neither  curbed  nor  paved,  and  it 
is  but  a  short  distance  from  the  Gunner's  Kun  Bridge, 
the  approach  to  which  is  not  filled  up,  the  travel  there- 
fore is  not  interfered  with — no  improvement  can  be 
made  other  than  fencing  the  ditch  around  and  open-

The  Committee  on  Finance,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  application  of  the  President  of  the  Sunburj^  and 
Erie  liailroad  Company,  for  an  additional  subscription 
of  two  million  of  dollars  to  the  stock  of  said  Compa- 
ny, res}>ectfally  report,  That  your  Committee  is  strong- 
ly impressed  with  the  idea  that  the  Corporation  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  never  was  designed  or  created  for 
any  other  object  than  tlie  good  government  of  the 
City ;  for  this  purpose  its  duties  are  altogether  local, 
simple  and  obvious,  and  not  until  a  very  sliort  time 
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since  was  theiv  any  deviation  iVoni  tlio  simple  path 
Ofig-inall}-  nuirked  ont  for  it.  Ourfatliers  never  dreamed 
rliat  the  City  shonkl  he  made  a  partner  in  donhtful 
seliemes  and  specuhitions — in  the  expenditnre  of  hirge 
sums  of  money  at  hundreds  of  miles  distance  from  the 
CUty,  for  purposes  whicl^  have  no  connection  whatever 
with  the  simple  duties  of  a  municipal  Corporation. 
When  the  Schuylkill  Canal — the  Lehig'h  Works  and 
the  Reading  Kailroad  were  made,  all  works  of  peculiar 
and  especial  interest  to  the  City,  in  consideration  of 
their  heing  the  avenues  through  which  are  brought  our 
supply  of  coal  for  domestic  and  manufacturing  uses,  it 
was  never  seriously  asked  or  thought  of  making  the 
City  a  partner  in  them.  The  policy  of  enlisting  the 
municipalities  and  counties  throughout  the  State  in 
this  precarious  and  dangerous  business  is  entirely  of 
recent  date,  and  to  ench  a  frightful  extent  has  it  al- 
ready prevailed,  that  it  has  been  found  necessary  to 
amend  the  Constitution  of  the  State,  (a  measure  now 
in  progress,)  iu  such  a  way  as  shall  hereafter  prevent 
any  thing  of  the  kind. 

The  subscriptions  heretofore  made  to  diiferent  rail- 
road Companies,  have  largely  increased  the  liabilities 
of  the  City;  instead  of  further  increasing  them  by 
new  subscriptions,  your  Committee  respectfully  sub- 
mit that  it  should  be  the  grand  object  of  Councils,  by 
judicious  economy,  and  husbanding  the  resources  of 
the  City,  to  decrease  them. 

Entertaining  these  views,  your  Committee  recom- 
mend that  the  subscription  be  not  made,  and  ask  the 
adoption  of  the  following  Resolution  : —

REPORT  OF  CHIEF  ENGINEER   OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


Office  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  |

To  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Fhiladelphia. 

Gentlemen:  —  In  presenting  my  Sixth  and  last 
Quarterly  Report  of  the  number  of  fires  occurring, 
witli  the  loss  sustained,  for  the  quarter  ending  on  the 
thirtieth  day  of  September,  1856,  and  the  condition 
of  tlie  Department  at  that  time,  I  am  much  gratified 
to  state,  that  while  it  exhibits  an  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  tires,  it  shows  a  great  decrease  in  the  losses 
sustained,  Tlie  number  of  lires  that  have  occurred  is 
73,  the  estimated  loss  on  which  is  |98,915,  and  the 
insurance  ^33,793,  leaving  an  uninsured  loss  of 
$65,120.  The  increase  of  lires,  as  compared  with  the 
preceding  quarter,  is  3;  the  decrease  in  total  loss 
$886,195,  and  the  decrease  in  uninsured  loss  |2^3,065. 
Since  ni}^  former  report,  there  have  been  added  to  the 
Department  the  Good  Intent,  Hope,  Diligent,  and 
West  Philadelphia  Hose  Companies,  and  the  Mount 
Airy,  Washington,  and  West  Philadelphia  Engine 
Companies ;  making  the  Department  now  consist  of 
43  Engine  Companies,  32  Hose  Companies,  and  5 
Hook  and  Ladder  Companies ;  possessing  46  Engines, 
54  Hose  Carriages,  11  two-wheeled  Tenders,  6  Trucks, 
57,523  feet  of  Hose,  and  835  feet  of  Ladders.  To  this 
force  can  be  added  the  Steam  Fire  Engine  "  Young 
America,"  which  has  been  in  serviceable  condition 
during  the  quarter,  but  as  the  proper  means  have  not 
been  provided  by  Councils,  so  as  to  convey  it  to  fires 
without  great  delay,  it  has  not  as  yet  been  in  service 
at  any  tire.  I  stated  in  my  last  report,  that  to  have 
the  Engine  conveyed  to  fires  in  time  for  service, 
horses  would  have  to  be  bought,  and  men  employed, 
which  would  require  a  large  amount  of  money — an 
amount  much  too  lars-e  for  the   service  wliich  is  re- 
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quired  from  tliis  Engine,  as  there  are  but  few  fires 
where  it  eouhl  l»e  placed  in  service  before  the  present 
hand  Engines  would  have  extinguished,  or  be  able  to 
extinguish  Avithout  its  assistance ;  and  I  am  of  the 
opinion,  that  if  Councils  would  be  more  liberal  to  the 
present  Volunteer  Department,  it  would  be  the  means 
of  securing  the  public  from  fire,  much  more  than  to 
lavish  money  upon  a  Steam  Engine,  which  will  cost 
as  much  for  repairs  yearly,  if  run  to  fires,  as  is  now 
contributed  to  any  three  of  our  fire  companies ;  and 
for  the  whole  cost  of  it  3'early,  by  correct  calculation, 
more  than  any  fifteen  Engine  Companies  now  receive. 
It  is  said  that  to  guarantee  the  services  of  this  Engine 
at  all  fires,  the  following  will  be  required : 

Five  large  Horses,  two  Drivers,  one  Engineer,  one 
Assistant,  three  Pipe  Men.

(which  is  a  very  low  estimate) 


Total,  yearly,  without  horses  and  harness,     $5,640  00 
Total,  with  cost  of  horses  and  harness,  $6,890  00 

Thus  showing,  without  giving  any  more  items,  the 
sum   of  $5,640   00,   without  counting   the   purchase 
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money  of  the  horses,  $1000  00,  and  harness,  $250  00, 
making  in  all  |6,800  00,  as  the  first  year's  expense, 
and  yearly  thereafter  not  less  than  $5,640  00.  Each 
item  has  been  carefully  calculated,  and  placed  at  the 
lowest  figure.  The  item  for  repairs  for  the  Engine 
may  seem  large,  but  to  run  the  Engine  to  all  fires,  it 
will  not  cost  less  yearly. 

I  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  Councils  to  my 
former  Report,  which  refers  to  the  Thirteenth  Section 
of  the  Ordinance  "reorganizing"  the  Fire  Department, 
which  provides  that  a  large  Bell  Hall  be  erected  in 
each  Fire  District.  This  has  not  been  done  in  many 
of  the  Districts,  and  the  firemen  located  in  those  vicini- 
ties are  therefore  without  any  proper  means  of  alarm, 
and  I  ^^'ould  recommend  speedy  action  in  the  matter. 

It  will  also  be  found  in  my  former  Report,  where  I 
recommend  Councils  to  have  the  Bell  which  is  in  the 
steeple  of  the  Spring  Garden  Hall,  rung  for  all  fires, 
as  a  large  number  of  firemen  depend  entirely  on  that 
bell  to  give  them  the  alarm  in  time  of  fire.  This  has 
not  been  done  as  yet,  and  I  again  ask  Councils  to 
have  this  bell  rung  for  all  fires. 

Also,  to  my  former  Report,  where  I  recommend  that 
it  be  made  the  duty  of  the  Night  Police  to  give  the 
alarm,  and  arouse  all  firemen  who  shall  so  request 
them,  whenever  an  alarm  of  fire  shall  occur  during 
the  night. 

I  have  reasons  to  believe  that  if  the  suggestions  thus 
thrown  out  should  meet  the  approval  of  your  honora- 
ble bodies,  it  would  enure  much  to  the  public  good 
and  welfare  of  the  Department. 

I  desire  to  inform  Councils  that  a  number  of  the  Fire 
Companies,  last  winter,  when  there  was  snow  on  the 
ground,  procured  horses  to  pull  their  apparatus  to 
lires,  at  an  expense  of  about  fifty  dollars  each,  which  I 
would  recommend  that  Councils  pay;  and  as  the  com- 
panies which  dragged  their  apparatus  without  horses, 
at  such  times,  are  equally  deserving,  I  would  recom- 
mend that  Councils  make  a  donation  to  each  company 
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in  service  at  the  time,  of  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars 
each. 

The  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph  was,  in  conjunction  with 
the  Police  Telegraph,  put  in  practical  operation  on  the 
19th  day  of  April  last,  and  has  already,  although  lahor- 
ing  under  more  disadvantages  than  are  usually  attend- 
ant on  innovations,  which  are  in  all  cases  numerous, 
proved  itself  an  invaluable  auxiliary  to  the  Fire  De- 
partment. The  original  plan,  which  proposed  one 
hundred  and  fifty  signal  stations  or  boxes,  and  which 
was  subsequently  reduced  to  eighty-four,  would  have 
been,  as  experience  has  proved,  preferable  to  the  re- 
duced number.  The  additional  expense  would  have 
been  trifling.  As  a  substitute  for  those  boxes  Avhich 
were  omitted,  there  is  a  strong  desire  felt  on  the  part 
of  the  firemen  to  have  alarm  signals  placed  in  the 
houses  of  the  Companies.  The  value  of  an  early 
alarm,  in  case  of  fire,  is  well  known  to  every  fireman, 
and  the  subtle,  instantaneous  electric  flash  seems  the 
proper  agent  to  convey  the  intelligence  to  the  firemen. 
I  would  respectfully  recommend  to  the  consideration 
of  your  honorable  bodies,  the  expediency  of  placing 
in  the  house  of  each  Company  in  the  Fire  Department, 
an  alarm  box,  for  receiving  the  alarm  of  fire,  fully  be- 
lieving that  the  saving  of  property",  in  consequence  of 
the  time  thus  gained,  would  annually  repay  the  cost 
of  construction  four-fold,  and  would  be  the  means  of 
preventing  many  false  alarms  of  fire. 

In  retiring  from  the  ofiice  of  Chief  Engineer,  I  de- 
sire to  return  my  thanks  to  my  Assistant  Engineers, 
and  to  the  firemen  composing  the  Department,  for  the 
prompt  and  etflcient  manner  in  which  they  complied 
with  all  requests  made  by  me  of  thera  at  fires. 

I  again  return  thanks  to  the  Select  and  Common 
Councils,  for  the  aid  extended  me  in  my  eftbrts  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  assigned  me,  and  particularly  to  the 
Committee  on  Trusts  and  Fire  Department,  who  have 
manifested  so  much  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  De- 
partment. 

Hoping  that  the  Department   may  be  in  as  good 
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conditiou  at  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  my 
successor,  as  I  have  the  pleasure  of  leaving  it  now,

This  caused  a  deposit  of  gravel  and  earth  into  the 
canal,  wherehy  it  was  rapidly  tilled  up ;  and,  to  avoid 
this  evil,  the  Navigation  Company,  with  the  consent  of 
the  proper  authorities,  constructed  a  culvert  under  the 
bed  of  the  canal  into  the  Schu^dkill,  into  which  they 
conducted  the  Gay  street  culvert,  by  means  of  a  drain 
v\^hicli  crosses  the  Main  street  diagonally.

To  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

The  Committee  on  Highways,  &c.,  have  had  under 
consideration  the  following  Resolution,  to  wit : 

Resolved,  That  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  High- 
ways be  directed  to  proceed  with  the  grading  of  Girard 
Avenue,  east  of  the  Schuylkill,  so  far  as  maybe  neces- 
sary to  render  the  Girard  Avenue  bridge  accessible  for 
the  purposes  of  public  travel.  Provided,  That  the  cost 
thereof  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  of  the  appropria- 
tion already  made  for  that  purpose. 
— passed  by  Select  Council  on  the  21st  of  August  last, 
and  also  various  communications  respecting  the  grad- 
iiT^  of  Girard  Avenue,  and  thereupon,  they  respect- 
fully report,  That  the  Bridge  over  the  Schuylkill  at 
Girard  Avenue,  was  begun  under  a  contract  with  the 
Commissioners  of  the  County  of  Philadelphia,  made 
several  months — probably  a  year,  prior  to  the  passage 
of  the  Consolidation  law. 

It  was  erected  at  a  point  on  the  river,  which  was  at 
the  time,  and  still  remains  totally  inaccessible  for 
horses  and  vehicles.  And  although  it  is  nearly  two 
years  since  the  Bridge  was  finished,  yet  for  the  reason 
that  there  is  no  road  whereby  it  can  be  approached,  it 
remains  utterly  useless  and  valueless  for  the  purposes 
for  which  it  was  intended.  It  is  not  to  be  wondered 
at  therefore,  that  persons  residing  or  doing  busiriess  in 
the  localities  adjacent  to  the  bridge,  and  indeed  all 
who  desire  to  pass  from  or  approach  the  City  by  that 
avenue,  should  earnestly  desire  to  have  a  road  made 
whereby  it  may  be  devoted  to  its  proper  and  intended 
uses. 

On  the  west  side  of  the  Schuylkill,  the  grading  has 
progressed  under  contracts  made  with  the  County 
Commissioners,  in  the  year  1854,  until  it  is  now  near- 
ly finislied,  from  the  west  end  of  the  bridge  westward 
to  Belmont  Avenue,  a  distance  of  al)Out  a  mile.     But 
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on  tlie  eastern  side  little,  if  any,  grading  has  been  done 
since  the  bridge  has  been  in  the  conrse  of  construction, 
and  to  have  access  to  it,  there  must  be  graded,  from 
Landing  Avenue  westward  to  the  eastern  abutment, 
the  distance  of  about  two  thousand  two  hundred  and 
fifty  feet,  or  not  quite  half  a  mile. 

To  bring  the  avenue  dowm  to  the  regulated  grade, 
woukl  require  deep  excavation  throughout  nearlj'  the 
whole  of  this  distance,  and  cost  a  large  sum  of  money  ; 
but  it  is  not  proposed  at  the  present  time,  to  excavate 
to  a  greater  extent  below  the  present  surface  than  is 
necessary  to  make  an  ordinary  road,  with  such  rise 
and  fall  as  may  be  passed  over  with  horses  and  v  chi- 
cles without  difficulty. 

Within  this  space  to  be  graded,  passes  the  Schuylkill 
branch  of  the  Reading  and  Pottsville  Eaih-oad,  and 
your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  safety  of 
all  who  travel  either  by  the  Railroad  or  by  the  avenue, 
renders  it  highly  necessary  that  the  avenue  should  pass 
over  the  Raih"oad  by  a  bridge. 

To  bring  the  avenue  down  to  the  level  of  the  Rail- 
road, would  leave  on  each  side  an  embankment  of 
about  thirty  feet,  so  that  passengers  along  the  avenue 
could  not  see  either  up  or  down  the  Railroad  until 
they  were  almost  upon  the  track,  thus  making  the 
danger  of  frequent  collisions  very  great. 

During  the  summer  of  last  year,  it  was  understood 
that  the  Railroad  Company  were  willing  to  pay  half 
the  expense  of  erecting  a  bridge  over  their  road  at  this 
point,  and  the  Committee  suggest  that  they  be  em- 
powered to  confer  with  the  Company  upon  the  sub- 
ject of  the  erection  of  the  said  bridge. 

The  Committee  find  that  before  there  is  any  further 
filling  in  of  earth,  immediately  at  the  ends  of  the 
bridge,  it  will  be  necessary  to  extend  the  wing  walls  on 
both  the  east  and  west  ends. 

This  is  necessary  in  order  to  prevent  the  constant 
washing  away  of  the  embankment,  and  the  danger  to 
horses  and  vehicles  thereby.

Gentlemen: — The  Ordinance  to  authorize  the  con- 
struction of  a  Culvert  on  the  line  of  Vine  street,  from 
Nineteenth  street  to  the  Schuylkill  River,  and  referred 
through  the  Committee  of  Surveys  and  Regulations, 
to  this  Board,  has  received  due  attention,  and  the 
Committee  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Surveyors,  upon 
the  said  Ordinance,  beg  leave  to  ofter  the  following 
report : 

The  want  of  a  main  line  of  Sewer  upon  the  line  of 
Vine  street,  between  the  points  indicated  in  the  Ordi- 
nance referred,  has  been  long  felt,  and  in  the  progress 
of  examination,  it  has  been  ascertained  that  it  is  ad- 
visable that  the  amount  of  sewage  now  flowing  through 
the  Nineteenth  street  Sewer  into  Arch  street,  should, 
whenever  opportunity  ofter  to  do  so,  be  reduced,  and 
the  present  case  is  one  through  which  that  end  can  be 
reached.  We  therefore  propose  and  recommend  that 
the  Vine  street  Sewer  be  constructed  from  the  River 
Schuylkill  to  Nineteenth  street,  connecting  at  that 
point  with  the  Sewer  which  extends  northward,  drain- 
ing an  area  north  of  Vine  street  of  about  41.2  acres, 
thereby  reducing  the  amount  of  drainage  now  delivered 
by  the  Arch  street  Sewer,  (taking  the  amount  of  supply 
as  adopted  by  the  Board,)  2472  cubic  feet  per  minute. 

The  arrangement  of  gradient  on  the  line  of  Vine 
street,  placing  the  Sewer  at  such  depth  as  to  be  avail- 
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able  for  house  drainage,  is  0.5  per  100,  to  centre  of 
Twenty-iirst  street,  tlience  1.25  feet  to  River,  placing 
the  mouth  of  Culvert  on  Warden's  line  at  low  water 
level.  The  total  area  drained  is  83  acres,  and  the 
capacity  required  for  carrying  off  the  supply  east  of 
Twentj^-first  street,  will  be  full}^  sufficient  to  carry  off 
the  increased  supply  between  that  and  the  River,  on 
account  of  the  increased  gradient. 

The  amount  of  drainage  to  pass  jS'ineteenth  and 
Vine  streets,  will  be  that  due  52  acres,  or  3120  cubic 
feet  per  minute,  which,  on  a  grade  of  0.5  per  100  feet, 
will  require  an  Oviform  Culvert  5  feet  x  3'.4",  the 
delivery  of  which,  by  calculation,  equals  4029.5  cubic 
feet  per  minute. 

The  total  amount  of  drainage  for  Culvert  will  be 
only  4980  cubic  feet  per  minute,  while  the  same  sized 
Culvert  on  a  gradient  of  1.25,  will  deliver,  per  minute, 
6547  cubic  feet;  but  as  the  difference  of  cost  between 
that  necessary  on  the  0.5  gradient,  and  the  reduction 
of  size  that  would  be  sufficient  on  the  heavy  grade,  is 
so  small,  it  is  not  thought  necessary  to  change  the 
proportions,  but  continue  the  same  from  Nineteenth 
street  to  the  River.

To  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

The  Special  Committee,  to  whom  were  referred  the 
two  communications  from  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor, 
respectfully  report,  That  in  the  appropriations  made 
March  18th  last,  to  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor,  there 
was  an  especial  amount  of  thirteen  thousand  one  hun- 
dred and  seven  dollars,  for  supplies  to  the  medical  de- 
partment of  the  Alms-house,  expenses  of  nurses'  table, 
the  salary  of  moral  instructor,  and  repairs  to  heating 
and  cooking  apparatus,  and  other  repairs.  It  will  thus 
seem,  that  the  question  of  repairing  the  heating  ap- 
paratus was  taken  into  consideration  by  Councils  when 
the  general  appropriation  to  that  department  for  the 
year  was  made.  Upon  examination,  your  Committee 
find  a  balance  due  tiiat  fund,  of  two  thousand  six  hun- 
dred and  thirty-two  dollars  and  twenty-two  cents,  and 
no  repairing  of  iieaters  made.  And  it  is  said  the  above 
balance  will  be  required  for  the  department  other  than 
for  said  repairs,  for  the  remaining  portion  of  the  year. 
The  question  may  naturally  be  asked,  what  has  been 
done  with  the  money?  The  Committee  answer  that 
question  by  appending  to  their  report  a  statement  of 
the  account  kept  by  the  City  Controller  with  that  de- 
partment ;  thus  showing  without  further  comment,  the 
manner  in  which  the  same  has  been  expended. 

The  Committee  have  examined  the  heaters  in  the 
Alms-house,  and  found  the  steam  pipes  in  such  a  con- 
,  dition  that  will  re(|uire  rencAval  of  some,  and  perhaps 
all,  they  not  being  capable  of  being  repaii-ed.  Inas- 
much as  the  house  is  supplied  with  the  necessary  heat 
from  this  source,  and  the  same  not  being  competent  to 
perform  said  requirements,  your  Committee  have  no 
alternative  other  than  to  report  in  favor  of  an  appro- 
priation for  said  repairs. 

However  much  we  may  regret  the  necessity  of  add- 
ing additional  claims  upon  the  already  overburdened

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City,  it  nevertheless  becomes  the  duty  of  Councils  to 
provide  a  comfortable  home  as  well  as  food  to  those 
unfortunate  persons  whom  the  City  is  bound  to  pro- 
vide for.

until  the  City  Solicitor  shall  certify  that  there  are  no 
liens  against  the  property,  for  injury  to  which  the  said 
damages  have  been  awarded. 

Sec.  3.  When  the  delivery  of  any  such  warrants, 
countersigned  by  the  Controller,  to  the  City  Treasurer, 
as  specify  that  the  payment  of  the  amount  therein 
mentioned,  is  to  be  made  in  certificates  of  City  Debt, 
the  said  Treasurer  shall  deliver  to  the  person  in  whose 
favor  the  same  is  drawn,  or  to  his  order,  certificates  of 
City  Debt  to  the  amount  expressed  in  such  warrant, 
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which  certificates  shall  be  such  as  are  provided  for  and 
despribed  in  an  Ordinance,  approved  August  23, 1855, 
entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  provide  for" the  issue  of 
Certificates  of  Debt  in  payment  of  Road  Damages,  and 
to  pay  the  contract  price  of  the  Fire  Alarm  and  Po- 
lice Telegraph,"  and  the  said  certificates  shall  be  a 
portion  of  those  authorized  to  be  issued  by  the  said 
Ordinance.
